year, aiso the number at the head of the coiumn which contains the desired 
month. Divide the sum total by 7 and the remainder will be the figure 
at the the head of the column, beneath which isthe day of the week. 
When there Is no remainder the day of the week will be on Sunday.

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The contents of this book are of great 
value in educating the human mind^ es- 
pecially in its appreciation of the fact, 
that "Order is Heaven's First Law." 

This may not be realized in a single 
reading. We advise repeated readings of 
the whole book before attempting to 
practice its lessons. Each reading will 
throw a new flash of light upon minds 
unfamiliar with Astrology. 

Superficial readers might judge the 
lessons herein given to be tautological, 
but the author deems these repetitions 
necessary to impress certain important 
facts upon the student. 

Repetitions in teaching are psycho- 
logic factors. The teacher who never 
alludes to a matter but once would be 
apt to make a superficial impression. 

The Wonder Wheel herein presented 
is an ingenious compilation of Astrologic 
lore, created by the Author for his 
own convenience, many years after he 
had become adept in the Science. He 
'found that he often needed an Astrologic 
lay-out of the heavens before his eyes 
when working out his problems. In 
using it he soon learned that he could 
dispense with the mathematical sums, 
for, knowing the motion of the planets, 
(as per page 28) he could trace their 
position from point to point about the 
circle with his eye. 

The . Wheel reveals at a glance the 
Zodiacal Signs, their names, numbers, 
and Horoscopal correspondences; the 
degrees of Zodiac corresponding with 
yearly calendar; parts of the body and 
the human characters ruled by the 
signs, their lordships; the decanates and 
terms of the signs and their rulers; the 
clock hours of the day by which Horo- 
scopes may be calculated; the planetary 
hours, and week-day rulers, aspect^ and 
angles from the several signs. Years 
of Life circle; differences in time at 
various parts of the world; the signifi- 
cances of houses of the Horoscope, the 



elemental nature of signs and houses; 
the localities of prominent fixed stars, 
etc. 

The Author discovered by use of this 
Wheel, that it answered the purposes 
of a globe or a map, and by which any 
and every problem in Astronomy and 
Astrology could be more quickly ap- 
proximated, than by any other inex- 
pensive method known. He was in- 
duced by his friends to make it public, 
and he has done so, in various forms, so 
that the Wonder Wheel and his Tabula 
Magus, are now known in every civil- 
ized portion of the globe. They have 
been found to be Wonderful Demonstra- 
tors of Divine Law, in Biblical, Spiritual, 
Theosophic, Astrologic or other systems 
of Ancient or Modern lore, and what- 
ever a person's religious faith, it may 
be upheld by lessons drawn from the 
Wonder Wheel. 

Teachers, Lecturers, Writers and Stu- 
dents have already drawn many illus- 
trations from it, in their particular lines 
of work. Even the children have found 
out several simple games of amusement, 
by use of the Wheel, with checkers, but- 
tons or dice. It is well adapted in Kin- 
dergarten schools to various lines of at- 
tention, and all scholars may discover 
new truths in its use. 

During our publishing of the Wonder 
Wheel, in the large cardboard form, an 
erroneous impression was abroad that it 
was only for the purpose of Character 
Readings, like Butler's Solar Biology, 
Eleanor Kirk's book, and Mr. Colville's 
work on Zodiacal influences. 

If the Wonder Wheel was for no other 
purpose than character reading, it would 
have been foolish for its Author to have 
put so much work in the design. Since 
the creation of the Wonder Wheel, he 
has created a Wheel for character read- 
ing, to show the differences, and the 
simplicity of the latter. At a glance it 
shows us our places in the Zodiac and 
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our Tribal Characteristics: (See Plate 
of Character Reader.) 

Character Readings are the Basic laws 
of Human Life, but are not all of the 
basic laws. People are not satisfied with 
character alone. They crave more de- 
tailed knowledge, more particularly a 
knowledge of the times when the forces 
of their character are most likely to 
gather some worldly benefit or advan- 
tage; also a knowledge of how their own 
basic forces are related to the forces of 
others; also how the basic character will 
progress in life. 

I'hese differentiations are given on the 
wheel, and may be easily found by at- 
tending to the explanations, or the les- 
sons. Days of the Year, Degrees of 
Signs, DecaUates, Terms, Planetary 
Rulers, Elemental Qualities, Years of 
Life, Planetary Hours, Declinations of 
Sun, Movements of Planets — Each of 
these have significances, which by posi- 
tion or aspect, truly reveal the quali- 
ties and the changing conditions of 
every human life, be he wise, foolish, 
rich, 'poor, believer or sceptic. His name 
is written in the Book of Life, and that 
Book is the starry heavens. If a scoffer 
he is written there as such, and in his 
scoffing he is but testifying to the 
truths of Astrology, as may be easily 
read of him, from the heavens. 

Everything on the wheel is arranged 
in the regular order and the harmony of 
Natural Law, all discordant parts so 
well balanced against each other as to 
form a solid wheel such as can never 
break. 

The relative positions of the Fixed 
Stars are very correctly arranged about 
the border, showing which sign they 
are in line with when viewed from 
earth. They may be easily referred to 
and located in connection with any 
data. The days of the month in line 
between these stars and the centre of the 
wheel denote the times of the year 
when they will be on the meridian at 
noon. At the exact opposite time of the 
year they will be on the meridian at 
midnight. Hold the wheel before you 
at noon, or nlidnight, with the day of 



the month at the top, and it will be Dt 
picture of the circle of the heavens, with 
Signs and Stars, as they stand above 
and about you at that moment. 

Note the angle from you, of any of 
the clock Hours, A.M. or PJil., and 
turn the wheel so that the date of the 
month will be at that angle, and you 
will have a map of the heavens, signs 
and stars, as they stand at that very 
hour. Any person who will learn to do 
this simple operation, need never bother 
his head about erecting Horoscopes, for 
he can at once, with the wheel, have the 
Horoscope instantly before his eyes. In 
the lessons are shown many other ways 
to arrive at results without mathemat- 
ics. 

About the wheel, also. Prof. Henry 
did not forget to take advantage of the 
opportunity to present the order of 
Decanates, and to mark the days of the 
week, which every 3d Decanate repre- 
sents, exactly in the middle of each 
Sign, with the Planetary Rules marked 
in them^ 

There is much that one may learn 
from these Decanates, which run in the 
exact order of the Planetary Hours, be- 
ginning with Mars at 1st point of Aries. 
Going backwards in the order of the 
signs, beginning at 1st point of Aries, 
with Mars in last of Pisces, and we find 
the Decanates to be in the exact order 
of the 36 years Cycles. 

At time of this writing the world is 
in the closing years of the Mercury 
cycle, which has stocked the world with 
inventions and elaborate schemes. In 
a few years we will be in the Mars 
cycle, which will have 36 years to run. 
The world-thought is gradually chang- 
ing to meet the exigencies of martial 
impulses. 

Just as we may follow the course of 
a ship on a marine chart, or the line of 
a railroad on a State map, we have only 
to know where a planet is on a certain 
day, then, knowing how fast it moves, 
we may easily trace it on the Wonder 
Wheel, and tell where it will be at any 
future time, or where it was at any time 
in the past. This is the law of reading 
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the past and the present and the future, 
for as the planets in their courses, or 
cycles, aspect the Birth points of any 
individual, so will the Thoughts, the 
Will and the Action of that individual 
be for good or ill, for weal or woe, and 
no power on earth can prevent its being 
so, for "the heavens do rule." 

The silent influences in the atmo- 
sphere, vibratorily regulated by the 
movements of the heavenly bodies, are 
the instruments by which God moves 
all things to His will. These vibrations 
are the Ministers of Heaven, and they 
come to us from Angles, (termed "An- 
gels" in early days.) These Angles, 12 
in all, form 3 crosses. In the centre of 
these vibrating crosses, every human 
being is born, as is denoted on the wheel 
by the photo in its centre. (See also 
the plate representing the law of hours.) 

The characteristic features of the 
wheel, are the first of all considerations 
to be entered into, in Astrologic studies. 

He who enters into the study of 
Astrology other than by the strait .and 
narrow path of the Sun, is bereft of its 
saving influence, and is like unto a 
thief and a robber who entereth by the 
back way. 

He who leameth the laws of the Sun, 
in all their relationships, as presented 
upon this wheel, knoweth then the law 
of all creation, which is one and the 
same from the molecule to the great 
universe itself. 

As Jesus said: "He that knoweth the 
Son, knoweth the Father.". The Sun 
above our heads is the Sun of God, and 
it is the "Life, the Light and the Way." 

The Solar laws existing between Sun 
and Earth are the patterns after which 
all other laws are made, whether they 
be between Earth, Moon and planets; 
between nation and nation, or between 
man and man. 

The Solar law is constant, and the 
on]y constant law applicable to man. 
The Solar law is God's unchanging law 
of cause and effect. All Other laws are 
but the effects of the unchanging 
Solar laws. 

The effects change according to the 



varied expressions of the unchanging 
law. Superficially-minded man is apt to 
draw his judgments from the ephemeral 
effects, than from the ever-abiding 
cause. The Wheel presents the unchang- 
ing laws. The movements of the chang- 
ing bodies must be obtained from 
Almanacs or Ephemerides, but they are 
practically useless to one unpossessed of 
the basic laws as layed down on this 
wheel. 

The Wheel and the Lessons herein 
teach, not how to find the mathematical 
places of the planets, but how to .be- 
come aairvoyant, or clear-sighted in the 
forming of judgment. 

People who see character-reading 
most prominent in the wheel, are those 
who are more familiar with that branch 
than with any other. People who can- 
not see the Horoscopal features in the 
wheel are those who have learned of 
Horoscopes only automatically. • 

Neither pen, pencil, nor even Wonder 
Wheel are needed when we know the 
true laws of Nativities and Horoscopes, 
but the wisest of students will always 
have his Wonder Wheel and Tabula 
Magus at hand, just as he has his watch 
or his clock. It is easier to refer to it, 
than to tax the brain with problems. 

Jesus wrote with his finger on the 
sand when sizing up the mob about him. 
Under the conditions about him it was 
more reliable than ah Astrologic prob- 
lem mentally. 

People in the habit of drawing Horo- 
scopes seem lost in their conclusions 
without them, and yet when completed, 
they have before them nothing but a 
wheel, precisely like the Wonder Wheel, 
with planets inserted. It is hard for 
people to change from their old cus- 
toms, even when the new is by far the 
easier way to others. This fact is but 
an Astrologic law. It dhows us that 
new things are for the new generations, 
as Jesus said. — "New wine is apt to 
break old bottles." When old people 
denounce new things it is but an evi- 
dence that their generic mind is not able 
to comprehend the genius of a prog- 
ressed world. 
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The Wheel as a whole is a grand 
circle of the earth, represented by Daji 
and Months, surrounded by the Zodiacal 
Circle represented by Signs. They are 
so ingeniously combined, and so filled 
with detail and correspondences that it 
is an Ever-Ready Reference. 

it is convenient for any ordinary or 
daily requirement in Astronomic or 
Astrologic work. 

It answers also quite well in a busi- 
ness office as a Calendar, or an Almanac. 

The more familiar one becomes with it 
the more uses will be found for it. 
Some of its features we herewith 
enumerate: 

1. — ^A Concise Character Reader. 

2. — ^A Recorder of Years of Life. 

3. — ^An Easy Method of Considering 
the Age of Life. 

4. — ^A Record of the Length of Nights 
and Days Around the Earth for the 
Latitude of Washington. 

5.— Approximated Sunrise. 

6. — Approximated Entry of the Sun 
into each Zodiacal Sign. 

7. — Names, Numbers, Degrees, Lord- 
ships and Elemental Qualities of the 
Signs and their Correspondences with 
the Days of the Months. 

8. — The Planetary Hours for all 
Times of the Year. 

9. — ^The Decanates and Terms of the 
Planets. 

10. — ^The Names and Location in 
Signs, of the Fixed Stars^ and Their 
Qualities. 

11. — The Planetary Rulers of each 
Week Day. 

12. — ^The Differences in time at Sev- 
eral Principal parts of the World. 

13. — ^The Calendar Days of the 
Months, Represented by a Circle of 
Rings., each Ring corresponding to 6 
days of the Sidereal year and correspond- 
ing to 5 degrees of the Zodiac. This 
Circle is the Basic of all calculation in 
''Time, Time and the Dividing of 
Time," whether in seconds, minutes, 
hours, days, months, years or cen- 
turies. From its never-changing laws 
(as the Circle of the Earth), all move- 
ments of Time, or Bodies in Space, are 



calculated, as relative or corresponding 
▼aluee. Knowing the movements of the 
other bodice from time to time, their 
course, and their angular relationship to 
the earth and to each other, may be very 
closely approximated. The Days of the 
Month as marked about the Circle of 
Days denote, by their position in the 
Circle, the Sign the Sun is in on that 
day, in its apparent annular revolution. 

13.— The Clock Hours of the Civil 
Day, arranged from a point marked 
''Noon," above the photo, to a white 
star below the photo, 12 hours for 
P.M. and from the star to "Noon" 12 
hours for A. M. Standing on the earth, 
facing South, with Wheel before you, 
and the Sun will be in the angle of the 
hour as marked, day or night. 

By this, knowing the Hour of one's 
Birth you may know the angle the Sun 
was in at that Birth. That angle 
would be the 1st House of the Sun, but, 
in a Horoscope it would be the House 
as per the Number of the Sign, which, 
on the Wheel, stands outside of the 
Clock Hour. This would be a fact, re- 
gardless of the Mathematical Horoscope. 
The Sun would be in the Sign corre- 
sponding with the date of the year.' 
Calling that sign, then, the House of 
the Horoscope as so found by the Angle 
of the Hour, and one would only have to 
count each other Sign backward or for- 
ward to find the even Hour Ascendant, 
or any other even hour House, and this 
answers most purposes in quick Astro- 
logic readings, but several other meth- 
ods are given in the Lessons. Divide 
the length of day by the Planetary 
House Rule, and the Houses from the 
Sun point may be fairly well propor- 
tioned unevenly. All of these opera- 
tions, however, are but foolish waste of 
time, unless the hour of birth is posi- 
tively known. 

14. — ^A quick and comprehensive idea 
of squares and trines is given in the 
black and white drawings about the 
photo. The squares are drawn to the 
1st degree of the Signs and the Trines 
to the 15th. Both of them alike answer 
from any other degree in the Sign. 




Showing how intluences from any point ia the Zodiac crass and bleed with e 
other and with the Sun, Earth or Birth Point as a centre. 
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When a planet is in any Sign, it forms 
squares and trines to the other Signs, 
as shown by the drawing. The trines 
denote good to and from those other 
Signs, and at the times of the year as 
per the Circle of Days. The squares de- 
note evil. (See Birth Number, page 2, 
of Lessons.) The Tablets at these 
points denote qualities that work good 
or bad in our lives, and the parts of the 
body marked at that point are for good 
or ill affected by the planet which as- 
pects these points. The Tablet is the 
Key Word to the Solar or Spirit force. 
Its aspect denotes its harmony or dis- 
cord with the other forces, or phases of 
mind. (See Table of Symbols, page 4.) 
If Sun was in Cancer^ and Mars in 
Aries, and Jupiter in ' Scorpio, then a 
martial expression of "Independence" 
would create discord in the "Domestic" 
sphere, by square, while Jupiter by 
trine from Scorpio, would palliate by a 
"Magnetic" condition of "pride." Thus 
learn to combine good with evil, and not 
condemn on one testimony. The Basic 
Nature of Sun will always in the long 
run of life assert itself, in spite of its 
apparent lack of manifestation at times. 
The trines and the squares (we call the 
opposite a square) from the Sun point 
of birth, will always prevail in the run 
of life, for when the others are discord- 
ant, they must of necessity be in evil 
places to it. 

The Physical Nature belongs to the 
Hours — the Hour-scope, or Horoscope, — 
of the earth, earthy. 

The Sentient Nature belongs to the 
Moon, or Luna-scope. 

These are our Triune spheres in life, 
disposed, or dispositioned, or tempered, 
by the planets. Our several disposi- 
tions in these spheres are differentiated 
according to the planets which rule the 
Signs that these moderators are in, or 
as they are aspected by other planets. 
The law is simple, but the various com- 
binations which these simple laws 
create, are beyond our power to com- 
pute. Hence all judgments of good and 
evil may be summed up in detail and 
elaborated upon, according to the skill 



of the operator, but he who ignores the 
fatalities of the lower mind (the Moon) 
and adheres closely to the laws of the 
Sun, to which the Moon is but a sec- 
ondary factor, is best able to keep in 
the strait and the narrow path. The 
Solar laws are the foundation of true 
Christianity. The Lunar laws are the 
laws of people who dwell on the heath, 
or lower plane, termed Heathen. Both 
laws are good, when we act in accord- 
ance with the crossing forces between 
them. This crossing is termed Mediator, 
or Medial linCj and is the true Christ 
Principle now dawning upon the world, 
preparatory to the new dispensation 
when Sun, by precission of Equinoxes, 
arrives at Aquarius. 

The character and the life of every 
person, for better or for worse, is as 
the earth and the heavens were at his 
nativity, and as they have progressed in 
altered relationships since that time. 
This wheel, with its lessons, gives each 
person opportunity of proving the mat- 
ter, instead of being obliged, by ig- 
norance of these laws, to depend upon 
the theories of others. "Let every one 
be convinced in his own mind," said 
Paul. 

Nothing in reality is bad, on the 
higher plane of life, but on the Lunar 
plane of life we are .apt to entertain 
most startling delusions of good and 
evil, which have been hypnotically im- 
pressed upon us by ages ♦of custom, and 
the regulations by Civil laws. So long 
as those delusions continue, then good 
and evil will exist, but always on the 
sentient plane of life, the field of ani- 
mal impulses. 

The Square influences in Astrology 
are in reality the Sabbitarian periods of 
life, and governed by the law of 7. For 
instance 4x7 equals 28, which is the period 
in days, that the Moon from birth in- 
variably takes to return to the .place it 
occupied when a human being is bom. 
This Moon motion is an epitome of the 
motion of all the other bodies in the 
heavens, each of which have their sep- 
tinarian period in their own spheres, 
and these periods are the squares. 
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They warn us to rest at such times. 
By resting we may overcome all serious 
effects of the squares. "Remember the 
seventh day (or period) and keep it 
holy." The system needs rest, not all 
of the system at the same time, but 
that sphere which the square affects, 
and not all of that sphere, but only 
such parts or matters as are governed 
by the planet that afflicts.. Herein is 
Astrologic Wisdom, and herein is Re- 
ligion. He that hath a mind, let him 
consider. 

As mortals we are uneasy to get out 
of our orbits. The trine influences open 
paths to us of least resistance, and per- 
mit us to go therein, to the extent of 
our rope; at such times our will is free. 
They are immediately followed by the 
squares, which cry us "Halt!" As wil- 
ful and rebellious mortals we persist in 
pursuing our will-o'-the-wisp, and sick- 
ness or trouble surely follows. There is 
no exception to this law, but by 
peculiar placement of planets in the 
lives of some, there are planets in trine 
when others are in square, and these 
permit some people (deemed fortunate) 
to pass through planetary- conditions 
which others are nOt permitted to do. 

One may get a slight understanding of 
how mortals are governed in life by un- 
seen powers, by studying the Centripital 
and the Centrifugal forces of gravita- 
tion which keep the earth continually in 
motion, never varying one iota from its 
accustomed course. And yet, there are 
no visible bodies nearer to it than the 
planets, Mars and Venus, excepting the 
Moon. As the aspects and the planets 
are to our Point of Birth, so too, are 
our relatives, neighbors, friends and 
enemies. They are to us but visible 
representatives in the flesh of the ex- 
pressions of the planets in the heavens 
upon our lives. As we read from the 
planets — according to their configura- 
tions — of the past or the future, so by 
our conditions from day to day we may 
conversely judge how our planets are. 
Hence, note the Lord's Prayer: "Thy 
kingdom come, thy will be done, in 
earth as it is done in heaven." We, in- 



dividually, are but units of the great 
circle of humanity. We may find the 
places of our units in the circle, by the 
lessons of the Wonder Wheel. 

15. — ^A Horoscope, or Physical Fea- 
tures, blended with the Lunar or Sentient 
matters of Life, are most interesting to 
minds that have not awakened to the 
SUn-ship sphere, just as delusive toys 
are most interesting to children. In 
both cases, however, the sentient forces 
in time progress to the Sunship Ma- 
turity. As a toy is created of minute 
particles, so the Horoscope is devoted to 
ephemerial detail, yet there are other 
ways of arriving at these details more 
satisfactory than by the Horoscope. 
Such matters require a different course 
of study, after these fundamental laws 
are learned. The whole Wheel, under 
Horoscopal laws, would be the Horo- 
scope, for all circles large or small are 
governed by same law of aspects, 12 
principal divisions, and the four cardinal 
points: 1, East; 4, North; 7, West; 10, 
South. (See Horoscope in Lessons.) The 
same features in a Horoscope are called 
by different names, so as to distinguish 
the sphere to which the matter belongs. 
By not considering this fact, the facts 
of Astrology have been badly mixed in 
the minds of the people, and thereby 
misunderstandings have been created. 

The 12 Divisions of the Wheel run 
like a V or A way in to the centre, but 
the Cusp lines are not drawn to the 
centre, on account of the other features 
therein presented. 

The Months generally begin at about 
the 10th of a Sign, so, if a person is 
bom about the 12th of a. month, add 10 
days, and that gives us the approxi- 
mated degree. If bom after the 20th, 
subtract 10 and it will do likewise. 

It will be noticed that there are two 
Clock Hours in the space of a Sign, so 
a Sign, or 30 degrees, is often called the 
Double Horary Time, A Horoscope in 
reality embodies but 12 Hours, the spaces 
being but l-12th of the Diurnal or 
Nocturnal Hours, as the case may be. 
The Houses are. the divisions of the 
Horizon about the birthplace, and not 
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divisions of the Zodiac nor Ediptic 

The meridian of birth descends to the 

West, while the Horizon Circle rises to 
the Zmith, in 6 hours after birth, and 

this moyement, with its aspects, etc., Is' 
all there is to the Horoscope, yet in 
nearly every particular it corresponds 
with the Zodiacal Circle, or path of the 
Sun above and below the earth. (See 
plate illustrating "Law of Hours.") It 
is the exact Planetary Hour time in 
which the midheaven moves to the West, 
or the Ascendant to the midheaven, or 
the Nadir to the Horizon, or the West- 
em Horizon to the Nadir, that makes the 
Horoscope of a life, or in other words, 
the Hour of the birth forming in the 
Circle a square to itself. This idea of a 
Horoscope has never been properly ex- 
plained in any work that has come to the 
notice of the Author. Horoscopal even- 
tualities are worked out mathematically 
by a method known as Directions. Pro- 
greFsional methods have little to do with 
the Horoscope except by a law of corre- 
spondence, or similarity. 

Four minutes of clock time corresponds 
with a day or a year in the progressional 
movement of planets; 20 minutes corre- 
sponds with 6 days, 6 years, or one ring 
in Circle of Days on Wheel, but, these 
correspondences are not as correct when 
used in law of Directions. They are then 
useful only to adept mathematicians. 

People bom from the Ist to 10th of a 
month are stronger in the quality of a 
sign because in the centre of the sign 
farther from the influences of the signs 
either side of it. People bom on the di- 
viding line of a sign are hard to read, be- 
cause they partake a little of the two 
signs, neither of which are predominant, 
unless so made by other planets of a like 
nature. 

A person is best fitted for walk of life 
or business according to the character or 
nature of the sign bom in, and in special 
sub-departments of that walk according 
to the testimonies of the other bodies. 

The Birth Point is called the Conjunc- 
tion of our Spirit with matter; the Sun- 
ship inheritance. We inherit earth. 

The next angle to one's own, either 



way, is semi-sextile. The next sextile, 
the next square, the next trine, the next 
inconjunct, the next opposition. 

Semi-sextile, sextile and trine are good. 
Square and opposition bad. The incon- 
junct is the Judas of the 12; he may kiss, 
or betray, or both. Until his injuries 
are noticeable, he feels blameless. 

Plate 2 in this book gives the Signs 

in regular order, with their qualities, 

powers and physical functions. 

THE WONDER WHEEL. It is but a 
symbol of the human body in a circle, 

like a hoop, with feet resting upon top of 
the head, face outward towards the east. 
Run your eye around the wheel where 
parts of the body are marked, and get 
the impression in your mind as illus- 
trated by a hoop contortionist. When 
you learn from Astronomic works the 
path which the Moon makes about this 
circle, you may think of that "old ser- 
pent," who has always more or less dis- 
turbed the mind of man. 

The purpose of the Wheel is to eluci- 
date the wonders of Natal Astrology, 
more than to encourage the Lunar inter- 
ests of Horary Astrology, without depre- 
cating the value of either when right- 
eously used. The plates in our book il- 
lustrating the Horary features are too 
fine for weak eyes. By aid of a magni- 
fying glass they can be distinctly read, 
if it be so desired. We look for encour- 
agement to our book, more from the 
highly intelligent classes, who will learn 
to appreciate this Higher Astrology. We 
leave the Horoscopic features to those 
who prefer brass and tinsel to pure gold.

These are the only matters in the 
book to become thoroughly ftuniliar 
with for practical work, yet the same 
matters are more or less again spoken 
of, because by other methods of allud- 
ing to them may throw more light upon 
points which the popular mind of today 
appears to be very unfamiliar with. 

The Philosophic articles, the iituea- 
tions and Answers, and the Geno^ 
Descriptions of the Wheel, at the end 
of the book, will each contribute to im- 
press the mind, until the Light of Tmth, 
in many unexpected ways will be re- 
vealed. 

One should become familiar with the 
Wheel and the movements of the Plan- 
ets — all of which move in the same order 
from east to west, but in different inte^ 
vals of time — so as to be able to see 
the various features ot the Wheel in 
one's mind's eye, the moment anj hour 
of day, date of month, or even the year, 
may be mentioned. Repeated readings 
of the book, without any special study, 
will soon create this knowledge. 

When such is obtained one will in- 
stinctively be able to harmonise Astaro- 
kigy wiih every phase of reSigion, and all 
mysteries of the- Bible, as well as with 
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every Scientific or Social law known 
to man. 

It will thereby become evident that 
Afltr^ogy is the Key to Christ, Cross 
and True Christianity, and as Jesus de- 
clared, 'The stone rejected by the build- 
ers, and which is to become the head of 
the comer." 

No knowledge of Astrology, as pre- 
sented by the Wonder Wheel, can disturb 
any one's love of God, of Christ, or of 
one's fellowman, but each of these will 
be revealed in a clearer light, in strict 
accordance with the text of the Bible; 
though not always in conformity with 
the views of Biblical Commentators. 

The Director of the Cincinnati Ob- 
servatory, in one of his published lec- 
tures, said: — 

'To those who have given but little 
attention to a study of the heavens, its 
truths, its predictions, its revelations are 
astonishing, and but for their rigorous 
verification, would be absolutely in- 
credible." 

If so acknowledged by such able au- 
thority as he and others, why should 
these truths, predictions and revelations 
be suspected when presented under the 
title "Astrology." The reason is self- 
evident. The people are not properly in- 
formed as to what Astrology is. 

If "the heavens do rule," how unwise 
and even foolish, for mortals to deny 
the fact. If the heavens have no influ- 
ence upon earth and its inhabitants, 
why are they not alike governed by 
night as by day; and why are not our 
necessities, desires and feelings the 
same in winter as in summer? 

Newton declared: — ^**Every particle of 
.matter in the universe attracts every 
other particle of matter with a force or 
power directly proportionate to the 
quantity of matter in each, and decreas- 
ing as the squares of the distances which 
separate the particles increase. This is 
the Astrologic law of Aspects known in. 
Astrology long before Newton impressed 
the fact upon the world. 

The earth has several motions and like 
its inhabitants, is swayed by several 



forces. Man's particular ' spheres of ex- 
pression are through Will, Sense and 
Form. In no case do we find these free 
from superior power or guidance. The 
Will comes nearest to a state of freedom, 
yet it is proven by a study of Astrology, 
to be consciously or unconsciously sub- 
ject to a superior power in Nature. In 
its freest form of expression it. is found 
to invariably manifest in strict conform- 
ity with the Zodiacal relationship of the 
Sun and the Earth at the time of the 
individual's birth. Each other expres- 
sion of that individual will, is in addi- 
tion found to be in accord with the 
changing operations of Moon and plan- 
ets, on the more material planes of life, 
known as Sense and the Voluntary ac- 
tion of Form. 

These latter planes, or factors in life, 
occupy those conspicuous departments of 
power which regulate our standing or 
operation in the daily affairs among our 
fellow mortals, regardless of one's real 
estate or his personal property. 

No denial of these facts can be main- 
tained when the heavenly witnesses are 
brought into the case. 

The Will, the Senses and the Form 
each have their own periods of strength 
and weakness, rising and falling like the 
waves of the sea in the pathw.ay of life, 
and these waves are marked by the as- 
pects of the planets to one's Point of 
Birth. 

It is difficult to explain Astrologic 
laws to minds that have no clear con- 
ception of what Astrologic laws are 
founded on. We claim that the mo- 
tion or movement of everything in na- 
ture effects in some way every other 
thing in nature, perceptibly or imper- 
ceptibly. 

Aa human beings we live in ether, 
aa fishes live in water. Any disturb- 
ance of that ether produces a corre- 
sponding disturbance in the human 
siind, but, not the same disturbance to 
all, for we are not all attuned alike 
to nature. 

In the water the whale is not alike 
attuned to the vibrations which affect 
the porpoise, nor is the cod attuned to 
the vibrations which affect the perch. 
So on through all the differentlons 
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among residents of the watery element 

Pisces, Cancer and Scorpio are the 
fiensitory triplicity of the Zodiac. 

On the earth there are moving creat- 
ures as varied as the fishes. There 
are disturbances of earth, such as 
tcemblings, jarrings or earthquakes, 
and most of all the coldness that comes 
from the native earth when north of 
the Torrid Zone. These vibrations are 
in the nature of waves and affect ev- 
ery creature according to each create 
ure's attunment, or sensitiveness to the 
particular disturbance. 

In fire, or its expression * in heat, 
there are declared to be living creat- 
ures which mortal eyes are not per- 
mitted to see. Disturbances in tlie 
Fiery Triplicity of Nature — the Zodiac 
— no doubt affects the creatures bom 
to fire accordfhg to their particular at- 
tunement to the vibratory waves. 

Then there is the A^ry Triplicity in 
which birds are the visible representa- 
tives, and these winged creatures are 
according to their particular attune- 
ment affected by every disturbance in 
the atmosphere, and geese fly south 
long before the moving creatures on 
earth are made conscious that earth 
is growing cold. 

Being attuned to warm zephyrs and 
more active than creatures of the other 
triplicitles birds possess a very sensi- 
tive order of intelligence, neverthe- 
less are graded from eagle to hum- 
ming bird in attunement in like man- 
ner as the creatures of all the triplici- 
tles are graded. 

Each triplicity is especially attuned 
to the vibrations, or disturbances in 
nature, not only as tribes, sub-tribes, 
genera and species, but by an individ- 
ual attunement as well. 

Thought is "action of the mind." 
To mind a thing produces the action 
(thought) or creates some special form 
or image. 

The lowest order of form is doubt- 
less dots, germs or points, and extend- 
ed into waves. These no doubt are 
disturbed in the atmosphere or Airy 
TriFlicity. 

Bther is the finest conception of the 
Airy Triplicity. In this triplicity of 
the Zodiac (Gemini, Libra and Aqua- 
rius) are the most sensitive points, or 
waves of thought 



Imagination, or Ideals, are but 
wave products of mind. 
On the Wonder Whesel^ Oemini^ Libra 
and Aquarius are presented as ''Ac- 
tivity, Intuition and Usefulness. These 
qualities are the garden of delight in 
the cultivation of thought, whether 
the thought growth be as fig trees or 
noxious weeds. 

Back of Thought is Life, or Mind 
Power, without which Thought could 
not be created. 

This Life, or Mind Power is best 
manifested in the Fiery Triplicity, 
Aries, Leo and Sagittary. 

On the Wonder Wheel the Fiery Tri- 
plicity is presented as Independence, 
Lordliness and Pride. These are forces 
which rub, and rub, and rub, one body 
against another body, and by the rub- 
bings, or the friction, produce in Nat- 
ture that live-giving Will Power, mani- 
fested scientifically to us as Electric- 
ity. 

The product is carbonic, or earthy 
and atmospheric or fluidic. Earth is the 
polarity of Fire, Heat, or the Sun. 
Water is the polarity of air. These 
may be blended onp with another, but 
their elemental natures cannot be 
changed. 

Thought is mo«t actively, iHtuitlYe- 
ly and usefully expressed in airy 
manifestation. In its ethereal expres- 
sion it interpenetrates all Hubstances 
and fills all space so far as science 
knows. 

The finer or ethereal thought — ^not 
humanely expressed — is transmitted, 
received and felt, in every department 
of nature, animate on inanimate, ac- 
cording to the attunement of the de- 
partment to the particular waves of 
disturbance. 

Every particle of nature responds to 
Energy when it is great enough. 

Mountains are removed by our pres- 
ent knowledge of dynamic energy. 

The Morse ticker in telegraphic work 
is systematically moved by graded 
waves of energy. 

The human brain is an instrument 
as sensitive to energetic waves of 
thought in the atmosphere aa any in- 
strument made by physical man. 

Our nerves- are the transmitters of 
thought, through physical expressions 

The brain and nerves of all othei 
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creatures are likewise attuned to the 
etbereal lavs and each moveB alter 
Its kind, In perfect accord witb tbe 
will of tlie great "I Am." 

As children we all learned that a 
ttone or pebble dropped Into water cre- 
ated a circular wave whlcb ceased not 
In eiteujion until th« trictlonal ener- 
gy produced by the pebble striking the 
water was exhauateil. The greater the 
elone, the greater the wave and the 
farther Its extension. A post or a 
rock standing in Its path would be un- 
affected by such waves unless the en- 
ergy was escesalve, but a chip would 
b'' minutely aRected by tbe undulation. 
Feathers are affected in the atmos- 
phere as is a weather vane on a stee- 
ple, by waves. 

It one man is speaking and another 
Is listening, then nervous energy of 
the one, propels the symbolic language 
of an Idea, which the brain energy of 
the other, receives and Interprets ac- 
cording to attunment. 

Attention Is a heated copdltion 
which Is easily acted upon by earnest- 
ness which transmits a thought wave. 

These brain and nerve InstrumentB 
must be attuned to each other, else 
attention and earnestness are of little 

The vibrations of French words will 
DOt be interpreted by purely English 
ears; neither will the lore of adepts 
In Mysticism be intelligible to those 
of a purely worldly mind. 

No man can catch or steal the ideas 
of another, unless his brain Is properly 
attuned as a receiver of those ideas- 
Even if properly attuned, attention 
must be g^en to the Ideas as they are 
expressed, else the ideas would be like 
angels' visits to a man'^ home when 
the man Is absent and the house closed. 
What we are writing will reach only 
the minds of the few. To some. Ideas 
far beyond our eipreaston will be 
ovulved, while to others this writing 
will be but a combination of words. 
All writings are the same. 

Ideas contained in writings, whether 
Scriptural. Shakespearian or puerile 
billingsgate readi only those minds 
that are attuned to receive them. Oth- 
er minds are as unconscious of the 
existence of such ideas as the rock- 
bound coast la unconscious of the 
mma that Uek It 



Astrology Is founded like wireless 
telegraphy iipon the laws ot vlbratlmi, 
and these vibrations are graded from 
the finest order of undulations under 
MOTcury to the longest order of swells 
under Neptune. 

The growth of the mind In bumau 
form is from the keenly sensitive Mer. 
curlal waves to the long and calloused 
swells of Neptune waves. 

The Kingdom of Heaven, or keenest 
sense of delight, was likened by Jesus 
to the child mind. 

Child minds do not alone exist In 
bodies of tender years. When a p^r- 
son — no matter how old — becomes first 




interested in a new subject or thing, 
he then Is in the enjoyment of a child 
ish mind, and he la ready to receive 
any ideas on his new theme, whether 
transmitted through the atmosphere 
from an unseen source, or delivered 
by word of mouth in hla presence. 

Transmission of Ideas can only be 
made to a rightly attuned mind or in- 
strument, properly attentive or opened 
to receive. 

This same law applies to every or- 
der of telegraphy whether physical, 
mental or wireless. 

Wisdom cannot be taught to a fool, 
neither will a wise man be the recipi- 
ent of foolishness. 

These two extremes are cold resist- 
ances to each other. 
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Two fools may a^ee or two wise 
men ma/ act in harmony, but fool and 
Wise man are on different planes of 
life, and tlieir attention or attune- 
ment is in different keys or octaves. 

We ar^ divided into tribes Zodiacal- 
ly spoken of as 12— Aries, Taurus, 
Gemini, etc. 

Bach of the tribes by lunar differen- 
tiations are biblically alluded to as 144, 
while still further differentiated l>y the 
resistance of planetary vibrations, 
crossing and criss-crossing the solar 
and lunar rays, would carry the range 
of differences in each of the different 
tribes, into the millions. 

The Astrologer's work of Judgment 
is based on the simple, fundamental 
laws of what are known as the "wave 
theory," which Marconi, in wireless 
telegraphy is practically demonstrat- 
ing to be a law in the ether of the 
heavens, and in the waters of the 
earth. 

In other schools of thought this is 
known by the name "vibration," 
through which in the disturbance of 
the ether, by the movements of one 
thing, other things sensitively attuned 
to the undulation, are affected for good 
or for ill 

In ancient times the same law was 
known under the term "rays of light" 
or of color, or, as in the bible, "lines 
of motion." "Their lines have gone 
out unto all the nations." 

"Hypnotic influence," so-called, is 



nothing but the lines of influence going 
out into the ether and affecting some 
person, sensitive or attuned to the par- 
ticular influence or etheriai sugges- 
tion, by planetary law. 

The same cause produces the same 
effect, invariably. Both the cause and 
thie effect depend upon the harmony 
or the discord existing between the in- 
strument of the cause and the instru- 
ment of the effect. 

The cause and the effect in Nature, 
are governed by the planetaiy move- 
ments upon the zodiacal ether, and 
this is fate, but there is a law of Des- 
tiny, which is above Nature, and be- 
longs to the supernatural realm — ^the 
realm outside the Zodiac. 

The supernatural is that spark with- 
in us which connects us with the pow- 
ers b'eyond tftie Zodiac and comes to 
us through the life saving powers of 
the Sun« and this spark of Destiny 
shapea our end to a higher etheriai 
law, unless by deep immersion into 
matter, we lose it and follow the down- 
ward pathway of fate. 

Causes and effects may be called by 
any name, or by a variety of names, 
as at th^ Tower of Babel, but we "can- 
not rail the seal from off the bond" of 
Divine operations in Nature. "The 
rose will smell as sweet by any other 
name." New names are merely evi- 
dences of the knowledge or the ignor- 
ance of the one who uses them.

A sign starts at the centra of 
tbe wheel and extends outwards In a 
V shape to eternity. The heavy black 
lines are called "cnsps." Carry a 
straight edge on these cusps from, tbe 
outer edge of the wheel to the nostrils 
of tbe photo In tbe centre, andyonwill 
notice that tbe cusp Is In line wlUi the 
ZOtb day of tbe month. In a general 
way we call the 20th of each 
month tbe beginning of a sign, but 
tbe exact date for the bei^nlng la 
marked under the picture of tbe sign. 
For Instance, tbe picture of the sign 
Aries Is a lamb; of Taurus, a ball, etc. 
Look uadOT the lamh and note "21 
Harcb," and under the bull, "19 April." 
Tbe Sun then enters Arlea, March SI; 
the beginning of tbe algn and entera 
Taurus April 19. Now see what sign 
your birth point Is In and mark It on 
yonr paper. That gives yon the sign 
ttLat yon were bwn nndar. 
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BIRTH NUMBER. 

Each sign has a number. Not nec- 
essarily, but merely to denote the 
correspondence between the signs of 
the zodiac and the horoscopal houses, 
whi<;h acre numbered from on*e to' 
twelve. The number of each sign will 
be found under the 15th degree of the 
degree line like, this: (See Taurus, 
on wheel). 




Note on the wheel what your birth 
number is. Birth number is the num- 
ber of the sign that the date of your 
birth is in. 

If your birth number is 1, then 
the signs, numbered 3, 5, 9, and 11 are 
good for you, and within ten days of 
the date in those signs corresponding 
with your own date are good times for 
you to be more or less favored, and 
people born at those times are more 
or less favorable to you, and all 
things relating to' those signs are 
more or less favorable to your birth, 
and are more or less attracted to you, 
or you to them. People and things 
and the times of the year relating to 
signs numbered 4, 7. and 10, are more 
or less unfavorable to you. They are 
your natural enemies, or adversaries, 
but, enemies may be made good by 
agreeing with them, hence the bible 
says, "Love thine eriemies," and 
agree with thine adversary quickly." 
j|@^ The same remarks apply to all 
the other birth numbers, only the 
numbers are different as follows : : 

For birth number 2, all that relates 
to signs numbered 4, 6, 10 and 12 are 
good and signs numbered 5, 8, and 11 
are bad. 

For birth number 3. signs numbered 

5, 7, 11 and 1 are good, and signs 
numbered 6, 9, and 12 are bad. 

For birth number 4, signs numbered 

6, 8, 12, 2 are good and 7, 10, 1, bad. 
For 5, the numbers 7, 9, 1, 3 are 

good, 8, 11, 2, bad. 

For 6, the numbers 8, ^0, 2, 4 are 
good, 9, 12, 3 bad. 

For 7, the numbers 9, 11, 3, 5 are 
good, 10, 1, 4 bad. 



For 8, the numbers 10, 12, 4, 6 are 
good, 11, 2, 5 bad. 

For 9, the numbers 11, 1, 5, 7 are 
good, 12 3, 6 Dad. 

For 10, the numbers 12, 2, 6, 8 are 
good, 1. 4, 7 bad. 

For 11, the numbers 1, 3, 7, 9 are 
good, 2s 5, 8 bad. 

For 12, the numbers 2, 4, 8, 10 are 
good, 3, 6, 9 bad. 

This is the Geocentric System of cal- 
culation, regulated, by the ancients, to 
fit the Geocentric angles of the Earth 
to the Heliocentric angles of the Hun, 
in the Ecliptic, regardless of the earth's 
equator 

They are not Horoscope, but are the 
Higher Basic Corresponding Laws on 
which Horoscopal laws are founded. 



GENERAL NOTES. 

Geocentrically we use sun as the 
birth point, and omit earth. Heliocen- 
trically we omit sun and use earth, as 
opposite to birth point. From either of 
these positions, the effects of the 
angles would not be different, al- 
though the angles might be called by 
different names. Call them what you 
will, and it would not alter (JEIelio or 
Geo.) the good and bad influences of 
the signs from the birth date as we 
have given them. 

Every circle is composed of 360 
degrees. A cycle of a year has 365 
days, and is a little larger than the 
circle of the Zodiac, and yet, each of 
them have but 360 degrees, because 
a degree is but a point, or a comer ol 
a circle, no matter whether the cir- 
cle be large or small. 

One-twelfth of a circle is an Angle, 
an Angel, a Sine, termed in Astron- 
omy and Astrology "a Zodiacal Sign," 
and never changing. A Sign measures 
exactly 30 degrees, never any more 
nor less. The constellations, or the 
equinoxes of the heavens, or the plan- 
ets, the moon, the earth, of the Sun, 
change more or less from time to 
time, but the Signs never change. To 
understand the laws of movements it 
is better to carry these other factors 
around the Signs, than to carry the 
Signs around the heavenly bodies. 
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Hience the Wonder mbeel preaents th« 
SfgDB aa ttiey are arrangeid for tae 
Compass points. Aries, east, Cancer, 
North, Libra, 'Wsat, Capricorn. South 
always. Variations from these points 
are Mundane and not Zodiacal mat- 
ters. 

The Wonder Wheel contains all the 
signs ot the lodlac, arranged In a cir- 
cle, and each sign corresponds to num- 
bers In relative order Trom 1 to 11 

The earth is e. pircic and also has 
360 degrees. Onehtwelfth ot the Earth 
circle Is called a "House," to distln- 
gulaii the quality of things whethei 
Mundane or Zodiacal. The Houses are 
constantly changing, sometimes even 
and sometimes uneven. In their rela- 
tive poBltlon with the Zodiacal Signs, 
so that a House may sometimes contain 
two or three Signs, yet in Nature, no 
bouse has mQre tban 30 mundane de- 
grees, measured on the earth circle. 
Even Houses, as the Earth is 
about the 21st or March and September 
every year, are called Natural Houase, 
Th» Wheel shows the Natural Houses. 
They are same as the Signs, hence, In 
Nature, the quality of the Signs and 
the Natural Houses are precisely tne 
same, and people bom when the 
Signs and the Houees agree, aro 
called "Cardinal births." Within them 
are contained the qualities upon which 
all lite depends in Nature. Their con- 
ception takes place at the solstices 
and they are bom Into- the world at 
the equlnoctlonals. Uneven Houses 
are at all other times of the year, and 
are called Artlflcial Houses. People 
bom with uneven houses are not natu 
ral births, but. are more or less arti- 
ficial, though perhaps not so much 
sc as It bom In an Incubator. Positive- 
Iv even Houses are not possible only 
at the Equator. The true children ot 
Nature may best be found there. 
North or south of the Equator we are 
more or less artful according to the 
tnharmony existing between the Signs 
and the Houses at our births. 

A figure of a horoscope Is given at 
each corner of the wheel. In the four 
horoscope circles will be found the 
different algnlflcanctes ot each house. 
We make four because the same 
amount of matter In one would make 
the spaces too crowded to present so 
GonveDlently. These horoscope fig- 



ures look like this, which is a reduc- 
tion ot the one in the lower lett band 
comer of the wheel. 




The number of the sign we call 
your "Birth Number." Find your 
birth number and it refers you to the 
house in the horoscope corresponding 
with the sign that your Sun is in at 
birth. The things In that house (In 
the tour circles, like the above) 
spoken of there, are (moat, or all of 
them) associated strongly with your 
life, or are attractions or events ot 
your life In the sun-ship sphere. 

For instance, suppose you were born 
with birth sign "2," then you would 
find in the Nn. 2 departments of the 
four horoBcopical circles the words: 
'.'Riches, enemies of wives, liberty 
and loss or gain." By this you would 
know that yonr leading characteristic, 
which, In the Taurus tablet. Is "De- 
termined," would be largely exercised 
In life over losses or gains, liberty 
of action or conscience, and enmity 
to your wife or to your mutual com- 
panion." 

The sign Aries always corresponds 
with the No. 1. in quality and mat- 
ters of caluculations. All longitudin- 
al calculations are made from Aries, 
in the heavens. 'Aries Is the natural 
starting point for all. In a horo- 
scope all calculations are made from 
the first house, which Is called the 
ascendant 

tlie sign Taurus corresponds with 
the second house, which is the "Suc- 
cedent" of the first, and Oemlnl 
corresponds with the third bouse 
which Is called a "cadent" sign or 
house because It Is the farthest from 
the first house, which is the head ot 
the trinity of angles In tfie quarter 
ot the heavens to which it tMlongB, 

To arrive at the exact variation be- 
tween tbe Signs and the Houses, Horo- 
BGOpes ftT6 calciilated, out, nauaUr 
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with erroneous conclusions because of 
insufficient data. The Wheel is a Na- 
tural Horoscope of eveti Houses, each 
year, and, without deluding yourself 
with erroneous figures, you have in 
the wheel the Basic law, which is to 
first learn how far you are horn from 
the true law of Nature. This we learn 
by our Birth point in the circle, and 
by its aspects to the Cardinal points, 
Aries, Libra, Cancer and Capricorn. 
These are the hinges of all natural 
life, and as you .are in touch (or as- 
pect) with them, so will your life in 
geneiral be, regardless of whether you 
are otherwise possessed of Fortune, 
Friends, or the opposite. 



LESSON NO. 2. 



Now find what degree of the sign 
you were bom under, for all people 
born in same sign are not exactly 
alike. In a general way they are, but 
there are slight modifications accord- 
ing to the degree of the sign the Sun 
is in. The heavy black border near 
the outer edge of the wheel is called 
the "degree line," as follows: 




It corresponds with the circle of 
days, five degrees equals five days. 
So see how many days your birth 
point is from the beginning of your 
sign, and count oft as many degrees 
on the degree line, and then you will 
have your Sun point or degree of 
sign. Put it down on your paper. 

Each sign is divided into three Dec- 
anates or faces as per the scalloped 
white spaces on outer edge of wheel, 
as follows: 




Each decanate is one-third part of 
each sign. They are called the first, 
second and third face or decanate of 
the sign. Each decanate is ruled by 
some special planet, and the planet 
that rules the decanate in which your 
Sun point is. has a modifying in- 



fluence oyer the sign nature in yoll^ 
self. Put down your decanate on 
your paper as first, second or third, 
and then put down the planet that 
rules it as marked in it on the wheel. 
To those who do not understand the 
marking in the decanate. we will say: 
Planets may be represented by 
name, number or symbol. On the 
wheel they are represented by 
symbols for economy of space. 
The symbols of the planets and 
the signs are in most adl alman^ 
acs, dictionaries, books of astronomy, 
encyclopaedias, etc., and yet it is sur- 
prising how few people can tell one of 
these symbols from another. 

Look in the dec- 
anate of your Sun point and see by 
the symbol therein what planet rules 
the decanate, and put that down on 
your paper. 

For those who 
do not know the symbols of the 
planets, we present them as follows:

Every sign is again sub-divided into 
what are called "terms." This sub- 
division is given in the Scalloped 
White Ribbon Border, just Inside the 
circle of days. This division by terms 
is uneven. The figures after the sym- 
bol of the planet, denotes the degree 
in which the planet ends his role and 
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A Reduced Cut of Wheel. 

The vheel is published on card or tough Chinese paper, 7x7 ; also, for Teachers 

and Lecturers, 18x18 inches. Handy for waU or before one's desk. 
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tbe rule of tbe nort pl&net begins. 
Look to the terms and see what 
planet's term correepondB with your 
blrtb point, and put that down on 
your paper. (Use the Btraiebt edge 
(or this from birth point to photo). 
Now oTer the whole elgn there is a 
planetary ruler and this planet 1b 
called the "Lord of the Slsa." Find 
what lord rules your birth slsn. and 
put that down on your paper. The 
lord of the sign la ^ven in the white 
triangular space formed between the 
cusp of the sign and the word "Sun- 
rise." or between the name cd the 
sign and the picture of the siKn. For 
Instance, for Capricorn the lord of the 
sign is Saturn and will be found on 
the wheel at the cuap of Capricorn, 
as follows: 




Mars — ^Energetic, or forctfnl ten- 
dency. 

Venue— Quiet, soothing or fastidi- 
ous tendency. 

Mercury — Actlre, uneasy or stu- 
dious tendency. 

Now these qualities may be easily 
mised according to the Decanate. 
Term and Sign In which your birth 
point 1b, giving tbe QrBt and greatest 
power to the lord of the sign, the 
next to the ruler of the decanate and 
tbe next to the ruler of the term. 
Th^i over all give the over-ruling In- 
fluence of tbe sign Itself, which will 
be found In the word In the tablet 
over which a atraJgbt edge will run, 
by placing it from your birth point to 
the nostrils of tbe photo In centre of 
the wheel. For instance, for Aries, 
"Independeot;" for Taurus, "deter- 
mined;" and so on for such one of 
the signs that you are reading. 



Now the nature of the lord is of the 
nature of the elemental quality of the 
Blgn. That will be found directly 
over the picture of the sign as over 
the lamb "FIRE;" over the bull. 
"EARTH;" over the twins "AIR;" 
over the urab "WATER." The plane- 
tary temperaments, we ludge by these 
el e mentals. Pire Buggesta to our 
mind heat. Earth suggests cold. Air 
suggests dryness and water suggestB 
dampness. By these suggestions mix 
the qualities of these rulers and get 
your own coifibinatlonal result, ac- 
cording to your own skill. For deep 
readings It would be well to judge 
from the condition of these rulers, as 
they are situated in the heavens them- 
aalves at the time of birth, hut begin- 
ners at readings had better not ven- 
ture beyond their depth of mind, so 
for beginners we will give the follow- 
ing simple form for judging what the 
planetB denote: 

Sun — Dignity or commanding ten- 
dency. 

Moon— Common, indifferent or 
wandering tendency. 

Saturn — Steady, thoughtful and re- 
served tendency. 

Jupiter — Proud, self glorious ten- 
4«nOT. 




This cut shows you the tablets be- 
tween the photo and circle of dlshB 
showing the position of the earth each 
month. These disks are not used In 
reading. They are only inserted in 
tbe wheel to give a slight idea ol 
what is called the obliquity of the 
ecliptic. Whenever we Bpeak of these 
on the wheel we call them the 
"obliquity circle." 

If you have now all that wo have 
spoken of on your paper or In your 
radod, then lyou Ihave 'thready the 
foundation for a good story relative 
to yourself. 

For instance, suppose you were 
bora March 30, then you were born 
In the sign Aries, between the let and 
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2nd decanate and in the 2nd term of 
that sign. The term is ruled by 
Venus; a soothing influence. The dec- 
anate is ruled by a mixture of Mars 
and Sun« (see wheel) giving a mix- 
ture of energy and dignity. The sign 
is ruled by Mars, which is Fiery. The 
sign itself Is "independent" Hence, 
your character would be as follows: 
Intensely independent, with digni- 
fied energy; disposed to soothe 
rather than to exasperate; somewhat 
fastidious or tasty; with a tinge of 
self-glorification, yet decidedly force- 
ful. Not an easy person to butt 
against, for, like a ram, you would 
surely butt back again. You could not 
help it for it would be your nature 
in your positive expression; yet in 
your negative expression you might 
easily be led like a lamb to the 
slaughter. All planetary forces are 
apt to express under proper occa- 
sions the attributes of the other sign 
ruled by the planet. All the planets 
(not Sun and Moon) have two signs. 
so Mars is also the ruler of Scorpio, 
and therefore, Aries people are gifted, 
more or less with "magnetic" powers. 
All of these characteristics, as in 
this way found, express themselves 
most strongly in the parts of the body, 
ruled over by the sign. Each sign 
rules some one-twelfth part of the 
body. The part ruled by the sign will 
be found on the wheel between the 
disks of the obliquity circle. Aries 
rules, the head and when the Aries 
characteristics are free to act or un- 
disturbed, then there is joy in the 
head, as that is where the heart im- 
pulses of the Sun express themselves, 
but when these characteristics are 
annoyed or restrained, then there is 

misery in the head. 

Ariee, possesses the nature of an 
unafflicted Mars, i. e., bold, inta^e- 
pid, warlike, headstrong, impetuous. 
Independent. It contributes these 
qualities to every life when no planet 
is In it, or aspecting it, hence is said 
to be ruled, or "lorded by Mars." Thla 
term "lordship," is only for a hint, or 
a reminder of what the nature of the 
sign is; just as the term "Fire" gives 
the hint to its elemental quality. 

We are Aot bothering with planets 
yet. We want to get the lay out of 
the heavens first, before we bother 



with planets. They are oniy modifiers 
of these basic matters. Students of 
Astrology are always anxious to get 
at the love matching or the money- 
making points in Astrology before 
tbey are acquainted with the Basic 
laws. Like childnen at the table, 
they want the pie first, and, as with 
children, if they get it first, it sooner 
or later makes them sick, because 
their stomachs are not prepared to 
receive it. What I have already giv- 
en as a law and method of judging 
combinations, is the key note for all 
kinds of judgments, and if these Basic 
laws are thoroughly learned and di- 
gested before other matters are un- 
dertaken, then the rest of Astrology 
is as easy as mixing dough. 

Remember that the basic matters 
of life are of the greatest importance. 

Now, before going any further, just 
take any other date, in any other part 
of the wheel, and see the Basic char- 
acter of the person bom at such 
date, by mixing the Sign, Tablet, Lord 
of Sign, Ruler of Decanate and Ruler 
of the Term, and see what sort of a 
combination of forces you can make, 
but don*t say it does not fit the per- 
son, because you do not happen to 
recognize it all, because it will be 
correct as the foundation matters of 
the life. Wait until you later learn 
how to get all of the various modifica- 
tions. 



The Sign the party is born in is where 
the date is. The Birth Number is in the 
shaded Cone in center of that Sign. The 
Planet ruling the Individual is the Lord 
of that Sign. The Character of the person 
is of the character of the Planet and Sign. 

The character of the Sign and Planet is 
given in the Tablet above the Sign, 

The. Elemental quality of the Sign 
is given above the Pictorial Sign. 

As these are, so is the Individual born 
on that date, and the life Is attracted 
towards worldly things such as are given 
in the corresponding House in Horo- 
scope Circles. These features give 
the overruling conditions of a life. 



In like manner as we have judged 
and read the sign Aries, so read every 
other sign as desired, and you have 
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the *tnie Inwardnees" of tlie person 
that you are reading for. and tills is 
tlie very simplest method ever given 
for a true reading of one's basic na- 
tures—the foundation upon which the 
whole structure depends* and remem* 
ber this in connection with all and 
every other finding ma^e by any other 
law. "A fountain cannot rise above 
Its head." The head of the fountain 
of each human being is at the Sun 
point of one's birth, and In a full life 
of 90 years, this Sun power can never 
express more than 00 degrees from 

that Sun point 

The law of the signs themselves 
should first be known, before in any 
way bothering with the planets, and 
learn the affinities between the signs 
and the planets. There is a reason 
for this affinity, which is called "Lord- 
ship." The reason is not generally un- 
derstood. To explain it would lead the 
thought into Geometry more than to 
Astrology. 



BUSINESS QUALIFICATIONS. 

To tell the sphere of greatest useful- 
ness in the long run of your life, look 
down these following numbers and 
find your own birth number and read: 



1. — ^Tou are best qualified for head 
work in which your native qualities 
for ingenuity or mathematical skill 
may be brought into play more espec- 
ially in Some manner of leadership or 
reform. Tou are a thinker and a 
brain worker. You love to excel; you 
live because you think It good to live, 
and while you live you are pleased to 
manifest in all operations the fact 
that you are alive, and that you are 
by no means unconscious of the fact. 
Should anyone attempt to show that 
yoii are not on earth, you would as- 
suredly prove to them that you are a 
very lively corpse. Otherwise you 
will move along with the current of 
afPalrs and seldom occupy position 
with the laggarts unless some purpose 
Is in your mind for being there. 

AJtIES possesses the nature of an 
mafflicted Mars: 1. e., bold, intrepid, 
wsrUke, headstrong. Impetuous, In- 
depend^^nt 



t — ^Tou are best qnalifled for soiiie 
business sphere or worldly enterprise 
In which your natural business intui- 
tions or ways and means to ends may 
have full play. In all business ten- 
dencies, you possess a strongly con- 
quering turn of mind, and will, in gen- 
eral, be disposed to "fight it out on 
that line if it takes all summer.** 
Yott are strongest under your own in- 
tuitional guidance, and ordinarily yon 
will have your own way. when super- 
ior Infiuences are not overpowering 
Tou live to save, and you save in or- 
der to be able to carry out your own 
will whenever the opportunity is of- 
fered. 

TAURUS is, in nature, similar to 
that of an afflicted Venus: Loving 
worldly possessions beyond the natur- 
al supply. Determination is engen- 
dered to overcome the deficiency.. 



8. — ^Art, science or educational af- 
fairs, in which your nervous, restless^ 
unfettered tendencies may not be an- 
noyed, are your best lines for pur- 
suit. Teaching and reporting are 
good. Being strongly Intellectual with 
great activity, you should guard 
against excitements or extreme ideas, 
for activity in acquiring knowledge is 
granted, you are not so very set about 
just what you succeed in knowing, so 
long as you are not restricted in your 
own pursuit for knowledge. 

GEMINI, like the planet Mercury, 
is nervous and unstable, manifesting 
either on the physical, sentient or 
Boul planes of life; unsatisfied like an 
afilicted Mercury. 



4. — You should never be far re- 
moved from home or the Infiuences of 
domestic environments, unless en* 
gaged in matters beneficial to home or 
domestic interests. Reform work on 
an intellectual plane, you might easily 
perform or domestic manufacturies, 
or even be a good worker in local poli- 
tics.

SCORPIO is the nature of an afflictp 
ed Mars, his negative side not being 
fice, yet, naturally bold, it expresses 
a magnetic infiuence in a subtle, crafty 
manner, generally looking for world- 
ly or spiritual gratifications, accord- 
ing to the plane of operation. 



9. — ^Tou are a little too impulsive 
and wavering for conservative lines, 
yet where finance Is the conservative 
question you might not object, so long 
as there was a surplus for dally de- 
mands. Financering is no doubt 
your better business qualification. 
Stock boards, banks, or some form of 
speculation would easily attract your 
earnest attention, and in connection 
with these affairs, church bodies or 
horse fiesh, and such worldly glorifi- 
cations would find a ready advocate 
in you, and in some cases, a broken 
down victim in the decline of life. 
Tou live to worship. 

SAGITARIUS, Is the nature of an 
unafflicted Jupiter; proud, vain-glori- 
ous, self -gratifying, and generous in 
matters that may redound to Its 
honor. It is by the Osntaur, repr^ 
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Bcnted as the most satistying condi- 
tion of maji and animal blended. 



10. — If you could be given the re- 
sponsibility of bearing the entire 
world upon your shoulders you might 
not hesitate in accepting the mission, 
although you (pighit oCberwards be 
sorry when you found your labor for 
your pains, with others ready and 
willing to accept the glory after your 
efforts had ceased. Large undertak- 
ings are the trend of your business 
qualifications, and your pleasures in 
life are in the great expectations 
from your herculean task. To organ- 
ize and bring latent powers into com- 
bined action is your principal forte, 
and with means you would surely be 
a success to the extent of the means. 
No menial position will eyer be grati- 
fying to you. Were you a street 
sweeper you would soon want a con- 
tract to clean the entire city. You 
liye to glorify. 

CAPRICORN is the nature of an 
afflicted Saturn, ambitious, scientific 
and, like the goat, continually soaring 
in an endeavor to reach some unat- 
tainable height. 



11. — ^Whenever you can be among 
many, dealing with, or benefiting 
many, there is where your greatest 
usefulness is. Your faithfulness for 
all, even when pulling several strings 
at a time is a pleasing power. Most 
anything of a public nature, among, 
for, dealing with, or catering to many, 
is your forte. Your devotion may be 
relied upon. You live because you 
love to please. 

AQUARIUS is the nature of an un- 
afflioted Saturn, who, like his mythi- 
cal father, Uranus, is fond of curiosi- 
ties, science and hidden things, and 
most happy in being useful in the fur- 
therance of humane affairs. 



12. — Your life requires great effort 
to arise above a plodding condition, 
no matter what walk of life you may 
be cast in. You have wonderful abil- 
ity, but there is a pall of melancholy 
always shadowing your efforts, yet in 
no way detrimenting your intellectual 
powers. Obstacles in your path are 
by no means detrimental to you. for 
ihey are to you good inciters to action. 



You would best be suited in some 
comfortable place where you could 
drink in the lore of ages, without ex-' 
cessive excitements or where you 
could deal in variety* and leisurely 
saunter from one thing to another. 
Your faithfulness and dependence 
makes you excellent for positions of 
trust, but if the world had to be 
levered up every morning for your 
own special purposes, you would very 
likely let the earth rest every seventh 
day at least, and also every holiday. 
PISCES is the nature of an afilicted 
Jupiter. Naturally proud and self^ 
glorious, it feels its deficiency in ex- 
pressing itself, and, desirous, of well- 
standing It is apt to be self-deceiv- 
ing, hypocritical or backward about 
coming forward, yet, with the Jupiter 
trend for self-glorification, it absorbs 
whatever comes in its direction, 
whether it be material or mental 
wealth; more apt to be the latter. 



LESSON NO. 3. 



YEARS OF LIFE. 

By the first law of the heavens, 
which is "Order," there are infiuences 
of a general nature for each year of 
life. The year of life is. of course, 
one year greater than the age. For 
instance, if one is 45 years of age at 
the last birthday, then the year of 
life would be the 46th, extending 
from the last birthday to the next 
birthday. On the wonder wheeL be- 
tween each of the pictorial signs, 
you will find numbers iarranged like 
this. 




There are seven numbers in each 
sign. The above set is in the sign 
Aries (see wheel). The particular 
sign that the year of life in in shows 
by its nature, tablet, lordship and 
horoscope correspondences, what the 
infiuences and interests are that may 
be expected in that year of life. 

Now find your own year of life 
and read it Just as you have read from 
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a birth point, and make your own 
story out of the combination. 

To assist you a little, here are a 
few brief ideas concerning the years 
of life, which you may read by noting 
the number of the sign in which you 
find your year of life, and reading 
from the same number in the follow- 
ing. For instance, if your year of life 
was found in Leo, then the sign num- 
ber would be five, and you would read 
from the paragraph following, num- 
bered five: 

1. — ^You are starting upon a new cy- 
cle of horoscopal experiences, and 
your life is mustering its forces: 
hence your energy is on the increase 
and you are liable to force matters, 
brave dangers or court injuries. You 
should guard the health of self and 
those dependent upon you, and avoid 
trouble through friends, relations, or 
in courtship. Not safe to venture 
upon the water nor where there is 
danger of accident, or dislocations. 
Journeys are apt to be of a fretful na- 
ture, short, or on pressing private 
business. You will be restless, in- 
stable, and engaged with associated 
interest, gaining through love or busi- 
ness, triumphant over enemies, and, 
according to sphere of life, be fav- 
ored with gifts or heritage. The year 
is naturally strong for good or for 
evil, because, by a natural law of hu- 
manity, the life force in you is 
strengthening, as It was at birth, more 
independent than ordinarily. 

2. — This is a good year for Pecun- 
iary Benefits. Other infiuences may 
be against you, but this one is for you, 
therefore you should encourage all 
the financial good that you can, — ^not 
by expecting it to come by some luck 
or chance, but by exercising this 
good influence or planetary vibration 
that is operating upon yourself, giv- 
ing you more vim, or courage, in such 
directions. You may more easily win 
in this year the aid of influential pro- 
tectors, or protection, yet, you must 
be on your guard and not offend, be- 
cause there is, in the nature of things, 
danger of sudden reverses and of 
some of your friends turning enemies. 
There is always such danger in every- 
one's life when flnancial influences

are good, and it is largely due to the 
difference in the acts, or speech, of 
those upon whom the influence is 
operating. There are opportunities 
shown for a Journey, but at home or 
abroad, look out for large animals. 

3. — ^Danger in this year of offending 
superiors, or kindred, or loss of 
friends or goods, through a natural 
law of affliction, discord or enmity. 
Many changes and change of circum- 
stances are denoted. Be careful and 
make the changes beneficial rather 
than detrimental by not giving of- 
fence to others. You will be disposed 
to be useful. 

4. — This is a better year for busi- 
ness, through this order of infiuences, 
than for affectional affairs, therefore 
look more for business favors than 
for affectional favors ,yet despise 
neither. Gifts, heritage or good will 
is promised, according to your sphere 
of business life or standing. Your 
family connections are likely to 
travel, and personally you should 
guard against falls, or drowning if 
near to water. Falls may be had in 
the estimation of others, as well as 
bodily falls, and the effects of drown- 
ing may occur in drinking as well as 
by being submerged in water. Good 
attention to business is the best ad- 
vice for this year of your life. Your 
tendency will be ambitious. 

5. — In this year of life there is a 
tendency to travel, moving or roaming 
about, with kindness and benevolence 
denoted, and fortunate opportunities, 
or assistance. If marriageable there- 
will be opportunity to marry. In spite 
of the otherwise good, look out for 
some perfidy or treachery. You will 
be disposed to manifest more pride 
than ordinarily. 

6. — Moderate prosperity is denoted 
in this year of life, yet it would be 
safe to trust no one, and no thing of 
a dangerous or troublesome nature as 
some form of adversity contradicts or 
modifies the good, through struggles, 
accidents or sickness. Your tendency 
this year is to be magnetic. 

7. — This is another year of life in 
which superiors or kindred may be at 
variance with you. Also danger of 
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robbery, fire« or some inflammatory 
trouble, together witli change of cir- 
cumstances. This year, if marriag- 
able, is favorable to marriage. Your 
intuitions will be strong.. 

8. — In this year of life chronic or 
old complaints or troubles are liable 
to return, or sickness or trouble due 
to excesses. E(ad Mends are quite 
liable to manifest. Tou will be dis- 
posed to be more critical and discrim- 
inating in your tastes. 

9. — This is a good year of life for 
business, courtship or travel, with 
danger of reputation through scandal, 
or in lighter veins, some comments 
in disapproval of you or your opera- 
tions. You will be apt to betray some 
form of lordliness or superiority. 

10. — This year of life shows some 
family affliction, more particularly 
with females. On the whole the year 
is good for males, but not so good for 
females, and especially bad for fe- 
males whose age falls in the sign No. 
4, (as further explained). Your ten- 
dencies this year will be domestic. 

11. — This year of life shows secret 
enemies and devoted friends, together 
with short journeys, or removal, anxi- 
eties, afflictions principally in the 
moral sphere, through aspersion of 
character, or disapprovals. You will 
be quite active in mind and body. 

12. — This year of life is a comple- 
tion of the cycle, and like the 12th 
house conditions, threatens obstacles, 
hatred, sickness, persecution, or tra- 
torious friends. It is a year of life 
that promises little good in anything. 
Look for good, if any, in the age num- 
ber, or trust to some higher influences. 
Your tendencies will be "determina- 
tion." 



These ready-made judgments of the 
various signs, apply correspondingly 
to the houses of the horoscope, and 
any analytical mind, with good judg- 
ment may use the hints therein for 
all kinds of astrologic work. If any 
planet at any time is iin these houses 
or signs as numbered, they work with 
the matters of their own nature. The 
reading, then, of a life, depends (be- 



yond what we have given) entirely 
upon the ability of the reader. 

AGE OF LIFE. 

The age of life, is of course, the num- 
ber of years one has lived up to the 
last birthday. It is of course one num- 
ber less than the year of life. The 
sign and corresponding houses; ruling 
the age of life, are found by the fol- 
lowing method: Add the age of life 
to the birth number, and divide the 
total by 12. The remainder will be the 
NUMBER OF THE SIGN for the age 
of life. Having found the sign, then 
you can regulate your judgment by the 
different factors in evidence* or use 
these ready-made judgments which we 
present for the various sign numbers. 

Note. — Look at the good and the bad 
influelnces in both year of life and age 
of life, and mix them for your conclu- 
sion, and in living out Uie year try 
to ignore, or be indifferent to the bad, 
or guard against it, and put your whole 
efforts into an encouragment oip the 
good, and then you will be working 
with natural forces. 

Years of life are the same for all 
at the same years of life. In Judging 
them carefully firom the wheel they 
must always be considered subject to 
the basic character. They are modi- 
fled by the "age of life." These modi- 
flcations create such a diversity of 
combinations that no two people of 
the same year of life can be precisely 
the same, unless they each have the 
same birth number. In such, cases, 
they would be similarly conditioned, 
so far as these laws of years of life go, 

The years of life are the "within" In- 
fluences, and alike to all. as life pro- 
gresses. The age of life is the en- 
vironing or outside modiflcations of 
the within. Two paths to choose 
from in our capacity known as will, 
and while both are in evidence* our 
choice determines which shall pre- 
dominate. This is a like sample of all 
matters regulated in astrology by 
what are known as the solar or the 
mundane laws. Mundane laws of 
earth earthy, are without Solar 
laws are of the Son. sunny and with- 
in. It makes no difference from which 
point we make our mathematical cal- 
culations, they both bear the same 
relation to each other, as do darkness 
and daylight 
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To Get the Aspects. 

Next you will want to know what 
kind of people you will find in life to 
ofter most or least resistance to your 
life efforts. This is the philosophy 
of squares and trines« etc. Count 
four signs from your own and the 
fourth signs together with their 
corresponding horoscopal houses will 
give you what are called "squares." 
Count five signs and the fifth with 
their corresponding houses from your 
own sign« and you get the trines. 
Count seven houses and you get the 
opposition. The trines are the least 
resistance, and are called good. The 
squares and opposition are greatest 
resistance and are called bad. Al- 
ways count your own sign as one. 
Sextiles and semi-sextiles are called 
good. Count three signs for sextile 
and two for semi-sextile. The other 
signs are uncertain. 

There is a trinity of parts, or three 
signs of the zodiac, to each quarter 
of the heavens, or each season of the 
year, and, the element of each sign, 
viz., "Fire, earth air or water," is in 
trine with the same element in any 
of the other quarters. Things of a 
like nature, added, give power in 
quantity, If not in quality. This is 
one of the reasons why trine aspects 
in zodiacal relationship are good. 
Houses bearing the corresponding 
number of same elemental order in 
nature, are also termed good, because 
the same quality of power is supposed 
to exist in the same angles of a circle 
whether it be a circle of tlie heavens, 
a circle of the earthy or the circle of 
gold which forms your finger-ring. 

Tlie very first thing to learn in As- 
trology is the Signs of the Zodiac. 
What a Bign (or sine) is. Itie names 
of the Sighs. The symbol of the Signs. 
The cusps of the Signs. The numbers 
of the Signs. The Pictorial Signs. The 
lords of Signs. The correspondences 
of the degrees of Signs, with the days 
of the month and year. The elemen- 
tal qualities of the Signs and their as- 
pects or angles to each other, then their 
relationship to each other by trines, 
squares, oppositions and sextiles; then 
the decanates of the signs, and the 
terms and the lordships of signs, de- 
canates and terms, and how to blend 



thtem with characteristics of signs, 
tiaeia learn to read the years of life 
and the age, and become proficient 
in all of these things before attempt- 
ing to think of Moon, Planets or of a 
Horoscope. 

When all of these matters 
are understood and the various 
factors blended and the good 
and bad times of the year are 
known, as judged from the birth point, 
then one has become so proficient in 
the general law of Astrology that a 
similar judgment may be made from 
any other point In the circle, if desired. 

The places of the Moon and the 
Planets at time of birth constitute 
these other points, and when each one 
of them has been gone through with, 
they may all be blended, and the gen- 
eral mix-up, or combination of times 
and places in the circle gives the ex- 
act condition of one's life without any 
regard to a Horoscope. 

To obtain the positions of all other 
bodies but the sun, an Ephemeris 
must be resorted to. and when their 
places are noted in the wheel it is 
only necessary to see whether .they 
are In the signs spoken of as good or 
bad, to know how they affect ones life, 
and to notice how near they are to the 
dates corresponding with uirth date to 
judge whether they are strong or 
weak. 

Now, if any planet happens at birth 
or otherwise to be in any of the signs 
which I have termed good, from birth 
point, then that makes those good 
signs better, and if any planet hap- 
pens to be in any of the signs which 
I have termed bad, then that makes 
tnose signs worse, and the strength 
of the good or the bad is most power- 
ful, or most noticed, when these plan- 
ets in these signs are nearest to the 
date in those signs corresponding to 
the birth date. This certainly is easy 
to understand. 

If any planet happens to be in these 
signs at birth, then it is bad if they 
are in the squares or opposition, but 
good if in the trines, sextiles or semi- 
sextiles. The latter is the weakest of 
the good. If any planet at any time, 
passes through these signs then it 
stirs up all or a portion of the quali- 
ties of these good or bad signs 
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Now there is but one other matter 
and that is to state how the moon 
and planets affect each other for good 
or bad. Take each one of them sep- 
arately and call the sign in which they 
are in 1. Then count every other sign 
from that one (either way) good, and 
all the rest of them consider bad, in- 
cluding the one directly opposite. It 
any planet is in these signs then 
they are good or bad, to the moon or 
u^e planet that you count from, and 
more strongly so the nearer they are 
to the corresponding date, or degree 
that the one counted from is in. 
Judge of their effects upon each other 
just the same as judgment is made 
from the birth point. In every par- 
ticular, and use the Horoecopal 
Houses in corners of the wheel pre- 
cisely the same as done from birth 
point, and in addition to that use the 
House corresponding with the number 
of signs (not number of sign), from 
the planet counted from that any 
planet is in. By the time you have 
done all of this (using same law in all 
cases), and these things are jotted 
down upon paper, you will have ma- 
terial enough for a $10 Astrologic 
reading without bothering with any 
Horoscope from hour of birth. 

All planets are good in the sign of 
the birth number, except Uranus, 
Saturn and Mars. If exactly on or 
close to the date even then their in- 
fluence is in the life, although it then 
manifests itself in combine with the 
sun influence all through the life, be- 
cause they both meet the rays of all 
other bodies at the same time, and 
sun being the strongest of all the 
bodies it is sun qualities that man- 
ifests most prominently. 

The relationship of the Sun to the 
Moon (which is equivalent to earth) 
and the relationship of the planets to 
each other and to the Sun and Moon, 
and, the relationship of the Earth 
circle to the Zodiacal circle and the 
Signs to the ecliptic as shown on the 
Wonder Wheel, is the Book of Life, 
in the heavens, in which all our con- 
ditions are recorded according to time 
and planetary positions, either in the 
past, the present, or in the future, 
and so on, backwards or forwards, 
through generations past or genera- 
tiops to come. 



In every circle there is 1 con]aii& 
tlon, 1 opposition, 2 BeztUeB, 1 
aquaUBS, and 2 trines, so called. In 
reality the opposition is only tlie otk- 
er end of the conjunction and is also 
only the corner of one Square, wliiliB 
the conjunction is the nearest come* 
of the sam^ Square of the Circle and 
the "2 squares" are the other comera, 
half way between t2ie conjunction and 
the opposition. So, if you cannot 
understand how to get these aspects 
cut a piece of cardboard, exactfy 
square, mark one comer "oonjnnc- 
tion," the next comer **iBqnare," the 
next "opposition," and the last one 
"square." Put the comer marked 
"conjunction" on your place of birth 
on the wheel, and the other points 
will tell you where your bad aspects 
are. Don't have your cardboard so 
large as to extend outside the clrcHa 
Everybody has these same aspects 
somewhere in the Circle, and wlieii 
your squares or opposition touch the 
points that they are bom fn tten 
both you and they are not Hying on 
harmonious lines with eaxai other and 
cannot do so, except by mutual con- 
cessions, any more than can dogs and 
cats, or lions and lambs. When we 
learn to concede, to each other's df ffer* 
ences, (charity), then we will overcome 
the evil of artifice, by learning Its 
true astrologic purpose, and both, Art 
and Nature will be combined in the 
enjosrment of the ESlysian fields. 

TbJsb another piece of cardboard and 
make a perfect triangle. Pot one 
of the points on your place of births 
and the otiier two points will Show 
the good times and the gocid peopis 
in your life. Half way between thsss 
trine points will be good points, called 
"SexUles." After doing this onos or 
twice you will throw your cwrti 
squares and triangles aside 

Aspects to any of the zodiacal signs 
mled by a planet, as given, on the 
Wonder Wheel, have effect upon the 
life, much after the same maansr as 
if the planet that lords the sign, was 
so aspected, yet the planet itself, else- 
where otherwise aspected, would modi- 
fy the effect, or a like aspect to the 
planet that lords the sign would inten- 
sify the effect. 

Each atom in the universe is related 
to every other aton^ and while each 
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has a flpeciflc nature of ita owb, yet 
each ia modified^ aa in any other chem- 
ical prpees8» by any other atom, or 
comlUbiation of atoms YiMdh mixea 
with them. The law is plain, pre- 
cise and sure. Judgment of the law is 
the only apparent weakness. 

Judgment depends entirely upon 
cue's own genius, or ability to blend 
the law of one thing with that ol some 
other, which may, perhaps, in its spe- 
cific nature, be diametrically opposite. 
This genius in Judgment, like that of 
a Judge on the bench, is of a clear- 
sighted or clairvoyant nature, which 
improves most wonderfully by prac- 
tice, or familiarity with the subject. 
Thumb rules are only for thoee whose 
thinking is dependent upon the ready- 
made thought of others. 

!E3very atom in creation stands in 
the centre of its own cross, and by 
the laws of progression, evolution, re- 
incarnation, or whatever name we 
choose to call a never ceaseless cyclic 
movement of change, each atom as in 
the waters of a boiling chaldron, is 
continually changing its relative posi- 
tion with the universal mass, but 
never for once departing from the 
centre of its own cross. The Sol-mind 
is the Son of God. The lunar-mind is 
the son of man. The former is eter- 
nal; may be crucified (or crossified) 
but can never be killed. The latter 
suffers according to its own apprecia- 
tion of its own creations. 

These signs and the planets* with 
their criss-crossing aspects, make up 
the whole story of eaith-life, or earth 
existence. As they are operative upon 
the physical, sentient or solar man, 
in their blending and in their move- 
ments and modifications from hour to 
hour, day to day, month to month, 
year to year, and life to life, so will 
the life of every creature on earth be 
affected, in thought, speech, action, 
health, weal or woe. Whether we like 
It, or whether we do not like it, the 
"Mills of the gods grind slbwly but 
grind exceeding fine." 

Are these all alike as strong and as 
clearly manifested to everyone having 
these birth numbers. No! they are 
all more or less good and bad, but 
not eq»ially as strong or as clearly 
manifested. Why. Because these are 
the good or the bad infiuencee created 



by the earth's position, at time of 
birth, like the differences in the sear 
sons of the year, by earth's declination 
north or soiith of the eauator. When 
the earth is north it is generally more 
or less colder than when the earth 
is south, but every winter is not 
equally as cold as other winters, nor 
summer equally as warm, as other 
summers. Why? 

Because the moon and the planets 
are differently situated in relation to 
the earth and the sun, and the moon 
and the planets, are not in the same 
parts of the heavens each year at the 
self same times or seasons. 

Just as they are differently located 
in the combination of the whole of 
them, just so are there differences in 
the weather, or atmospheric influ- 
ences on all things upon earth, yet, 
surely by the earth's declination the 
summer and winter are more or less 
favored according to their respective 
requirements, and so when the sun, 
is in the good and bad signs as given 
by birth numbers human individuals 
(of the earth, earthy) are more or 
less favored according to their natural 
requirements by virtue of the months 
in which they are born. 

No matter about year or hour. We 
can attend to those matters later on. 
What is the use of mixing so many 
things all up in the mind at the same 
time, let us get one thing straight 

Any mental machine for spirit use 
born into life on any particular day, 
thus becomes a ''living soul," stamped 
with the characteristics of its Birth 
Points, as its Trade Mark. All things 
else connected with that machine is 
and must be subject to its make and 
style, regardless of ornamentations. 
We cannot make a man bom in one 
part of the Zodiac, do things in the 
self same way that men bom in other 
parts do them. They do not crave the 
same mental food, nor the same love, 
nor the same appreciation of dollars. 
Until this primary law is thoroughly 
understood and digested. Astrology to 
the world is nothing but a delusion 
and a snare, because its votaries fail 
to recognize the one chief and funda- 
mental law, that what is food to one 
is poison to another. The parts of 
one make of machinery will not pro- 
perly fit the parts of another make, 
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find no whitewashing nor plastering 
with laws that fit one order of human- 
ity will ever create peace in the hearts 
of the diametrically opposite order. 
You may fit the bodies if you will, but 
if the mentalities do not fit then there 
will be weepings and wailings and 
gnashing of teeth, at times in spite of 
all good intentions. It is man-made 
laws on sentinent and physical planes 
of life, that have created what are 
termed the inevitable laws of "Fate." 
We all have mental necessities that the 
laws of Church and State have not yet 
proYided. They have tried to provide 
them but have failed because they have 
ignored and are ignorant of this Basic 
law of Astrology, which we are en- 
deavoring to make plain through the 
kindergarten system of the wonder 
wheel. 

The Birth Date is invariably the 
place of the Sun. The places of the 
Moon and Planets must be obtained 
from an Ephemeris. 

Astrologic Almanacs, called "Ephe- 
meris," give planets' places in Signs. 

Astronomic Almanacs give their 
places in Constellations. 

At this present age the Signs and 
the Constellations are about 30 de- 
grees apart. Astrologers depend upon 
the Signs and their Decanates. 

By virtue of the Sun we Ehcist The 
Sun is the Saviour of our Being. By 
the Sun and its aspects we judge our 
Sun-ship with the Great ETternal. 

By virtue of the Moon, we live. The 
Moon is ruler over the Animal forces 
of the world. As the Moon and. its as- 
pects are we judge our sensations, 
which are the Earth life in the con- 
fines of a beastly body. 

The Constellations are the natural 
rulers over the beastly body. They 
create the beastly forms on Earth, 
and while the Sun overshadows the 
Earth, by standing between some 
member of the Zodiac, our ESternal Be- 
ing enters Into Earth life by the Sign 
protected by the Sun, and the Moon 
takes us under her care and protec- 
tion as Animal-Man, until by conquer- 
ing the Animal and Beastly forces 
we are raised to our true Man estate 
of Sun-ship, under the Solar laws as 
the primary and the Lunar laws as 
secondary. Under this law of dispen- 



sational progression, we in time re- 
fine the beastly forms, until we reach 
the Angelic stage again, by precession 
of the equinoxes, and according to 
our merits we will inhabit this* earth 
as good or evil demons, dwelling in 
darkness or light. 

With this bit of fiash-light thrown 
upon the science, we are better able 
to judge the Signs, Constellations, 
Planets and Aspects, without being 
confined to Thumb Rules, built main- 
ly on the Animal plane of Astrology, 
regardless of both Soul and Body. 

Those who desire to deal in that 
line of Astrology, which is the For^ 
tune Telling field, will find all tl^at it 
is necessary to know in William Lll- 
ley*^ Introduction to Astrology, Bohn's 
edition, from which all other modem 
works are mainly copied. 

The Wonder Wheel will fit any sys- 
tem of Astrology ever written, or that 
ever will be written, whether for For- 
tune Telling, or for Self-Knowledge. 

With the Wheel one gradually sinks 
into the science and the philosophy 
by a sort of unconscious absorption, 
because the laws are before one's very 
eyes. 

In learning from the books, one is 
apt to become a mere Automatic As- 
trologer, depending upon uncertain 
Thumb-Rules, or upon experimental 
remembrances, that are often absent 
when most needed. 

Thus it will be seen that one must 
educate his judgment in this analytical 
line, to be an Astrologer, and not de- 
pend so persistently upon his mathe- 
matics, as the only thing necessary to 
arrive at conclusions. 

Thumb rules in Astrologic booiu, 
are like the matrix of an organetL Ton 
put in the matrix and grind tmt the 
tune. It may be pleasing, but iinleBS 
you are familiar with the air yoa will 
not know whether the matrix is cor 
rect or not. 

The same thumb-rules and the same 
things said in books on Astrology will 
not apply to every one in the self same 
way. They are only hints, to give you 
an idea, and unless you first know the 
basic quality of the subject, you will be 
quite apt to nm amuck in your ooncln- 
aiona

THE PLANETS. 

Tbe planete, as previously Etato-), 
have qualities and powers similar to 
the slgna which they rule, but each 
planet has a primary power of its 
, which is as follows: 




Mars normaJy Is bolil, intrepid, war- 
like, beadstrung, imp(.'tuous, Independ- 
ent, conscientious and magnanimous. 
When amicted Is treacherous and 
cruel. 

Venus is QorEaaiiy pleasing, grace- 
ful, cheerful, artful and more than or- 
dinarily inclined to social accompllsh- 
LientB, and alEu jealoUB. When afflict- 
ed VenUH IS profligate, shame-faced, 
debauching and not to be trusted. 

Mercurjr is normally smart, active, 
intellectual, searching, rectless, scien- 
tiflc, fanciful and curious. When 
afflicted Mercury Is an unsucceaaful 
dabbler into all things, pretending, 
trifling, boasting and deceiving. 




Jupiter, normally Is bashfully aspir- 
ing. desiroUB of doing good, affable, 
wise, prudent and virtuous, and deal- 
ing fairly. Wheu afflicted, Jupiter by 
prolmsQ and iDBlau&UDg 




Saturn, normaly, is grave, i 
scientlQc, profoundly Imaginative, 
industrious, austere an truly friendly. 
When afflicted, Saturn la sordidly 
Btubborn, suspicious, envious. Jealous 
and murmurlug. 

But how about Uranus and Neptune. 
Never you mind about them. Gret your 
Drat cycle perfect, before you enter 
B foreign cycle. Uranus and Neptune 
will do no good to any one on tihie 
earth, unless the ancient cycle of the 
rJanets are first harmonious or thor- 
oughly understood. Uranus makes a 
genius, a saint, a worthy, or vllIalnouB 
crank, a homeless wanderer, or a 
hobo, in accorJance with what tlie 
combine is, of the planets, as I have 
riven them in this lesson. 



Mars la the life-giving planet; the 
planet of energy and of force, (or 
lifp sustaining power we look flrat of 
all to Mara, and note his relatlonshln. 
by position or aspect, to Aries. ArieB 
rules the head, — tho store house of 
tbou^t. If these are free from other 
forces (by otipeet) then the Cardinal 
Fire« of life in tho head, and tho Mar- 
tial energies wherever else they may 
be, are atroDg, and disposed to do good 
work; In such departments of life as 
the Blgns represent to be in good as- 
pect to Aries. Mars must be In one 
of the other Ore signs, or Id an airy 
sign (excepting the one opposite to 
Aries). In all other signs Mars ex- 
presseB his Negative, or Feminine 
characteristics. In feminine aigna lie Is 
similar to being in opposition in ten- 
dencies to tho positive, or Masculine 
nature of the Odd-Numbered signs of 
which Aries Is one. In the Even- 
Numbered signs, Mars leans towards 
the Feminine side of life forces, uid 
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also in the positive sign Liibra, which 
is opposite to his own luost po^tiye 
stronghold, Aries. I am talking much 
of Mars, and yet, I am teaching of the 
Signs, because I wish to show that 
these signs where Mars exhibits his 
Negative quaUties, are Negative Signs, 
except the opposite sign, which is al- 
ways an exception to this otherwise 
general rule. I wish to show also 
why trines and sextlles are good, and 
squares bad; merely because they are 
not of the same strength, or affiliating 
elemental quality, as is the sign from 
which the various angles are made, 
When a planet is in Signs of the same 
quality as another planet is in they 
must be in good aspects to each other, 
and also good if in dgns of the same 
gender (male or female signs; posi- 
tive or negative signs; odd or even 
eigns; or by whatever other term you 
choose to call them, for the purpose of 
registering them upon your memory.) 
excepting, always, the opposite, which 
though of itself positive, becomes ne- 
gative, because of being upon the other 
side of the sphere, and therefore out 
of contact 

The opposite S4gn, always repre- 
sents mutual operation, if any, by rea- 
0on of their trines and sextlles at the 
cusps OJD the 2d, 6th, 9th and 11th 
signSf from either. Hence a planet in 
trine or sexti]e with any other planet 
must of necessity receive a good as- 
pect, from that other planet to its 
own opposite. This is the law of 
marriage between opposites. 

Now, study out these laws on the 
Wonder Wheel, by Signs, and not by 
planets, merely keeping in thought, 
the similarity between the planetsl 
and the Signs they rule. When either, 
or both, of them in a person's ISfe, 
is situated in a Horoscope, or a Figure 
of the Heavens by I'ransit, Progres- 
sion, or any other way, just draw your 
conclusion from their natural qualities 
oi*erating upon each other, as you 
would if you were judging the effects 
of a kettle of water on a stove, or 
on a cake of ice. 

By combining the description of the 
planetary characteristics as given, as 
they may be formed at birth, normally 
or abnormally, good or bad, your own 
genius, or judgmeiit, if you have any, 
ought to be able to tell what such plan- 



etary conditions would produce, if op- 
portunity is ever offered. 

Will the opportunities be offered! 
Ah! that is an entirely different mat- 
ter. It belongs to an entiriey different 
part of Astrology than the aspects of 
the planets to each other, as above 
given. Most people are looking for the 
opportunity before they learn of the 
capability to take advantage of it. 

The planets by aspects, become mu- 
tual in their operations, for either 
good or bad, as we may hereafter 
learn. 

When planets are in bad aspect to 
each other, then both of them are in 
affliction, and, are not disposed to ac- 
cord with each other, hence trouble 
arises in all matters which these two 
planets govern, and as they both act 
upon the human mind at the self same 
time — one pulling in one direction and 
the other pulling differently, we have 
but to see which is the stronger of the 
two, to know which way the pull is 
most likely to be. 

Jb'or instance. Mercury is the weak- 
est planet in the heavens, hence, any 
planet can pull him. He can pull only 
the Moon, which is not a planet, but 
Mercury is just as full of life, whether 
pulled one way or another. So Mer- 
cury represents the passional nature 
in life, whether it* be the passion of a 
siavior or the passion of a debauche. 
When planets are in good aspect with 
each other they are still abnormal, but 
in their mutuality they are friendly in 
their good will or assistance to each 
other, and, in their mutual desires, or 
interests, or reqiurtments they assist 
each other. If a person under good 
planetary aspect with another, assists 
that other, it is just as much a bene- 
kt to the one assisting as to the one 
assisted, but if one in bad aspect with 
another assists that other — ^unless the 
assistance is protected by the will 
power of civil law — ^then the assist- 
' ance will not be of any permanent 
good to either of them. 

By this it will be seen that civil law 
is only to protect people from people 
who are bQm in planetary bad aspect 
to each other, and when the law of 
Astrology is so well known that each in- 
dividual is able to protect himself by 
his own will, through his own knowl-

edge of the Divine law, then no civil 
la^ will be required. As Jesus said in 
reference to the civil law: "He that is 
above the law has no need of the law. 

It is in and through and by this 
knowledge that the benefit of Astrol- 
ogy to the world, can be most wisely 
appreciated, more than in the attempt, 
by its aid, to find 20 dollar gold pieces 
rolling up hill, on the fortune telling 
line of the art. 

By what I have written, it may be 
seen that it is not necessary to know 
whether or not Saturn is a bad or 
Jupiter a good planet. Any planet in 
the heavens, at any time, when nor- 
mal, is good, and operates in life, fiiee 
and unrestrained, but when in aspect, 
then it is not iree. It is then in partner- 
ship with the aspecting planet, and 
jointly expresses itself in the world 
life through the person upon whom 
such planets hold a partnership claim. 

A planet is considered to be free or 
normal when no other planet in the 
same sign, or in any other part of the 
heaven is within five degrees of the 
self same degree that the planet is in. 

These five degrees, both sides of the 
planet, are called the "short orb of the 
planet." The long orb is from eight 
lo ten degrees, but after the five de- 
grees the effect might be termed semi- 
normal. A planet (meaning, of course, 
the person affected by the planetary 
conditions) is considered to be abnor- 
mal, or influenced, for worldly good or 
evil, when any other planet is in the 
same sign, or in any other part of the 
heavens within five degrees of the 
self same degrees that the planet un- 
der consideration is in. 

When any one planet is anywhere 
in the heavens within five degrees of 
the degree of a sign, in any other part 
of the heavens, then these planets are 
raid to be in aspect to each other for 
good or for' evil. 

Neither one of them is free nor nor- 
mal, but each of them is influenced by 
the X-rays of the other. 

For convenience of expression I say 
the planets are so and so, but It is not 
tiie planets at all. It is the tendency 
of the people upon this earth who are 
from time to time affected by the X- 
rays of the planets. These X-rays re- 
veal in the human being such special 
characteristics as are only shown by 



the X-rays of a particular planet, as 
above described. Eivery human being 
has within him all the known charac- 
teristics of both saint and devil, but 
these particular characteristics do not 
come to the surface of our present life 
only when the proper planet, whose 
power it is to reveal, casts its light 
upon the particular life, either nor- 
mally or abnormally. 

So when a person is born with all 
the planets free from each other then 
(so far as the law of these orbs are 
concerned) the being bom is of nor- 
mal birth, and is more free from both 
assistance or detriment, through 
others, than the majority of people 
are, and each of these planets would 
instill into such a person's life, the 
characteristics and the tendencies as 
given in the foregoing description of 
the normal planets. 

Herein, then, we have learned the 
normal attributes of the planets, as ex- 
pressed in a human being, by the 
planets at birth. 

The great majority of us are under 
the abnormal law, for all aspects, con- 
junctions, or parallels, of one planet 
with another destroys the normal 
power of both planets in their opera- 
tions upon the human life which 
comes under such aspects. 



Their influences upon life depend 
ennitirely upon their aspects to the Sun 
and Moon, and the Sun and Moon's 
aspects to them. 

"Oh, no," cries some one, "they 
have aspects with the cusps of Horo- 
scope Houses." Well, what virtues I 
ask, have these cusps of Houses, ex- 
cept such as come from the Sun and 
Moon, whose movements make the 
cusps of Houses? With this hint in 
view, take an Bphemeris and find 
whetre in the Signs the planets were 
at birth and then judge them as fol- 
lows: 



Sun is normally noble, magnani- 
mous, yet proud and lofty, fond of dis- 
tinction, a good friend, a generous 
enemy. When afllictedhe is arrogant, 
mean, vain and ignorantly pompous. 



Moon is normally of mild manners, 
fond of novelties of familiar scenes. 
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and yet Inclined to ramble In thought 
or action* sollcltouB of the present; 
easily moved, peaceful and careless. 
When afflicted she is idle, discontent- 
ed, beggarly and more or less stupid. 
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When in good aspect with Sun or 
Moon then, 

Uranua gives pleasant journeys, !•&■ 
movaia or changes, unexpected gain, 
and favorable dealings with opposite 

Saturn gives conservative gain, per- 
sonal proBperity or popularity through 
ateady habits, soberness of manners 
and conservative people. 

Jupiter gives financial gain, or in- 
crease ot health, honor, bualness. 
friends, pleasure or marriage. 

Mars gives forceful activity, energy, 
courage, social gain, health and suc- 
ceBa through push, but females under 
any aspect of Mara should guard 
against opposite sex. 

VeouB gives happiness, pleasure, 
love, marriage or courtship, or. If mar- 
ried, is apt to give offspring. It iB a 
cheerful, loyable and favorable time. 

Mercury gives nervous activity In 
study, travel, business and prosperity, 
or succe^ through the intellectual or 
pasxional forces. 

Sun to Moon, or Moon to Sun, gives 
business IncreaBe, (rlendshlpa, good 
connections or associatlonB, good 
health, and sometimes marriage. 

The bad aspects give the exact 
reverse of what Is above given. 

Bad aspects are when a planet Is 
by count, 4, G, 7, 8, or 10 Signs from 
place of Sun or Moon always count- 
ing the place of Sun or Moon as 1. 

Good aspects are In like manner 
by count, t, 5, 9, or 11 Signs from 
place of Sun or Moon. 



How to tell your good times by t&B 
Wonder Wbeel. Count 12 or 24 rings 
in the Circle of Days from the date 
degree that any ot your planets were 
in at birth, and this will tell you when 
to expect the very best in your life 
that the particular planet can give, 
then dr^w your conclusion of the 
Basic Nature, as per the different na- 
tures of the Sign it is in, <aery, earthy 
airy, watery, positive, negative, odd, 
even, etc., etc) the tablet giving the 
key note to the general tendency. 

Judge Saturn as earthy; Mars as 
flery; Mercury as airy; Moon as 
watery; Jupiter and Venus as temper- 
ate; Uranus as eratic; Neptune as 
seditious; and make your own story 
from a combination of the information 
gained. For general judgment of di- 
seases, note tlie places that Saturn, 
Mars and Uranus occupy and blend 
with places occupied by Moon at same 
time. When Moon or Sun are in 
squares or oppositions, or in conjunc- 
tion with any of the planets, those 
are most important times for notice- 
able evils, except the conjunction 
with Jupiter, Venus or Mercury. Sun 
conditions, independent of planets, 
from time to time, may Ire judged 
from the wheel, as the Sun each day 
of any year Is judged by the day of 
the year as found in the circle ot 
days. That is where the Sun will 
in the circle on the day that you i 
looking for. The Sun will always be 
in trine, or square, etc., with its place 
of birth on the days marked In the 
signs which are in trine square, etc. 
with the birth point. Within six days 
from the esact degree are the caution- 
ary points, as the Moon during those 
six days will form a like aspect, 
whether or not you know where It is. 
If perchance a planet happens to form 
at the same time, or within that peri- 
od a like good or bad aspect, then the 
eHect — good or bad aa the case may, 
be — will most assuredly be i 
of this is easy and devoid of head- 
splitting mathematics, and though not| 
as exact or perhaps as sure, 
theiess just as essential for watchfut. 
ness for the aspects to the Sun are 
the most important of all the aspects 
to be watchful of. Horary questions, 
natal questions or any other matters 
may be ludsed by thia aame eyatem.

It no other planet mixes Its Infln- 
ence with Mars or Aries, t^ trlnes <x 
right angles, then both Mars and 
Ailes are normal and strong, tar bold. 
Intrepid, warlike, Impetuoos, or Inde- 
pendent action. Of course Hars and 
Aries, are, of tbemmlves, JnBt thesame 
whether normal or abnormal, but, the 
abnormal condition prerents the ex- 
pression of their true natures. Herein 
Icam a lesson of ourselves. Within 
ourselves wa are at all times exactly 
t3ie true type of man, but, by the 
crossing InQuencee of other forces, 
which W3 term "associations, worldly 
duties, business or domestic cares," 
etc., we are forced to be abnormal, or, 
in other words, "Irregular," or con- 
trary to the primal ruling of our Han- 
hood. As the planets are in our Ufa. 
so we find our relationship with our 
euTlronments to be. Our envliron- 
m«aite are to us but a reflection of the 
planetary influencea to which we are 
bora. To "rule our planets," we must 
ignore or over-rule our environments, 
so far as they differ from our true 
Hanliood'B estate. Thla is what the 
church lore means by being " A Sol- 
dier of the Cross," It is what Jesus 
meant by bringing "the sword" Into 
the world. No one can follow any law 
iiDderstandlngly without a knowledge 
of themeelves, astrologlcally. 

Time, ruled primarily by Saturn, 
governs most all things In worldly op- 
erations, and in reality there is but 
little difference in the people of the 
world, excepting as to time and place, 
tor ,at some time in the life, most 
everybody does pretty much the same 
thing as everybody else has done at 
some other time. The exact time of 
all events is when the aspects are 
formed to the varions birth points of 
our own birtli figure, which represents 
our constitutional sensibility, and to 
our progreselon points ,known as yean 
of life, age. months, days and boors. 
In our complete lite we all, more or 
lees, at different Umes and in dllterant 
degrees of force, eiprees every point 
*ii the entire heavens, and doubtlees are 



destined to express everything at some 
time. In like force aa others In what 
is known as reincaraatlcm. We are 
brothers all and must take our turn 
at the cross and the crown of thorns. 

When all the planets are in good 
aspect with each other, or, are all In 
their own places of power In the heav- 
ens {signs which they lord) so that by 
equilibrium they modify each other In 
the operation of the several 24 hours 
of each day (or the corresponding 
higher cycle of time) then, we may ex- 
pect a worlJ-wide trust of human pow- 
«;r and a millenla! condition as 
spoken of in the revelation, of the 24 
elders shouting hosannahs about the 

Trusts and partnerships, social or 
commercial, are formed by good or 
bad aspects of zodiacal tx planetary 
powers, and are good, if formed imder 
benlflc laws, and evil, if formed 
vnder right-angles, or squared aspects, 
unless otherwise controlled by the will ' 
power of the civil laws. 

We bave now covered the basic 
matters of life. In so doifig, yon have 
become acquainted with the founda* 
tlon method of arriving at all conclu- 
sions In astrology, except the method 
called "Parallels of Declination."

This is a design for finding the Rising Sign on a Mathematical Wheel A table 
elsewhere is more simple. This gives the Features of the Houses. 
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often neglected) to note wliat declina- 
tion your birth point is In, for when 
any planet Is in the same declination 
it is a strong testimony for good or 
evil, regardless of aspects. Also, when 
the Sun or Moon, In their yearly and 
monthly revolutions or progressions, 
come into the declination of a planet, 
the effect of that planet is yery apt to 
be strongly felt We herewith pre- 
sent a ready means for telling when 
the sun sphere of your life will be 
aftected. 

Having learned from an ephemeris 
the declination of your planets l,ook 
down the first column of the above 
table and find the number of degrees 
the planet is in. On the same line you 
will find the date in each year when 
you are very likely to be aftected for 
good or ill, according to the nature of 
the planet. Remember that "One 
swallow does not make a summer." If 
it did we would die "every time each 
year" that sun gets to a declination of 
the planet Saturn. Our lives are like 
a game of chess, when good or evil 
points are reached, other factors are at 
work to modify. Nevertheless we al- 
ways feel, to more or less extent, the 
good and bad influences of every move- 
ment of our ijlanets. and tbat is why 
we have our "up and down" conditions. 



LESSON NO. V. 



HOROSCOPE. 

Details are not to be despised when 
the basic laws of the Wonder Wheel 
are comprehended, but without the 
corresponding basic the detail Is like 
a red vest on a naked savage. 

Few people know the hour of their 
blrtli, to say nothing of the minute, 
hence the majority of horoscopes cast 
by astrologers, and others, are apt to 
be misleading, and, at the ordinary 
best, are mainly matters of guess- 
work. We advise everybody to let 
horoscopes alone. In nativities, unless 
the time of birth was noted by a stop- 
watch. 

If the exact moment of the birth Is 
known then it mdght be a matter of 
curiosity to go into the Horoscope and 
judge of the angles of the Horoscope 
and the Planets in them in self-same 



way as reading from Blrtli Nnmbeni 
of the Wonder WheeL It la all T«ry 
simple, but Aotrology has been made 
to appear Tfsry diiBoott. 

There are a number of ways of 
casting a horoscope. The way that 
appears the easiest, or most oonvoi- 
ient lo your mind, is the better way 
for you. No matter how you draw 
the figure, so long as it represents 12 
different spaces or departments of 80 
degrees each, thai it is a horoscope 
of even houses. 
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Horary Astrology is the only braneh 
of the Science that requires an Horo- 
scope. If you have the exact moment 
of a birth, you may use Horary As- 
trology in connection with a birth, as 
with anything else, but, Horary laws 
wbich only relate to Houses, and 
Lords of Houses (not Signs and Lords 
of Signs) are very unreliable without 
exact moment of birth. 
The Horoscope is neither Signs nor 
planets. It is only a circle of the top 
of the earth, or a disk, upon which 
these other matters are reflected, the 
disk, like the Zodiacal circle, like- 
wise divided into Houses ruling phy- 
sical or bodily relationships, we mere- 
ly learn from the Horoscope, a few 
minor details of a superficial nature; 
quite good to know if we know the 
the other matters correctly, but with- 
out correctness in these other matters 
the minor details are no good. Without 
the minute of birth, the disk, or Hor- 
oscope will be wrong, although the 
other matters which do not relate to 
the Horoscope, will be correct, as giv- 
en by the Wheel, and by its laws of 
Signs, planets, trines, squares, etc. 

We now give our simplified method 
of making a horoscope, without mathe- 
matics, and with what we have given, 
any tine can learn astrology and prac- 
tice it, provided his mind is not at- 
tracted to the will-o-the wisp methods, 
which would tantalize one for a life- 
time. 

CLOCK HOURS. 

The circles of White Numbers on the 
black background of the wonder 
wheel should be considered independ- 
ent of ansrthing else. They denote the 
clock hours of each day. They show 
the angle from the earth that the sun 
is in at any hour of iEiny day. The 
word "noon," Is marked at the top, 
for 12 o'clock in the day time. A white 
star is marked at the bottom for 12 
o'clock in the night time. The figure 
6 on the left is the eastern horizon at 
morning. The figure 6 on the right is 
the western horizon at evening. In 
that angle from our place on the earth 
the sun will be at any of the hours, 
as marked, irrespective of the signs. 
By this we may know what house the 
sun would be in, by what is termed 
"oblique ascension/' or "even horo- 
scope." 



No matter where you may have 
been bom the degree of the Birth 
Sign corresponding with the day of 
your birth, was directly overhead, at 
the place of your birth, on the day of 
your birth, precisely at Noon. 

Knowing that fact, then it 
becomes a simple matter to find out 
the relative position of the sun, at 
time of birth, whether before or af- 
ternoon, by calculating backwards 
Or forward^ the distance that the 
earth has moved during the hours be- 
tween Noon and the time of your 
birth. 

There are two ways by which this 
may be done. 

The Wonder Wheel presents the 
easiest way of doing this, and also 
gives you a pictorial view of the 
heavens. 

Knowing how many hours before or 
after Noon you were bom, count back 
that number of hours on the wheel 
from your day of birth (if bom before 
Noon) or count forward that number 
of hours from day of birth if after 
Noon. By forward and backward I 
mean in the order of the signs. The 
hours are the white numbers inside 
the circle of days. 

For instance, suppose you werb 
bom Aug. 5, at 5 in the morning: 
That would be seven hours before 
Noon. Over Aug. 5, I find in the 
clock hours the figure 9, so I say 
fromi 9 (going backwards) 10, is 1; 
to 11, is 2; to Star, is 3; to 1, is 4; 
to 2, is 5; to 3, is 6; to 4, is 7. There- 
fore the point where the figure 4 is, 
is the place that was directly over- 
head at time of birth. Had the birth 
been 5 p. m. on that same date, then 
the count would be forward (in order 
of signs, but backward in order of 
hours, because the signs and the hours 
run opposite to each other) so we 
would say from 9 to 8, 1; to 7, 2; 
to 6. 3; to 5, 4; to 4, 5; to 3, 6; to 2, 7; 
and the point overhead at birth would 
be where the hour 2 is marked. 

Get the principle of this law Into the 
mind, 

and with the Wheel before your eyes 
you will soon be able to jump at the 
point the sun is in or the point over- 
head at any hour of the day in any 
month of any yebr. 
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Haying found the place of the sun, 
by day of birth, and the point over- 
head by counting hours backward or 
forwards, Just grasp the Wheel with 
thumb and finger at the point over- 
head and turn it so that that point 
ia at the top and then you would have 
a figure of the heavens for the hour 
of birth, in Even Houses, and these 
even houses are Just as essential to 
know as the uneven houses. 

If the planets have previously been 
narked at their respective Birth Points, 
they will be in their horoicopal houses 
when these houses are Numbered. 



HOW TO MAKE A H0R08C0PE. 

To make a horoscope, (even houses) 
by means of the circle of days on 
wonder wheel. 

For A. M., subtract the hour of birth 
from noon hour, and count back from 
date of birth three circles for every 
hour (or one circle for every 20 min- 
utes,) and mark the point arrived at 
"10," or Jot the date on a slip of paper. 

For P. M., multiply the hour of birth 
by three, and count forward from date 
of birth as many circles as the an- 
swer to the sum calls for, and mark 
the point arrived at. 10. This "10" 
shows the date when the Sun crosses 
the cusp of 10th house, the house of 
honor and profession. The corre- 
sponding degree of the zodiac is the 
meridian, or M. C, of the horoscope. 

From that point, (either A. M. or P. 
H. birth) divide the circle into 12 
houses of six. circles each, and mark 
them, starting from 10 and around in 
regular order of months) as follows: 
11, 12, 1, 2, 3, 4, 6, 6, 7, 8, 9, and then 
you will have your horoscope of birth, 
and the several divisions or houses 
will relate to the affairs (as stated in 
the four comer circles of wonder 
wheel) as per number of the division. 
Where the number is will also show 
the date that the Sun enters each 
house, and the sign and degree of 
sign will show what part of the zodiac 
the Sun is in. If planets have pre- 
viously been placed in circle of days, 
then they will appear in the house 
they were in at birth, and the Sun 
will be in conjunction with them when 
it reaches their place, moving through 
a circle every five days. For instance: 
Bom Sept. 6, (any year) at 9 A. M., 



9 from 12-3 hours — ^three circles for 
each hour — 9 circles, count back then 
9 circles from Sept 6, and it brings us 
to July 20. That point represents the 
10th, house of the horoscope. August 
20, would be the 11th house; Sept. 
20th, the 12th house; Oct. 20th, 1st 
house; Nov. 20th. 2nd house; and so 
on around. The 10th house then 
would be 1st deg. of Leo, 11th, 1st deg. 
of Virgo, 12th. 1st deg. of Li- 
bra, 1st, Ist deg. of Scorpio, etc. If a 
planet, then, was in the 20th deg. of Li- 
bra, it would be in the 12th house, 
and the Sun each year would be in 
conjunction with it about the 10 th of 
October. Square with it. 10th of June, 
(90 days) Trine Feb. 10th. (120 days) 
Opposition April 10th, (180 days). If 
date was Sep. 5, at 9 P. M., then we 
would say, nine multiplied by three 
makes 27, and count 27 circles for- 
ward, that would bring us to Jan. 20th 
as the point of the 10th house. Then 
we would keep right on. and the 11th 
Vouse would be Feb. 20th, 12th; March 
20th, etc., and as before, 90 days from 
a planet would be a square, 120, a 
trine and so on. 

Horary figures for Any Time may 
be constructed by this same law as 
given, but horary figures are not so 
regular, and require finer mathemat- 
ics, as horary matters are transitory 
and depend upon the irreg^ilar 
changes of the Moon and obliquity of 
the Earth; mere passing shadows of 
life events. Tour horoscope can be 
made in the circle of days on the 
wheel, or by drawing circle on a slip 
of paper, or by our skeleton wonder 
wheel. 



NOTES. 

All other Signs, Planets, and As- 
pects, must be Judged from their own 
special qualities and positions, precise- 
ly in the manner, as given regarding 
Aries and Mars. 

The wonder wheel, like the zodiacal 
heavens or the horoscopal earth, is 
divided into 12 different departments, 
so it may be Judged either as the so- 
lar heaven with Sun in centre, or the 
mundane heaven, with Earth in cen^ 
tre, according to your requirement. 
With Sun in centre it would be helio- 
centric; with Earth in centre it would 
be geocentric. In either case the Sun 
is in the zodiacal sign opposite to 
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PROF. HENRY'S TABLE. 
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the Barth. The wheel Is drawn as 
the Earth stands on March 21« each 
year; called the Vernal E}quinox. The 
Earth and the Sun's equators are on 
the same plane, days and nights are 
then equal all over the world. The 
signs belong to the zodiac and repre- 
sent 30 days each, Calling them houses 
and they represent two hours each. 
In what is known as progressional or 
directional circles, each degree of a 
sign represents one year. Directional 
moyements are measured geocentri- 
cally from east to west« as the Sun 
rises. The Aries sfde of the wheel to 
be considered as east. Progressional 
measurements are sidereal in the op- 
posite path from Aries to Libra, in 
the order of the signs. The place 
where the Sun is« is always east but 
we call the Sun set. (geocentrically) , 
"west." We might perhaps say when 
the Sun goes down, that "we are now 
west/' because the Sun has not mioyed. 
We haye moyed west of the Sun. It 
is hard, howeyer, to "teach old dogs 
new tricks." 

The Horoscope of itself only de- 
notes a circle with radii from birth- 
place, or place of eyent. 

A horoscope of eyen houses, mere- 
ly signifies the earth or globe, stand- 
ing polarized to the sun, and diyided 
into 12 equal parts, and denoting the 
different angles at which the rays 
of the sun strike the earth. 

The angles from the SUN are denoted 
by the Signs, and the angles from the 
EARTH are denoted by the Even Mun- 
dane Hauses. The differences between 
these two sets of angles as manifested 
from some giren spot on earth, is all 
there Is to a horoscope. 

The Signs are Heltocentric, Eyen 
Houses are Geocentric. The Horoscope 
is Biocentric. 

To Make a Horoscope Mathemati- 
cally: (uneyen houses) you must haye 
a table of houses. For your planets, 
you must haye an Ephemeris. Then 
use the Skeleton wonder wheel or a 
circle. Mark the planets in the white 
spaces of the signs, and the house 
number in the white month spaces 
just outside the circle of days on the 
proper date (or degree) ; then you 
will haye an accurate horoscope. Our 
method is to write the eyen houses in 



the month spaces, and to draw a red 
line in sign spaces for the uneayen 
houses, then the planets in their 
proper places will at once appear in 
their proper houses by both methods. 
Use for planetary aspects, same meth- 
od as for birth point. 

Students who desire to work 
the M. C. and Moon out correctly, by 
mathematics, can secure Professor 
Henry's Computing Table. Nos. 1 and 
2 by sending 10 cents, or can secure 
them in block by the hundred, at a 
reasonable price. Any of his tables 
in the same way. or ephemerides of 
any date, or any of the astrologic 
books, tables of houses, etc., if needed. 

XTnlesB one desires to become an 
adept in Astrologic lore — to which but 
few are adapted — ^there are no lessons 
in Astrology needed, beyond what I 
have giyen, but lectures, readings, eiic., 
etc., may be made Etefmal, for the 
interest is practically without end, and 
the greatest adept can learn Bome- 
thing new every day. 

For adepts, I have all sorts of As- 
trologic conveniences for quick work, 
but these are so exclusive that they 
are not marketable; hence can be se- 
cured only by the few who can afford 
them. 

The circle of the wonder wheel is 
divided into 12 different parts of 30 
degrees or 30 days each. These 12 
divisions are called zodiacal signs in 
the circle of the heavens, but in the 
circle of the earth they are called 
houses. Each sign has a name and 
each house has a number. 

Each sign possesses different quali- 
ties, and each house relates to 
different departments of life, but 
the signs and the houses correspond 
with each other on their different 
planes. That is to say, the sign on the 
left hand side of the wheel, (named 
Aries) corresponds with the first 
house; the sign beldw it (named 
Taurus) corresponds with the second 
house, and so on around the circles of 
both heaven and earth. Hence, no 
matter where Aries might be in the 
heavens relative to any point of earth, 
it would denote the basic quality of 
one's mental self; as would also the 
first house of the earth. 

Every person bom into earth has 
his heart centre In some one of thep<* 
12 sig , and that is "his place" in the 
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mansions of the Father, spoken of by 
Jesus. That place denotes the par- 
ticular heart sphere of life to which 
each individual belongs, and when the 
world learns to classify itself into 
these various spheres, then "charity" 
will bring "Peace on Earth Grood-will 
to Men," without any violent effort on 
the part of anyone. The heart-centre 
of each person is the same to all on 
the physical plane, and that is gov- 
erned by the fifth house of the earth 
circle. The sentient faculties centre 
in the chest and are governed in their 
field of action by the Moon. There 
are other faculties of special nature 
which are governed by the planets, 
but these are termed and recognized 
only as helpers or hinderers of the 
basic natures or spheres of life. 

Bach of the various zodiacal signs 
are allied to soipe one of the various 
planets, and to the Sun and Moon. 
This alliance is owing to the several 
planets having of themselves quali- 
ties severally agreeing with the sev- 
eral signs. For Instance: 

Mars in its positive Qualities agreea 
with Aries. In its negative qualities it 
agrees with Scorpio; therefore, the 
sign Aries and the first house are al- 
ways more or less in harmony with 
the positive vibrations of the planet 
Mars, whether it be in the action of a 
living being or the appearance or qual- 
ity of something inanimate. The ele- 
mental quality of Aries is "Fir6,'* 
hence, the positive expression of Mars 
being "hot" or "energetic." would 
help to make hotter any person whose 
place or sphere of life was in Arles^ 
but if Mars at the birth or at any time 

happened to be in a watery sign, like 
Pisces, Scorpio or Cancer, then the 
combine of the watery sign and the 
fiery Mars' qualities would tone down 
the positive helpfulness of Mars to 
Aries, but would make better the neg- 
ative qualities of Mars in aid of Scor- 
pio. This gives one, unacquainted 
with astrology, a slight idea of how 
judgments are made. It is as purely 
a chemical analysis, and as scientific, 
as any exercise of human judgment 
in any other branch of knowledge. It 
may be entered into as finely by the 
most exacting mathematical laws, and 
bv as careful consideration, and with 
as favorable results, as by a like ex- 



ercise of judgment and precision in 
any other operation. 

So every sign has a "lord." Bvery 
person bom with the Sun, Moon« east- 
ern point of the earth, or any of the 
planets in a sign, has as the 
lords, the lords of those signs, rul- 
ing over the sphere of life« which 
the Sun, Moon« etc^ represent, 
and some one of those lords is the 
"Lord of Lords," so far as it relates 
to the general life of the person bcMrn. 
This is by no means sacreligious^ toft 
the Biblical language was founded 
upon these astrologic terms and not 
the contrary. Above all lords, the 
wise men among the ancients recog- 
nized an "unknown Qod." The more 
adept the astrologers become, (like 
Daniel and Jesus), the nearer they 
come to the "Lord, God," or higher 
still, perhaps to God Himself. 

Note the words of David, (Ps. 100-1) 
"The Lord said unto my lord." etc. 
The "lord" then is a predominant or 
mastering influence on the soul, mind 
or body forces. In any one or in all, 
and in this sense it is used in astrol- 
ogy. It has no more to do with supersti- 
tion than the Biblical lordships* or a 
knowledge of any other prevailing 
influence in church, state or society. 
The lords of the various signs as 
given on the wonder wheel, are Just 
as they were known and recognized 
by the ancients with the exception of 
that of Aquarius, which we have 
termed, Uranus. As the sign Aries, 
moves into the constellation AqnarittB, 
by precession of the Bquinoz, we 
believe the qualities of Uranus ovw 
all the world will be strongly Mt» 
especially among scientific or Saturn- 
ine minds. The mysteries . of the 
Bible, so long hidden by the 
world-mind's neglect of true astrology, 
will be revealed. The world-mfnd has 
been deeply immersed in material 
food for mind and body, and materta- 
medica to heal the material errors. 
It is nearly satiated with material 
delusions in which no solid mental 
happiness can be found, and when* 
like the prodigal son, it returns to its 
appreciation of soul knowledge— Its 
first Efdenic love — ^it will bask in the 
joys of its parental Inspirations, such 
as can be found only in astrology. 

Aquarius, ruled by Uranus, and 
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Leo, ruled by tlie 8un« are opposite 
signs. Opposite signs represent "The 
bride and the ^bridegroom." Aries 
and Gemini are the harmonizing signs, 
giving color to the ancient prophecy: 
"Then shall the lion and the lamb 
lie down together and a little child 
shall lead them.** 

The world-mind is in its last throes 
of materialism, and the last throeis 
are generally violent. In the midst 
of them« practical ideas of astrology 
will be found beneficial to those whose 
mind can enter into the kingdom. 




These clocks on wonder wheel show 
the difference in time at different 
places. Do not confound theon with 
Horoscope circles. 



JUDGING PLANETS' MOTION BY 
CIRCLE OF DAYS ON WONDER 
WHEEL. 

Sun (or earth) moves about one de- 
gree a day, or six circles a month, 
around the whole wheel and one de- 
gree extra, in a year. This one degree 
extra per year is what makes the pro- 
gressional law of **a degree for a day, 
and a day for a year." By progression, 
count one circle for every five years of 
your life and you can quite readily ap- 
proximate where your Sun has ad- 
vanced to since birth, and also see 
what other birthpoints it is in aspect 
to, and so judge your past, present or 
future, by the aspect past, present or 
yet to come. So, too, judge sign it has 
progressed to, and its horoscopal cor- 
respondences and mix these with years 
and age of life. 

The Moon and the Earth revolu- 
tions are the horoscopal features of 
astrology. These are the quickest of 
all the movements and must depend 
upon mathematics for accuracy. In 
ordinary or long-time matters, approx- 
imations for Moon may be made at 
rate of 13 degrees a day. Six circles in 
two and a half days, 18 circles for a 
Moon's phase, in seven and a half 
days, or, at same rate per year, in pro- 



gression, as Saturn's rate is per month. 
Judge Earth revolutions per day, same 
as Sun's per year. 

Uranus moves four and a half de- 
grees a year, or, through six circles 
in seven years. . By progression it may 
always be accounted in its place of 
birth. Same with Neptune, which had 
better be left alone for the present 

Saturn moves one degree a month, 
or one circle in five months, or 
through six circles in two and a half 
years. By progression it need be con- 
sidered only in its place of birth. 

Jupiter moves through one circle in 
two months, or through six circles in 
a year. He hardly moves, by progres- 
sion, more than 10 degrees in a long 
life time. When Sun or Moon is with- 
in orb of Jupiter's birthpoint, then con- 
sider the Jupiter conditions on the 
increase for years, according to the 
motion of Sun or Moon, in passing the 
Jupiter birthpoint. Same with all 
other birthpoints. 

Mars moves through a circle of days 
in about ten days, or six circles in 
about two months. By progression, 
count one circle for every ten years 
of life, or about nine circles for 90 
years, or one degree in two years, half 
as fast as Sun (or earth). 

Venus moves about three times as 
fast as Mars. One and a half degrees a 
day, or six circles in 18 days. By pro- 
gression, 18 days, equal 18 years, hence 
one circle in three years, or six circles 
in 18 years. 

Mercury moves about four times as 
fast as Sun (or earth). Better not at- 
tend to it, except by mathematics. It 
varies too much. Helicentrically we 
judge its variations about the Sun 
circle, but geocentrically we judge only 
its four quarters, or phases to earth. 
They are given by a geocentric metli- 
od in ephemerides. 

With the circle of days and these 
rates of motion of the various planets, 
their motion can be quickly counted, 
from birthpoint, or a horary point, by 
transitory, or progressional movement, 
and approximately hit the nail with a 
good deal of satisfaction, and, with a 
great amount of benefit to the wise, 
who can take a hint of the infiuences 
about them, without being fastidious 
over the exact moment of the kick. It 
is the exact centre of one planet, in 
aspect with the exact centre of anoth- 
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er,that gives the Jdck,or the eocact equi- 
librium of two planets from the equa- 
tor (declination). Only the flneet of 
mathematics and an immaculate Judg- 
ment can give this ezactneee, for a 
planet's latitude, as well as some other 
features, may often throw a threatened 
effect off, rendering "a miss as good as 
a mile." When aspects are near, it 
is time for us to be cautious, and that 
is enough for any sensible person to 
know. We will teach the finer mathe- 
matics or the detailed judgments by 
correspondent courses, the only way in 
which they can be properly done until 
astrologic schools are instituted. 

People bom within 14 years of each 
other do not differ much in Neptune 
qualities. They belong to their partic- 
ular Neptune generation. 

Those bom within 7 years of each 
other do not differ much in their 
Uranian qualities. They belong to 
their particular Uranian generation. 

Those bom within two and a half 
years do not much differ in their 
Saturnean qualities. They belong to 
their peculiar Saturnean generation. 

Those bom the same year dp not 
differ much in their Jupiter qualities. 
Those bom within 2 months of 
each other do not differ much in their 
Martial qualities. Those bom within 
30 days of each other, do not differ 
much in their Sun qualities. Those 
bom within 19 days of each other do 
not differ much in their Venus qual- 
ities. Those born within a week of 
leach other do not differ much in 
their Mercury qualities. Those bom 
within 2 1-2 days of each other do not 
differ much in their Lunar qualities, 
and those bom within 2 hours of each 
other do not differ much in their 
idiundane qualities, except in matters 
of longitude and latitude, or locality of 
birth. We are speaking of the general 
condition of the worlds people, bom to 
earth in the same generations, and not 
as to their personal joys and sorrows, 
nor their personal fortunes or mis- 
fortunes. Each and all differ, in their 
human attributes or life aspirations 
and sentiments and beliefs and opin- 
icms only as they differ in their 
relationship to the generations of 
these reepective celestial bodies, as 
they differently affect the earth. To 
get at differences below this point of 
generation, varying from 14 years 



down to two hours (or 1 degrse of th% 
moon), then we must resort to mar 
thematical hair^spUtting, and this w« 
cannot do unless we have date of birth 
inside of an hour (1-2 degree of moon) 
and unless we have the exact minute, 
we cannot get the horoscope, or scope 
of that hour because we would not 
know Just when the hour began nor 
when it ended, and, as each portion 
of an hour contains as many different 
Tirtues as does the entire zodiac, the 
particular virtue of the horoscope 
could not be told, nor its horoscopal 
features depended upon. These hair- 
splitting findings are the superficial- 
ites of life, like a com on the toe, or 
good or evil coming from one direction 
rather than from anoUier. It is the 
the good or the evil, and what matr 
ters it from whence it comes, pro- 
vided it comes. Time within an hour 
is reckoned by the moon, as corre- 
spondent of Saturn, and, as half a de- 
gree of moon signifies within 6 months 
what difference does that insignificant 
period of time amount to^ when the 
higher laws declare the good or the 
bad to be positive. Now, having given 
the philosophy by which the good and 
the bad operates, and as elucidated 
by the birth numbers on the wonder 
wheel, it only remains to explain how 
these different generations are alikr 
made better or worse, 

I have noted generations, or gen- 
erations inside of generations, or 
wheels inside of wheels, from Nep- 
tune, 14 years, to the earth revolving 
80 degrees in 2 hours; like cycles and 
epicycles from highest to lowest. The 
higher generations are modified by as 
many lower generations, as the time 
of the lower may be multiplied into 
the higher. This orderly system of 
multiplication or division, according 
to which way you figure, is the mathe- 
matical or scientific part of astron- 
omy, and a like orderly system of 
judging the effects of these modifica- 
tions is the sci^itific part of astrology. 

People bom in the same generation 
get, generally, the good or the bad that 
belongs to the generations in which 
they were bom, but, more nearly 
alike in some one or more of these 
generations, the nearer they are to 
the same day and hour. From the 
Neptune generation, If bom between 
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seven and fourteen years apart, Uier 
might get only a little general same- 
neas In ttaelr Neptune qualities,' while 
the Uranlan, Satnm, Jupiter and Mars 
qualities would be dltferent, and the 
others might or might not be the 
same. We are stating this only on a 
general principle, and not to ^act- 
nesB, merely to show the philosophy of 
differentiation. As a matter of fact, 
of course, we know that no two per- 
sons, nor two blades of grass are pre- 
cl^Iy alike, even thougih Uiey be 
twins. 

In this order of generations, or 
planetary influences kindly note this 
fact: — Leaving out Neptune, the sun 
stands in the centre of them In length 
of generation, but, do not forget that 
the aun does not make the morement, 
of SO days. It Is the earth that moves. 
So let ue take sun out of the order, 
for the purpose of elucidating a much 
misunderstood matter concerning 
ancient claims, and put earth in the 
sun's place and we would then have 
earth In the centre of this array of in- 
fluences. As follows: — Uranus 7 
years, Saturn 2 1-2 years, Jupiter 1 
year. Hara 2 months, earth 30 days, 
Venus 19 days. Mercury 7 days, moon 
2 1-2 days, and the Mundane influence 
(or mid-heaven) 2 hours. Was not this 
what the ancients meant by the earth 
tming In the centre. In matters tA cal- 
culation It does stand In the centre 
of yearly considerations and daily con- 
siderations, and might not Qallleo and 
the priests have contended over As- 
trology matters which they did not 
clearly understand. Surely the build- 
ers of the Pyramids and the Sphinx, 
did not believe the sun revolved about 
the earth; nor did Isaiah believe the 
earth was flat when speaking of "sit- 
ting on the girdle of the earth." We 
speOik of this matter here because, in 
consideration of the order of genera- 
tions (or planetary Influences) It 
seems as If this may show the anclmit 
meaning when speaking of the earth 
in the centre, and in so speaking the 
sun was not considered in the qnes- 
tion at all. From the sun outward 
towards Neptune, all astronomical 
books today show earth In the centre 
of the bodies revolving about the sun, 
wben Including moon, and the axis of 
the earth. 



PLANETARY HOURS. 

Clock bours are ot even length, re- 
gardless of Sunlight and darkness. 
Planetary hours are nnevea except 
about March 21 and Sept. 23. They 
divide daylight and darkness Into 12 
hours each. They are very useful tn 
Judging the condition of unseen forces 
at any Immediate time. In each ot 
the signs on the wheel ,yon will flnd 
a table similar to this. Eiach Is drawn 
for the time given at the left hand 
above the table. 

Etach table answers for IE days 
either side of the date given above 
the tahle. 




The flgures In the left hand. mldOle 
and right hand columns, give the 
clock times of the day. when the 
planetary hour begins. Look on the 
same line in one ot the other columns 
under the day of the week wanted, 
(dont forget that) and yon will find 
the symbol ot the planet that rules 
from that time to the time given on 
the following line. For Instance, in 
the table above, flnd 7.34 A. If. On 
same line yon will flnd 3.24 P. H., and 
10.16 P. M. For those times to the 
next following times (8.41, 4,81 and 
11.09). Mwcury would rule on Son- 
day, Jupiter on Monday, Tenns on 
Tuesday, Saturn on Wednesday, Sim 
on Thursday, Moon on Friday, and 
Mars on Saturday. In this same way, 
as quickly as a flash, you can flnd the 
planetary ruler for any hour at any 
time of the year and witbout any bead 
splitting mathematics. 

Do not expect this to be 
Infallfable In matters of curiosity or 
common associates, but surely In se- 
rious or uunsual cases, ewedatly ■■ 
to whether the outcome will be good 
or bad. Heed them strtctly and yon 
will Boon overcome many ot roar Ut 







to illustrate the blendings of various IawS in one and the sa 
Much atudy may be given to this cut, if one la so inclined. 
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tie worries and disappointments* and 
will encourage beneficial vibrations. 

Troubles are most likely In Saturn 
or Mars' hours. Money or pleasures 
are most likely In Jupiter and Venus' 
hours. Promotion or credit in Sun 
hour. Sharp work in Mercury hour. 

If you wish to calculate the houro 
for yourself, by reason of any differ- 
ence of latitude, you can do so most 
easily by the following rule. 

Double the time of Sunrise and It 
gives you the length of the night. 

Substract the length of the nlghc 
from 24 and It gives the length of the 
day. 

Divide the length of the day by 2, 
and point tae answer off into hours 
and minutes. 

Ck>nvert these hours and minutes 
into minutes and divide the answer 
by 6, and it will give the length of the 
Planetary Hout for the daytime, for 
such time In the year as you are cal- 
culating. For instance: 

Hours. 

Sunrise 7.30 

Double it 2 

Gives length of night 15.00 

Substract length of night from.. 24.00 

15.00 



Gives length of day 9.00 

Divide length of day by 2, = 4 h. 3* m. 
Reduce 4 h. 30. m to minutes: 
4 X 60 -f- 30 = 270 minutes. 
Divide these minutes by 6: 

270 -f- 6 = 45 miniutes. 
45 minutes then is the length of a 
Planetary Honr, when the length of 
the day is 9 hours. 

For length of the night hours, do the 
sum same way only using 15 hours, 
as length of night, instead of 9 hours. 

To get the Planet Ruling at any 
hour, first get the number of hours 
between Sunrise and the time desired, 
and multiply the answer by 60, and 
divide by the length of the Planetary 
Hour, and the answer will give you 



the number of the Planetary Hour 
since Sunrise. For instance, what 
hour will 10 o'clock cu m. be, with 
Sunrise at 7.30. First substract 7.30 

from 10, 10.00 

7.30 

2.30 
Multiply the hours by 60, 60 

120 

Add the 30 minutes 30 

Total 160 

Divide by length of hour: 

150 H- 45 = 3 16/45. 
It shows that 3 hours have passed 
and the time is 116 minutes Into the 
4th hour. 

What planet mlesV We must know 
the day of the week, for eacfh planet 
has its own day to rule the 1st hour 
from sunrise. The others follow in 
regular order from that time as fol- 
lows: 

Sunday-^un, Venus, Mercury, Moon, 
Saturn, Jupiter, Mars, and so on 
repeating which will bring the rul- 
ing as follows toe 
Monday— Moon, ^tum, Jupiter, Mars, 
Sun, Venus, M«ercury, and so on, to 
Tuesday— Mars, fiun, Venus, Mercury, 

Moon, iSaturn, Jitter, and to 
Wednesday— Mercury, Moon, •Saturn, 

Jupiter, Mars, Sun, Venus, to 
Thursday— Jupiter, Mars, SUn, Venus, 

Mercury, Moon, Saturn, to 
Friday— Venus, Mercury, Moon, Sat- 
urn, Jupiter, Mars, Sun, to 
Saturday— Saturn, Jupiter, Mars, Sun, 
Venus, Mercury, Moon. 
Therefore the ruler of the 4th hour, 
by the above would be /^: 

Moon, if it were Sunday, 
Mars, if it were Monday, 
Mercury, if it were Tuesday, 
Jupiter, if it were Wednesday, 
Venus, if It were Thursday, 
Saturn, if it were Friday, 
Sun, if it were Saturday. 
By the time that you had learned 
this fact by calculation, the Hour 
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Would be gone, and your mind would 
be perplexed over your sum, but by 
the Tabula Magus, you would only 
have to look at the January 1 Table, 
when the lenglih of day is about 9.27 
and you see that on the line 9.41, all 
the way across are the rulers of the 
4th hour from Sunrise, under ' the 
several days of the week. Just as this 
long Mathematical, but simplest 
method of calculation has <given it 

8o, no matter what Latitude you 
may be in, you have only to Change 
the Table from ttie Month, as given 
for Washington time, to fit the Month, 
having length of days, nearest to the 
lengths as given on page 29, and you 
cannot get far away from the Mark. 

One^half of a degree of the moon is 
quite near enough for all practical 
porposes, and that must be contained 
in a Planetary Hour. 

Note the decanates on the Wonder 
Wheel and learn that they run exactly 
as the planetary houro run, and note 
again that the middle decanate of 
each succeeding Zodiacal sign, marks 
the days of the week in regular order, 
beginning with Sunday, as the first 
day in the first sign Aries. 

Many other curious things might be 
called to your attention, even to the 
order of these planetary rulings In 
the foetus, and embryo before birth. 



For this lesson I will give a primary 
idea of reading, just as a hint of how 
to use the wheel. Suppose the date of 
birth is April 16. 

Of course, I can tell without looking 
at wheel or anything else, that the 15th 
of April is somewhere near the 25th de- 
gree of Aries. That comes to me by 
practice. All quick and ready con- 
clusions come by practice. No one 
can do anything easily except by prac- 
tice. I learned to walk and to talk, 
and to eat and drink in a civilized 
manner by practice. Sleeping is about 
the only thing that I can think of 
that comes to us without practice. Our 
body, or our brain are nothing but 
machines. If we want to get good 
work, or good results from either of 
them, we must leam to use them by 
practice. There is no royal road to 



mental knowledge nor to physical 
power except by practice, yet, some 
at birth are equipped with better men- 
tal or physical machines to practice 
with, than others are. Thought is but 
a mode at mechanism, man is a spirit- 
ual machine. We are now trying to 
leam the calibre and the "make," of 
the mental not the physical 
machinery of a person bom 
April 15, without year or hour. All 
men (or mentalities) on that day are 
mental machines of the self same 
make; from the self same manufac- 
tory in the heavens, no matter who 
the mortal workman was that produc- 
ed it,' nor what particular filigrees, or 
extra accoutrements he has put with 
it, or with what carelessless he per- 
formed his work. The metal used in the 
construction of every mental machine 
made on the 15th of April, is from the 
same great eternal mental caldron of 
the heavens, watched over and guard- 
ed by the sun and his chief compound- 
er of metals, (Vulcan) who invariably 
sends to earth each particular day, the 
self same Basic qualities of Sun's rays, 
called "Manna." 

Whoever eats of this "manna," to 
multiply or to increase the life of 
man on earth in mental or mortal 
state, must partake of the self same 
"manna" that others partake of on the 
self same day, because there is no 
other. 

To understand what Astrology is, 
this philosophical digression from the 
straight course of the lesson, is of far 
more importance to comprehend than 
all the mathmetical tables, and horo- 
scopes and plannets bom under, and is 
of greater value than all the thumb 
rules, or the morbid evacuation of As- 
trologic lexicons, copied and recopied 
by compilers who quite often fail, even 
to comprehend the meaning of the 
words therein used. No doubt the in- 
tention of these gleaners are good, and, 
their efforts are to good purpose in 
awakening the slumbering spirit in 
man, but, "hell is paved with good 
intentions." 

It is better to get at the Tmth, if we 
can, without the perplexities of the 
hell state, or at least it is better to 
pass on from that state as quickly .as 
the mind is able to grasp the straight 
and the narow pathway to Astrologic

Truth, and to get away from those de- 
lusive paths that promise dollars to the 
purse, for the purpose of piling misery 
upon the soul. The laws of Truth do 
not differ much from the laws at 
Error, but, ''a miss is as good as a 
mile." Now to the lesson: 

I said that by practice I would im- 
mediately say April 15, would be about 
the 25th degree of Aries, but if I stop 
a minute to think I would say 24th de- 
gree, because the sun, as shown on the 
wheel enters Aries, each year, on the 
21st of March generally. It varies a 
little. To prove this we look on the 
wheel in the Circle of Days, and we 
find April 15, is the dividing line be- 
tween the 5th and 6th ring, from the 
Cusp of Aries. Each ring represents 5 
days, then 5 times 5 is 25, showing that 
April 15 is the 25th day after the sun 
enters Aries. Now, the sun moves 
forward one degree per day, therefore 
if it is 25 days since the sun crossed 
the Cusp of Aries, then the sun must 
be in the 25th degree of Aries, on the 
15th of April. But is it? To be more 
sure I look at the wheel at the Cusp 
of Aries, and it says 21 March under 
the picture of the lamb, therefore it is 
the 21th. But some people cannot do 
it this way. So we use a straight edge 
running out from the left nostril of the 
photo, and that hits it near enough 
for those who cannot do fine work. We 
know it is in Aries, anyway, and the 
Tablet for Aries says "Independent" 

Now we know the foundation 
quality of the person bom on April 15, 
and, no matter what his horoscope or 
his stars may say for good or for bad 
after that, we know that he will use 
everything that they give him in some 
sort of an independent way, and 
quite differently from the same gifts 
in the lives of other people of the Zod- 
iac. Of course an independent man 
will use a dollar, or a club, quite dif- 
ferently than a servile cowed down 
slave, hence it is impossible to judge 
the good or the evil of dollars or clubs, 
without first knowing what kind of a 
fellow, is going to use them. Then, 
again, perhaps an independ^it fellow 
might not need as many dollars nor as 
many clubs as one who is dependent 
upon such things. Herein lies the key 
to the law of judgement in Astrology, 
and True Astrology is the judgement, 



and not the figure of the heavens. If 
you have no power to judge, then toi 
thousand figures and ten thousand 
books would never do you any good in 
Astrology. 

The one word, "Independent," sug- 
gests a host of ideas to anyone who 
knows how to apply it. There are 
various kinds of independence^ so w^ 
next want to know what kind of inde- 
pendence this fellow has, bom on the 
15th of April. So we see what the De- 
canate is on the outter edge of Aries. 

The 25th or 24th degree of Aries, is 
right over the 3d Decanate, and the 
Decanate is marked Venus. 

Well, the D^anate is ruled by Ven- 
us, so the independence is of the Ven- 
us type. But, of what type ia the in- 
dependence of itself; that kind that 
rules the whole sign. 

Liook into the little three-cornered 
space, over the symbol of Aries, and 
it says, "Lord Mars." That means 
that Mars rules the whole of Aries, 
but the last Decanate is sub-ruled by 
Venus, just as a governor rules a 
state, while a city in that state is 
sub-ruled by a mayor. The mayor has 
to obey the laws of the stat}e, al- 
though chief of the city. So Venus 
sub-rules the particular kind of mar- 
tial independence which the person 
born March 15, possesses. Instead of 
saying "sub-ruler," in Astrology, we 
use the term "Modifyer." Therefore 
Venus modifies the martial independ- 
ence. In reality there is no FuUng of 
these places by any planets, unless 
the planets are actually in those 
places, but the quality of the planets 
and the places they are saidT to rule, 
are of similar nature. Ancient Astrol- 
ogers, instettd of using such yolumes 
of words, as w^ today use to express 
a few ideas, used a Very few signs 
by which they could express volumeB 
of ideas. By looking at the signs on 
the wheiel and the Lords of the Signs, 
and then at the Tablets of the Signs, 
and we get a complete idea of the na- 
ture of the signs and also of the 
planets. 

Mars then is an independent and a 
magnetic power, as per his ta^bleta— 
Aries and Scorpio — and Venua ia a de* 
termined and an intuitiye power, as 
per her tablets— Taurus and Libra,. 
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Elach sign that a planet is Lord of 
partakes somewhat of the quality of 
the other sign that the planet rules, 
because the two signs are in reality 
only the other side of the circle, 
which the( planet makes in going 
around the sun, so Mam is independ- 
ent and magnetic, and Venus is de- 
termined and intuitiye, so the quality 
of the person bom . jjti ii I'B is in- 
tuitiyely determined in his magnetic 
independence. We have got him down 
pretty fine, but, we can get him finer, 
before we attend to anything else. 

We now look at the "Terms," as 
shown on the wheel. ' We find that 
Mars rules the term from the 2l8t 
to the 26th degree, hence Venus has 
not any great showing after all, as 
the Mars nature predominates. It 
would signify that so long as the 
Aries independence was not provoked, 
the Venus mixture would make it 
quite agreeable. 

The Judgment relative to planeibi, 
aside from what I have given, is the 
easiest part of Astrology. People 

who draw Horoscopes first are like the 
girl who gets a straw out of her 
brooin to try her baking with before 
she has pan, fiour or anything else. 
Going at her work 'hind side first. We 
cannot make a silk purse out of a 
bow's ear, and the aspects, or direc- 
tions cannot change the Basic Quality, 
for the Basic is the Destiny of the ESgo. 

The disease of a patient will Invari- 
ably run its course, exactly in accord- 
ance with the astro infiuences. 

If now you wish to go further into 
the Horoscope then get the Horos- 
copal Houses by the law which goes 
with the wheel and read the Horos- 
cope by counting the houses the sev- 
eral planets are in from the ascend- 
ant or 10th houses, but let the sign 
infiuences alone, because signs do not 
belong to Horoscope. They have a 
secondary correspondental Influence 
and that is all. And all of this is done 
with the Wonder W^ieel and without 
tables of houses or tantalizing Mathe- 
matics. By Mathematics you would 
only arrive at the same conclusions if 
you did your work properly. 

No matter how far we advance in 
knowledge, there is just as much more 
knowledge further on. 
No system of itself is complete and 



perfect There is none perfect, save 
One, and that one is AIL 

We would advise beginners in astrol- 
ogy not to attempt too many of these 
various methods of judging until well 
up in an understanding of the basic 
laws. When one has learned the phil- 
osophy and scientific method as sim- 
plified in our practical methods^ then 
one will be well equipped for compli- 
cations and all other methods of judg- 
ing, until, in adeptship one can read 
the heavens upside down, cris-cross or 
any other way without becoming con- 
fused. What we have given is all that 
a beginner should attempt until per- 
fected therein. 

All nature is made up of a 
wheel within a wheel, or a circle of in- 
fiuences. These circles are in con- 
stant process of change in both the 
material and the spiritual realms. 
These circles not only revolve, but 
in their revolving assume a progres- 
sive spiral movement, which as a 
whole creates a ball, just as a ball of 
twine is created. If you can grasp 
an idea from this crude method of 
statement, then you may perceive how 
the years roll on, precisely the same 
in principle (or first consideration) 
and yet not the same under second 
thought. The earth goes through its 
years of life and its age, the same 
as a human being in prinicple, and 
yet not the same in thought, for the 
world thought, (or manifestation) is 
not the same today as it was in past 
years. As the ball of twine in its 
fullness is dependent upon the first 
strand at the centre within, so is this 
present age of thought (man) depend- 
ent upon the thought (man) of pre- 
historic time. The gatherings of un- 
derstanding in the past, are all within 
the hearts or the brain of the present, 
but the ever-existing present, is but 
a continuation of the winding of the 
twine, and of itself (independent of 
what it possesses from within) is but 
the expression of the within, (due to 
the efforts of the past), and not to 
any superior wisdom of its own. The 
past is as full of truth and of error 
as is the present — probably no more 
nor less so— and in both instances, an 
astrologic analysis will prove that er- 
rors are of the head and never of the 
heart Errors are always due to the 
personal side of life and never to the 
individual side. 
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Read 

for tbe year the saaarea trines. etc^ 
Just as the birth sign was read* only 
remember that these are but momen- 
tary or quickly passing influences and 
interests, while the birth influences 
are apt to hold more or less through 
the whole life. The birth influences 
of course are stronger or are in har- 
mony with the influences of the year 
of life, when the year of life appears 
in a birth sign, or in sextile or in 
trine with it, and weakened or an- 
tagonized when the year of life is 
in square or in opposition to the birth 
sign. If your year of life appears in a 
sign where a good planet was at birth, 
then the planet helps that year, but 
if a bad planet is there then it hin- 
ders that year. By what we have prev- 
iously said you will probably realize 
that no planet is good when it is in 
square or opposition with a birth 
point, and no planet is bad when it is 
in trine with or sextile with a birth 
point. 



A SUMMING UP- 

Wherever any planet may be at the 
time of an event, ^ that plaoe in the 
••Circle of Days," or ••Degree Circle," 
Is the Birth Point of that planet, just 
as the Date of the event in the Cir- 
cle of Days, is the Birth Point of the 
Sun, or the f olar Katare of the event. 
From these Birth Points,* the rays 
squares, trines, oppositions, etc., etc., 
must be considered, as follows : 

1 — The nature of the planet itself. 

S — It* 8 normality or abnormality, ie, 
free, aspected, or, in any other way in 
harmony or discord with the planets 
or the elemental qualities of the signs 
their nature, polarities and possibly 
their color blendings, but the aspects 
are the main consideration. 

3 — The nature of the stars good or 
bad, etc., of the above, blended with 
the normal nature of the planet and 
the modifying effects carefully weighed 

4 — The power of continuance of these 
different factors in the rays, whether 
permanent, temporary, common, fixed, 
etc., etc. -These are termed ••Friend- 
ships," or the relationship of life in 
the individual, as in tke planets. There 



are three grades of relationship, vii : 
friendship, acquaintanceship a^d enmity, 
and these may be permanent or tem- 
porary. 

A planet In its own sign or corres- 
spending house, when an event oocun 
signifies permanent relationship. Else- 
where it denotes but temporary rela- 
tionship. 

When a planet is in his own sign, but 
not in his own house, then he is not as 
permanent as if in both sign and house, 
although in one way he might be s 
friend in another way he might be an 
enemy. 

True friends are not accounted less 
he planet is in every way strong. If in 
every way weak, then, he should be care- 
fully considered and prudently dealt 

with, because by nature he is a habitual 
foe. The true friendly condition of the 
planet by its dignity or its strength may 
be depended upon if normal or free, 
but if abnormal even though strong, 
there are the aspecting influences of the 
planet to be considered. Hence the 
strong planet is a friend in matters de- 
noted by his power or dignity. An 
acquaintance in matters of his weakness 
and if wholly weak, then a natural ene- 
my. 

6 — The above blending^ of modifica' 
tions, etc., will denote the whole 
story of the planet, as it relates to an 
event or a life. As the modified con- 
dition may be. so will the event b^t 
whenever any planet. Sun, Moon, or other 
factor, in any way, at any after time, gets 
into any one of the aspects, and ek- 
oites the Birth Condition to act, in ac- 
cordance with the Birth Promise, which 
was contained in the positions and as- 
pects of the planets at birth. 

The entire laws of Astrology can be 
stated in no simpler manner. All that 
remains is to find when some planet is 
in or near such Birth Points and as- 
pects, and act accordingly. The figure 
7 is a symbol of opposition, as every 
planet, and everything is i>olarized at 
the seventh epoch. 6 or sex is per- 
fection. •• Remember the seventh day 
(didy — diable, or opposite) and keep it 
holy (sacred)." To do this find out 
the Septennial period of each planet, 
as in both the Zodiac, the Horoscope, 
and in your individual life, and die 
greatest secret to success is attalaed, in 
all planetary operations excepting Saturn 
who is not so diabolic in opposition 
as at his squares, yet, depressing at 
either point. 



A USEFUL TABLE, 



We present, herewith, a Table of the 
Annual Conjunction ci the Sun with 
Uranus, Saturn and Jupiter,, whereby 
the student may note their locaticm 
from year to year, 1821 to 1006. 

Mars, Moon and the inferior planets — 
rulers of the superficial social affairs 
of Life, change too quickly to be easily 
tabulated; yet, no matter where Sun 
may be, Venus and Mercury are never 
more than one Sign from Sun, and the 
Moon invariably forms every good and 
bad aspect to every point in the heavens 
every fifteen days, hence whatever may 
affect the Sun, must similarly affect the 
Moon, in the time of the Sun's approach 
to or departure from any body or point 
in the heavens. 

Hence, when a Primary Influence is 
operating, the Secondary Influence may 
alternate from good to bad, but that 
influence which corresponds with the 
one the Sun is under must be the 
stronger upon the life, by virtue of the 
two forces acting together. Herein we 
see the law of Destiny and of Free Will. 
Under the contrary aspects of Moon 
with Sun, the Individual Mind imagines 
itself free to act its own pleasure, and 
boasts thereof, but, when the Moon 
reaches the Aspect in harmony with 
the Sun, then the Individual recognizes 
barriers to its will that it had failed to 
recognize. By this we may realize that 
the Superior Testimonies are the better 
ones for us to depend upon, for the 
others are but ephemerial divergencies. 

This Table gives us a method by 
which to approximate our truly good 
and troublesome times, and also a 
means of judging the good or evil of 
these superior planets upon our life. 

IX)OK down the columns of years in 
Table and find your own Tear of Birth. 
On that line you will see the days of the 
Months In that, year when Sun arrives 
at the places occupied by Uranus, 
Saturn, and Jupiter. Note how many 



months or days, or degrees or signs, 
these planets were from your own birth 
month or birth day, or birth sign, or 
birth degree, and as the aspects are so 
were these planets at your birth. Mark 
these planets in the wheel as given on 
the line, if you cannot judge the aspect 
mentally. . 

Example: — Suppose I was bom Mch. 
30, 1845. I look for that year and find 
Sun was in conjunction with Uranus 
March 26, in Aries 6; with Saturn, Jan. 
29, in Aquarius 9 and with Jupiter, 
April 6, in Aries 17. Now as my birth 
point was Mch. 30, then Uranus was 
four days, or four degrees behind my 
Sun, and Jupiter was 7 degrees ahead 
of Sun. Hence I was bom between the 
conjunctions of these two planets with 
Sun. 

Now my Sun was in 10 degrees of 
Aries, and Saturn was in 9 degrees of 
Aquarius. That would be a close sex- 
tile, but, Saturn was in Aquarius Janu- 
ary 29, when Sun was there also. As 
Sun by March 30 had moved forward 
to Aries 10, then Saturn must have 
moved some, and would be a few de- 
grees further on in Aquarius. It is 
near enough to say that Saturn was in 
sextile. So my birth was, by this Table, 
imdcr the mixed influences of Uranus, 
Saturn and Jupiter. 

If one's month of birth is exactly 
two or four months from the dates of 
these planets as given on the line of the 
birth year, then these planets favor the 
life by their best influences; but, if ex- 
actly three or six months, then they 
annoy the life by their worst influences. 
If one's time of birth is the same, or 
within a few days of the same, as 
marked on the year line, the Uranian 
and the Saturn influence would be bad, 
but the Jupiter influence good, as per 
the laws of Sun conjunction with 
Uranus, Saturn or Jupiter. 

A Jupiter conjunction with Sun 
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Birth point always gives one means, or 
ready friends.. These conditions of 
times and aspects are same as hereto- 
fore given, so if you have attended to 
an understanding of the wheel, you can- 
not fail to utilize this table and aston- 
ish people by so quickly telling them 
the conditions of their life. 

Knowing the signs, etc., which form 
good aspects to the Birth Point, just 
follow the years along till you come to 
them, and they are the years in one's 
life that were fortunate according to 
the planet's power. (See pagQ 20 of 
the Lessons.) 

The years of bad aspects may be 
found in same way. 

Of course the Sun can form conjunc- 
tion with a superior planet but once a 
year, as per the date and degree of. 
Sign given, but, as the Sun moves on 
and completes another circle (year) 
before it conjuncts again, it thereby 
forms all of the various aspects to the 
planet, and very nearly to the same 
place. The differences in the places of 
these planets from line to line, is the 
amount of progress they make while 
the Sun is going around the entire cir- 
cle. In this year's time, Jupiter moves 
about 30 degrees, so for five, six or seven 
months from the conjunction we would 
add or subtract 15 degrees, for 3 months 
10 degrees, and for 9 months 20 degrees. 

The movements of Uranus and Saturn 
are so slow, that the approximation by 
monthly aspects will be near enough. 
They appear to move faster or slower 
at different times of the year, but that 
is due to earth motion. From Sun to 
Sun (so called) there is no great varia- 
tion from the times given in our Table 
of Celestial Periods. 

This table of Sun's conjimctions for 
quick approximated readings is entirely 
new and original. This is the first time 
published.

JUPITER in Aries.— Gives physical 
power. In Taurus. — ^Pride and love of 
public life. In Gremini. — ^Extreme execu- 
tive ability. In Cancer. — ^Enlarged busi- 
ness ideals. In Leo. — ^Love of public 
life or associations. In Virgo. — Love of 
new scenes and places. In Libra. — Gives 
pride and feelings of self-impcrtanoe. In 
Scoipio. — Makes one quiet or inexpres- 
sive. In Sagittarius.— Gives one enmgy 
and perseverance. In Ci^iriocHni.— 
Makes one faithful, refined and loving. 
In Aquarius. — Gives one aristocratie 
ways, or fondness for music In Pisces. 
— Givea one skill and disposed to art or 
education.

The Sign a planet is in quite often 
denotes the nature of the locality of 
the one represented by the. planet, or the 
elemental conditions most prominent in 
his life. For instance: 

In Aries, Leo or Sagittarius, near or 
dealing with fire or inflammatory af- 
fairs. Aries, somewhat exclusive. Leo, 
more prominent or expansive. Sagit- 
tarius, more pretentious and self-glorify- 
ing. In Taurus, Virgo, or Capricorn, 
more devoted to earthy things, or 
worldly necessities. Taurus, perfected 
earth, as articles created from hides. 
Virgo, the products of earth, or foods. 
Capricorn, the earth itself, like farming 
or explorations. In Gemini, Libra, or 
Aquarius, near or dealing with ethereal 
or airy matters, intellectual or mental 
forces, lofty places or gauzy interests. 
Gremini, literature, or commerce. Libra, 
matters of justice, taste and beauty. 
Aquarius, matters of greatest usefulness 
to fellow-beings, etc. In Cancer, 

Scorpio, or Pisces, near or dealing with 
liquids, or changing matters. Cancer, 
pure, running and transparent liquids. 
Scorpio, Stagnant or Sedimented liquids. 
Pisces, large volumes of liquid. 

In the great Brotherhood of Man, 
Aries denotes the Germal Life, Taurus, 
the products of the germ; Gemini the 
brotherhood of the products, or children 
of the germ. Cancer' denotes the Home, 
or Family Altar, the Mother's haven of 
rest, and the Father's ambition. Cancer 
is in reality the beginning and enamg 
of all things, the root of the tree, from 
which the life starts, and to which poiiit 
it must return. Cancer is likened to the 
ever-moving waters of the River of Life. 
For human beings to be in harmony 
with Nature, their conceptions should 
occur while Sun is passing through 
Cancer. Leo signifies the heart- joys of 
Nature. Virgo signifies the fruitage. 
Libra denotes the Germal Life of the 



other half, or the duality, Scorpio its 
products. Sagittarius the brotherhood of 
its products, or children of the dual 
germ. Capricorn, the Home of the Dual 
energy. (Heme is made up of two 
qualities, exterior operations known as 
business, and interior operations known 
as household matters. The Home of the 
One Half of Human Life is the Business 
of the other Half. The two Halves in 
perfect imion create a happy and well- 
provided home.) Aquarius, the Anti- 
thesic, or polarity of Leo, is the heart 
joys of the other half, and Pisces is the 
fruitage thereof. 

When these significances, applicable to 
the great Brotherhood of Man, are ap- 
plied to single personalities, we seldom 
find the personal life in harmony with 
the Brotherhood life, for all are not con- 
ceived when Sun is entering Cancer. 

Such conception would produce Births, 
with Birth Numbers exactly as pre- 
sented on the Wheel, 1 for Aries, 2 for 
Taurus, etc. 

Births at other times, commence at 
some of the other numbers, from 2 to 
12; and they are therefore as much out 
of harmony with each other as are the 
droppings of windfall apples. Only the 
perfect fruit, in harmony with the tiee» 
continues to the harvest. 

So, from the Birth point of each^ the 
personal life germ starts, and the prod- 
ucts of the germ are the succeeding num- 
ber, and so on. Hence, the relati<HiBhipe 
of personalities, one with another, may, 
by the mixture of Brotherhood and 
Personal Birth Numbers, be quite dif- 
ferent from the relationship of each of the 
same persons to the Great Brotlmhood 
of Man. In this way the yarioas com- 
binations are so great that no two are 
alike. The. time will come when Mui- 
kind will purify itself into distlBet 
classifications, — not purse-proud distino- 
tions — but Zodiacal daasifietttioiis 
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and sub-classifications. That will 

be the True Pinnacle of Civilization. 

In Physical Characteristics — governed 
by the Horoscope — ^we are again indis- 
criminately mixed, hence, beginning with 
the Eastern point of the heavens at 
bii*th, called the Ascendant, the circle 
of the Horizon is divided into 12 depart- 
ments, numbered consecutively as the 
Signs. Planets in these departments 
are said to signify: 

In 1 — Self^ 2 — ^Personal Gk)ods; 3 — 
Brothers, Neighbors or Letters; 4 Father's 
standing, or Mother's Disposition, or the 
condition of one's Home Life in general; 
5 — the Heart's joys, or disposition of 
one's children; 6 — Distant relatives, ser- 
vants, and such secondary relationships, 
and nature of health; 7 — ^Disposition, or 
quality of marriage or business partner; 
8 — ^The nature of their personal prop- 
erty; 9 — ^The disposition of one's opin- 
ions, religious views, or of strangers; 
10 — ^The quality of business operations, 
or of employers; 11 — ^Disposition of 
Friends; 12 — ^Disposition of Enemies. 

For instance, in these several depart- 
ments, 

UKANUS signifies queer people and 
things, unexpected events, and obstacles 
to the department which it occupies, 
and also to the other departments to 
which it is in opposition and in square, 
but it favors the departments which it 
aspects by trine, or sextile. Hence one 
to receive benefit by Uranus people or 
goods or events, as denoted by the house 
it is in, it must receive them at the 
times when the Sun or Moon are in the 
trines or sextiles to the planet Uranus. 

In like manner with the other planets. 

SATURN signifies old, sedate, or la- 
boring people, or scientific people, old 
goods, earthy matters, or slow events. 

JUPITER signifies religious, monied, 
pompous, self-glorious people, goods of 
worldly value, or popular events. 

MARS signifies Mechanical, Surgical, 
Military or Forceful people; Hot or 
Bright goods or quick, serious events. 

SUN signifies Employers, Ofiicials or 
<^cious people. Goods of public import- 
ance, or events hard to conceal. 



VENUS signifies opposite sex, fas- 
tidious, or artistic people, dainty goods, 
or pleasing events. 

MERCURY signifies young or active, 
unstable people. Intellectual matters, or 
busy events. 

MOON is common, and signifies any- 
thing and everything of ordinary im- 
portance and cbiily events, as she hap- 
pens from time to time to be aspected. 

Planets above the earth, or upon the 
side with the Sun, denote people open 
and frank. Under the earth, or on op- 
posite side of the Sun, denote secret 
workers. By this, the same planet may 
denote two classes, for it may be with 
the Sun, and also under the earth. 

Wherever an afflicting planet is, de- 
notes the nature of the locality where 
the afflicting party will be met. Its re- 
lationship is denoted by the Sign or 
House it rules. 

A Planet in a Sign, or House, is as 
if the Planet was in conjunction with 
the Planet that rules the Sign or House. 
Hence, the Planet's own nature is 
changed, and it cannot act normally. 
In judging these changes of planetary 
natures it requires good ability for 
analysis, or good ideas of chemistry. 
For instance, Jupiter might be in 
Scorpio, in the 3d House and in bodily 
conjunction with Saturn, squared by 
Venus, and in opposition to Uranus. 
This would make a general mixup of all 
the planets. It would be risky to at- 
tempt Horoscopal judgment, but Solar 
and Lunar judgments would be quite 
easy, for each planet would operate in 
its own time in regular order of se- 
quence. Moon and Mercury show ten- 
dencies to the Mental Qualities. They 
should be well aspected to each other, 
otherwise they create Mental dissatis- 
factions, cynical, sarcastic or fault-find- 
ing inclinations. The nature of the ten- 
dency good or bad is shown by the 
planet that aspects them. 

When two planets are in good aspect 
to each other, no other planet can ever 
affect both of them evilly, hence the 
planet that is affecting one evilly, is 
affecting the other for good, and their 
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good aspects to each other help to 
modify the evil. 

When aspects are not close by de- 
grees of Signs, then they are weak, and 
the weaker they are by distance from 
exact degree, the less liable they are to 
manifest to any noticeable extent. 

The Ascendant, or 1st House by Sign 
and Planets in it and aspecting it, de- 
note the Disposition of the Mind; the 
Planet that lords the Sign on the Cusp 
gives further testimony, and he is biased 
by the Sign he is in and by the aspects 
to him. When you mix these as they 
should be you will have the Disposition 
of one's Character, but not the Charac- 
ter itself, for the Divine Character of 
Man is as the Sun, is Zodiacally related 
to the earth, at time of birth. From 
that Character Man cannot depart, but, 
by Progression he reaches out after 
other Characters and tries to imitate 
them, by Disposition. 

BUSINESS is ruled by every planet, 
for whatever one is engaged at, is one's 
business, but. Finance, or its equivalent, 
is generally favorable when Moon is in 
aspect with the Jupiter of one's birth, 
yet the bad aspects cause one to be too 
free or over-generous. The condition of 
Jupiter at birth denotes whether it will 
ever be of great or of little importance. 
Jupiter in 2d or 10th Houses of the 
Horoscope are also good testimonies, or 
in Tarus, Capricorn, Sagittarius or 
Pisces, but in Gemini or Virgo, Jupiter 
is not very promising. Jupiter in con- 
junction, or good aspect, with any planet 
but Venus or Mars, is favorable. With 
Mercury it gives good judgment, but in 
bad aspect with Mercury and the judg- 
ment is not good. 

MERCURY gives . activity in intellec- 
tual lines, Venus gives talent for music. 
Mars gives talent for art. These lines of 
operation will be favorable or imfavor- 
able as these planets are aspected by 
Sun or Moon, or as they are affected by 
the other planets, according to the 
qualities of those other planets, as here^ 
tofore given. » 

Venus rules the affections, while Mer- 
cury rules the passions, and these will 



dispose to Marriage, or Mutual associa- 
tions, for better or worse, according to 
the good or bad aspects of Sun or Moon 
to their places at birth, and, transiently 
as the Transits are. 

Bodily transits are conjunctions, while 
aspects are friendly relationships. 

Jupiter, Saturn, or any of the other 
planets as aspected by Sun or Moon, 
may give Marriage, but to- people or 
for purposes denoted by the planet as- 
pected. 

Planets in Taurus, Leo, Scorpio or 
Aquarius, give Fixed or Stable qualities, 
more so than in other Signs. In Aries, 
Cancer, Libra or Capricorn, they partake 
of Cardinal Virtues, or Capabuities to 
assimilate with surroundings, or prevail- 
ing notions. In Gremini, Virgo, Sagit- 
tarius and Pisces, they are more subject 
to environing conditions than elsewhere. 

Uranus in aspect with Sun or Moon 
causes good or bad changes of some 
kind. Mars causes energetic changes, 
and Mercury causes intellectual or com- 
mercial movements.' 

Changes, Removal and Travel come 
under one head. . Saturn in a fixed 
sign is never liable to change, but in 
common signs he might be easily 
frightened, or made very uneasy. 

Count the number of Signs the Moon 
is in from Sun, and taaX, will give the 
number of the House, the Part of For- 
tune is in. Whether you know your 
Hour of Birth or not, the Part of For- 
tune has nothing to do with Signs. The 
House it is in denotes one of the chief 
sources of your wealth. 

Notes of like character to these given, 
are innumerable. The more one at- 
tempts to master them, the more can.- 
fused one's mind is likely to become, es- 
pecially when one attempts to harmo- 
nize them with guessed-at Times of Birth. 

Once more, consider and heed the fol- 
lowing advice:— Read and Re-read the 
contents of this book, without any at- 
tempt to perform Horoscopal work. By 
so doing you will gradually absorb the 
true light and the philosophy of the 
heavens, and the simple laws of 12 De-

MATHEMATICS AND ASTROLOGY. 



It is high time that the world, with 
its eyes now opening to the wonders 
of Astrology, should learn that mathe- 
matics/ or the claim of presumptuous 
mathematicians, has done more to de- 
base Astrology and keep it in the back- 
ground than all the charlatans on rec- 
ord. 

Mathematicians of today are very apt 
to declare that they do not believe in 
the flimsy and hazy kind of Astrology 
known as Horary, 'ihey claim to be- 
lieve only in what they call Nativties, 
yet at the same time they advocate 
mathematical precision in arcs of direc- 
tion from a birth data correct to the 
minute. What is a correct data to the 
minute but an Horary aata. A "Na- 
tivity" and an "Horary Figure" mean 
precisely the same thing when the data 
ib from the exact mlnuce of a birth, 
whether that birth be the birth of a 
human being or an event in the life of 
a human being. An Horary Figure 
must be exact to the minute, but a Na- 
tivity may or may not be, and still it 
would be a Nativity. 

Who ever saw a picture of the Nativ- 
ity of the Saviour,'"drawn to the m>o- 
ment of birth, and yet in every gallery 
of paintings we may find a picture of 
the birth of the Saviour; and by the 
best of scholars it is termed the "Na- 
tivity of the Lord Jesus Christ" 

A strictly Horary Figure, of exact 
moment of birth is the only thing in 
Astrology that calls for the finer math- 
ematics. Without the exact minute of 
a birth Tables of Houses are .useless, 
and it is impossible to make correct 
arcs of direction. 

As the exact minute of a birth is 
almost impossible to get, this fact 
makes the mathematical part of Astrol- 
ogy a delusion and a snare, and yet 
nine-tenths of the students of Astrol- 
ogy go into mathematical hysterics 
after a will-o'-the wisp. 

The finer mathematics and spherical 
basis of Astrology, which calls for 
sidereal time, latitude, longitude, 
ascending degree, zenith, Tables .of 
Houses and arcs of direction, aside 
from simple rules of arithmetic and ap- 
proximated laws, belong almost exclu- 
sively to the Horary Branch of Astrol- 



ogy, which is not at all an ancient 
method, but is in reality a modem sys- 
tem but a few centuries old. 

This modem sjrstem, with its mathe- 
matical gymnastics, is in reality the 
hodge podge of Astrology, and true 
Astrology will never be appreciated 
nor intelligibly understood until these 
mathematicians are given a back seat 
and asked to use their g^iius in secur- 
ing accurate Horary times of birth, be- 
fore they attempt to force their claims 
into the field of Astrology. 

The term "mathematics" means any- 
thing, from the numbering of the signs 
1, 2, 3, etc., down to the most intricate 
trigonomical calculation, but the pre- 
tentious mathematics forced upon pure 
Astrology belongs only to the Horary 
system, and is contained in such ex- 
cellent works as "Dalton's Spherical 
Basis of Astrology," but this work is 
only useful to Horary Astrology. I 
know that many minds will at first dis- 
agree with me in this assertion, but 
they had better not argue against my 
statement unless Uiey wish to prove 
that they do not understand the sub- 
ject. 

Horary Astrology is generally con- 
sidered to be a figure drawn for the 
answering of immediate questions. 

The self-same mathematical law, or 
rules, are required for the casting of 
a figure for exact time of birth, as for 
the exact time of asking a question. So 
far as the mathematics go, there is no 
difference. 

What is this law. ▼♦ «o ephemeral. 
It is dependent upon an arc of the 
earth's diurnal movement in an hour's 
time, and that hour magnified to a cir- 
cle of 360 degrees is measured by arcs 
of direction, thereby obtaining sym- 
bols or correspondences to cycles of 
days, months and years: Such a circle 
is called a Horoscope, because, in real- 
ity, the entire circle of 12 Houses is 
nothing but an extended circle of the 
hour, divided into 12 departments. This 
same circle may be judged as the cir- 
cle of a day, a year or a century, but 
in that case the finer mathematics are 
not necessary. 

Only in the Horary features of As- 
trology are the finer mathematics 
called for, and unfortunately fbr mathv 
ematics, accurate birth data are so 
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few that mataematlGS are useless, ex- 
cept to thooe who fail to recognize that 
all of their fine mathematical labor is 
but time wasted. Mathematics do not 
enter at all into their correct findings, 
except it be the simple laws of arith- 
metic. The very first nonsense that a 
person gets into his head in an attempt 
to learn Astrology is that he must be- 
come proficient in casting a Horoscope, 
with or without a correct Horary data, 
and that all affairs of life depend upon 
the planet he is bom under and. the 
bouse of the horoscope it is situated in, 
and the aspects of other planets to it 
That is the very last thihg that a per- 
son should attempt to learn. 

A large number of Astrologic stu- 
dents learn that and nothing more, 
consequently they are always fiounder- 
Ing with mathematical problems,^ lord- 
ships and houses, and never really 
learn what true Astrology is. 

By reason of the mathematical prob- 
lems, relative to the Horary arcs of the 
earth's diurnal motion, true Astrology 
and Horary Astrology are indiscrim- 
inately mixed in nearly all of the books 
published, and strange to say, those 
who decry the Horary features as hazy 
and flimsy are the biggest sticklers for 
that grade of mathematics which are 
only needed for the Horary findings. 
Mathematics, simple or complex, is, of 
course, more oo* lees needed in Astrol- 
ogy, but no more so than in the mak- 
ing of a batch of bread, or in the mix- 
ing of paint. 

Might as well say that a servant girl 
cannot make good bread without using 
the multiplication table, or that a 
painter's boy cannot mix paint without 
knowledge of the rule of three, as to 
say that Astrologic judgment may not 
be arrived at without accurate sidereal 
time, logarithms or trigoncmietry. 

The Bast Angle in circular form, and 
divided into 12 equal parts, called 
"houses," is all there is to a natural 
horoscope, or a Natal Figure, with cen- 
tre of the earth in line with the sun 
always. 

As mathematics improved, mathema- 
ticians began to assume that the 
earth's natation should be considered 
in the hair-splitting features of an 
horoscope, hence artificial hours were 
advocated, in order to give mathe- 



matics an opportunity to display its 
genius in an artificial Horoscope of 
uneven houses. 

These mathematical assumpticms 
have done more to destroy the* bene- 
fits of Astrology to the world at large 
than, any religious prejudice to the 
science and they did much to drive As- 
trology into the hands of a few, who, 
though being good mathematicians, 
were not always good astrologers. 

Losing sight of the True Astrology, 
by reason of the mathematically im- 
posed Artificial Astrology, the world 
sickened of the detailed pretensions, 
and Astrok>gy lost its hold upoa the 
religious minded, and religious truth 
began to follow the downfall of As- 
trology. 

There is an Astrology in the heavens, 
not dependent upon the moment of 
birth, not dependent upon Tables of 
Houses, not dependent upon the com- 
puting of arcs of direction, other than 
by simple addition or counting; not de- 
pendent upon anything more than the 
places of the planets at birth and an 
oridnary almanac. 

When one has learned to appreciate 
the simple laws of Astrology as taught 
by the Wonder Wheel, he will have 
become master over any of the features 
that Horary Astrology reveals, and 
would therefore find little need to 
waste time in the studying of sidereal 
time, latitude, longitude, horary arcs 
and cusps of houses. 

Let the mathematical and accurate 
Horoscopal findings alone, until at- 
tending physicians learn to record 
birth times by the aid of a stop-watch, 
as races are timed. 

Plenty of mathematical cranks will 
study out the superficial details of 
life, when they happen to be favored 
with accurate data. I am crank enough 
myself to do it, but I sacrifice both 
time and money. However, with an 
exact data I have already a system 
which will reach accurate results in 
quarter the time required in the ordi- 
nary methods. 

It is time, time and the division of 
time— hours, days, inonths or years— 
that come by law 6f destiny to the 
human race. 

Striking events may strike like a 
post-pouhder, but no post-pounder 
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strikes without a train of causes lead- 
ing up to the striking. Brents marked 
mathematically exact, destroy every 
vestige ot free moral will, and makes 
man purely a creAure of fate. 

Time creeps upon all alike, and, As- 
irologically, pretty much the same way 
in the life of all. The details of life 
are good or bad, according to the 
Higher Astrology and not according to 
the symbolical Deatures of houses and 
lordships and assumed birth-times. 

EfVents creep upon us like the slowly 
approaching seasons or the fallings of 
night, and quite often an apparently 
fortunate detail in life is the very 
means to produce our ruin, and vice 
versa. 

The wise man by noting the move- 
ments of time, by hours, days, months 
or years, finds a remarkable corre- 
spondence in all these movements, and 
by a combination of laws, by which 
common sense more than mathematics 
may act ttie part of judge and jury, is 
enabled to prepare for any approach- 
ing changes, without mathematical 
hysterics. 

Only a fool runs at all times to catch 
a train, or is so mathematically accu- 
rate as^to wait for the last minute to 
run, as a stub of the toe might upset 
the mathematics. 

Mathematics belong to Astronomy 
and to Horary Astrology, and in those 
spheres it is supreme judge, but when 
it undertakes to root its nose into the 
realm of its creator. "Piira Astrology," 
it becomes the biggest kind of a fraud 
and is the greatest enemy to truth that 
can be conceived of, because it assumes 
distinction in a higher sphere on cre- 
dentials only worthy of acceptance on 
the lower sphere. 

Words given to things are not acci- 
dental. They are laws of Nature, as 
much so as is anything els\e. The 
word Astrology succeeds the word As- 
tronomy, because Astronomy signifies 
the assorting or classifying of things 
in the heavens. It is the first law of 
Order, while Astrology signifies the 
Knowledge or the conclusion arrived 
at after the classifications or the or- 
derly arrangement is finished. 

The word "Astrology" is derived 
from other words, showing that there 
were other words before the word As- 
trology was created. 
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Aster," means a single star, while 
"astrom" is generally considered to 
mean stars in the plural. From which 
of these two words the words "Astrol- 
ogy" and "Astronomy** were derived is 
uncertain, but as Astronomers are de- 
pendent upon "Stargazers" and deal 
with many stars in the work of classi- 
fication, while Astrologers usually 
arrive at conclusions or judgment rel- 
ative to the effects of certain stars in 
certain cases, I should judge that 
"Aster" might be the most worthy root 
of Astrology, and "astrom" the most 
probable root of Astronomy. The last 
part of the word "Astrology" is de- 
rived from the word "Logus,." which 
means a discourse, or the reasoning of 
a matter. The last part of the word 
'Astronomy** came (from "nomos," 
which means "law** or custom.*' Or 
it came from "nemo,** which means to 
"deal out or distribute." 

Originally these two words were 
popularly used, without special dis- 
tinction, just as "automobile,** or "mo- 
torcarriage** mean essentially the 
same today. 

In later timfes different motives were 
shown in studying the heavens. Some 
studied out of curiosity for causes, 
some for the Truth in effects. Some 
studied for the laws of star move- 
ments, some for the commercial use- 
fulness or result of their movement, 
upon the world in general, or upon in- 
dividuals in particular. 

Those capable of performing one 
portion of these studies were found in 
capable of performing the other por- 
tions,- hence the whole matter began 
to split into all sorts of specialties, 
just as Church Religions and the Med- 
ical Profession are split into various 
schools and rivalries of today. In the 
days of Babylonia we find tiiat there 
were Astronomers, Star-gazers, Mathe- 
maticians, Monthly Prognoeticators, 
Soothsayers, Sorcerers, Wise Men, 
Magicians and Chaldeans. Bach and 
all of these came under the generic 
term "Astrology,** but in all the king- 
dom of Nebuchadnezzar, there was but 
one all around Astrologer, and his 
name was Daniel, the recognized mon 
of the true and the Uving God. Think 
of this, ye ministers of the gospels, 
and ye students of the word of God 
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as given you through the art of print- 
ing. 

Daniel was an Astrologer, and from 
the word of God a» written in the heav^ 
ens, he interpreted the dream of Neb- 
uchadn^Bzzar, which could not be done 
by the star-gazers, the mathemati- 
cians, the sorcerers, the monthly prog- 
noeticators, the astronomers, nor any 
of the wise mem of that great and 
mighty nation. 

With such evidence as this, from 
"holy writ," in favor of true astrology, 
demonstrated by a man whose name 
means "God is my judge/' and the 
"God of the heavens," either destroy 
your bibles or learn from it the dif- 
lerence between true astrology and its 
various specialized branches, some of 
which, like modern Afitronomy, are of 
great use to certain operations in the 
world, but not useful, as a guide in the 
moral or the ethical Spheres of life. 

There are lawyers and medical men 
of the present day delving in special- 
ized branches of these great profes- 
sions. Some are grand and worthy in 
their specialties, while others are but 
bombastic shysters and charlatans, 
but where do you find a good all 
around lawyer or a medical man who 
has so thoroughly mastered the funda- 
mental, principles of his profession 
that he can apply them to any ca»e 
which may come before him. 

Daniel Webster was one. It might 
have been because his name was Dan- 
iel, but he ignored law-books and 
thumble-rules in general, and declared 
that "common sense" was all that a 
lawyer needed, aside from the formali- 
ties of the courts. 

The formalities of a court is a law 
of convenience for the court, but is 
not the law of the case to be tried. 
Many lawyers are experts in the law 
formalities of the court, who are but 
dullards when the case in court is 
entrusted to them. 

In like manner, there fere Astrono- 
mers and mathematicians and star- 
gazers and monthly prognosticators, 
who are adepts in their own particular 
branches of Astrology, but when they 
come to a matter outside of their own 
thumb-rules, to be judged on the law 
of fundamental principles, you may 
easily "weigh them in the balances 
and find them wanting.' 
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The American Encyclopaedic Dic- 
tionary says: "If etymology were fol- 
lowed, the Astrologer would be con- 
sidered the ^ual, if not the superior, 
of an Astronomer." 

Why is not the etymology followed?. 
Simply because for commercial con- 
venience the branches of Astrology 
became more active in the world than 
pure Astrology and pure Astrology has 
had to suffer by reason of the charlan- 
try and the rivalries between the 
branches, to say nothing of the "potd 
calling the kettles black," just as the 
other professions have suifered by the 
the charlantry and rivalries in th^em. 

What comes to the rescue of true 
law, true religion and trtue medicine? 
Answer, science and scientific demon- 
stration. Astrology, pure and simple, 
is now coming to the front in the 
world, not with hackneyed, stereo- 
typed thumb-rules copied and recopied 
from book to book with all their errors, 
by commercial bookmakers, but, by 
simplified and easily proven Leiws, 
which appeal readily to ordinary judg- 
ment, human reason and common 
sense. 

The word Astronomy is in reality 
synonmous with the word "aetloii,'' 
and the word astrology is ssmonrndus 
with the word "judgment." 

Before judgment can be rendered. 
some action must be taken. Before 
judgment can be rendered in a court 
some action must be taken to present 
the case for judgment 

The final act is rendered by the 
judge. In all matters relative to the 
study of the heavens, the Astronomer 
stands as the lawyers stand in or out 
of court, while the astrologer sits as 
the judge upon the bench. 

Where do the mathematicians come 
in. Why, they are the busy-bodies, 
the witnesses, who testify truthfully 
or untruthfully, for or against the case 
in hand. If they are truthful witnesses, 
working on true premises, then they 
are most valuable adjuncts to the 
case and helpful to astronomy and as- 
trology, as a witness in a court of law, 
but if their premises are wrong then 
they are a delusion and a snare and are 
quite liable to injure the innocent or 
to cause the case to be thrown oat of 
court. 

By working on wrong premises in 
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the past few centuries, mathemati- 
cians have been the chief cause of 
non-liqueting the case of ABtrology in 
the great mental court of the world. 

Classifying the parts of the heavens 
into Signs, Constellations, etc., or the 
circle of the earth into Houses or 
classifying the planets, as Bonifies or 
Maleflcs, Itrt class, 2 class; classify- 
ing the points of the heavens into 
North, South, East, West and any oth- 
er f6rm of classifying fixed or mov- 
able objects or points in the heavens, 
is pure and simple Astronomy. 

Star-gazing, in its highest and most 
improved form, is searching the heav- 
ens with telescopes. In ancient times 
this was done with the naked eyes, or 
from deep, dark holes dug in the 
ground. 

Mathematics is the computing of the 
exactness of angles, or the longitudin- 
al dimensions of the house divisions of 
an horoscope or by computing the ex- 
act dimensioDfi of any other figure of 
the heavens, also computing the 
rate of motion, the distances and the 
aspects, orbs, etc., of the planets: 

After star-gazing, the mathematics 
and the astronomy have boen per- 
formed, then comes in the work of 
astrology, which reasons out, and, 
from experience, or from undeniable 
proofs of the laws of cause and effect, 
makes judgment as to the probable 
outcome of one body acting upon an- 
other body in nature, as per the testi- 
monies or evidences given by the work 
of the star-gazer, the mathematician 
and the astronomer. 

It is seldom that a true Astrologer 
errs in his judgment, based on the evi- 
dence, because the laws of judgment 
are so simple, so concise and so iu- 
falliable. If the evidences rendered 
by the star-gazer, the mathematician 
and the astronomer is even approxi- 
mately correct, the astrologer knows 
no such word as "failure." 

Astrology comprehends all things. 
God is the spirit of all. 

Finite minds, like tihe finite stomach, 
can only enjoy what it momentarily 
contains. 

•Lots of people are suffering from 
mental constipation. 

Repeated doses of True Astrology is 
the best medicine known for mental 
constipation. 

Some people are dealing out medi- 



cine under such names as Mental 
Science, Christian Science, Suggestive 
Therapeutics, I Am doctrine. Church- 
isms, Creedology, Psychic and Material 
ebullitions, etc. 

These medical schools are merely As- 
trology in disguise. Not a donkey in 
a lion's skin, but a lion in a donlcey's 
skin, to more easily catch the sheep, 
or lamb. * 

The lambs of the world have been on 
the cross long enough, through igno- 
rance of the Higher Astrology, which 
contains the law of all things in its 
simplicity. 

Come out of the donkey's skin. Come 
down off your mathematical perch, 
which is used only to confound the 
childish mind with superficial horary 
problems. 

Come into the light of True Astrol- 
ogy and shed abroad its light 

Unmask the world, and learn that 
those whom you thought your enemies 
are in reality your best friends. It 
was only their mask that has fright- 
ened you. 

Learn the truth and fear no lion in 
donkey's skin, nor donkey in lion's 
skin. 

The Wonder Wheel teaches that lion, 
lamb, ram, sheep or mutton, we are all 
members of the one great body. 

The human being who despises any 
other human being is merely forgetful 
of his own manhood, by having lost 
himself in his own animal mask.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS RE- 
LATING TO ASTROLOGY. 



Question — Do the planets at the 
birth, determine the future life of the 
one born? 

Answer — ^Not exactly. If they did 
then the life of anyone might be easily 
read without the exercise of much 
judgment or a mental combat with 
complicated laws. At birth the planets 
by their position denote the condition 
of the atmosphere from which the one 
bom receives his first breath of life, 
and that breath is the starting point 
of the life« from which all subseqent 
movements of the planets are calculat- 
ed and their varying conditions noted. 
As the movements of the planets are 
quite regular, all movements from 
that starting point may be approxi- 
mately judged, or may be mathemati- 
cally calculated, year by year, month 
by month, day by day, or hour by 
hour, as the requirements of the case 
may call for. It is the after move- 
ments of the planets, from the starting 
point that determines what life modi- 
fications will be. 

Qd— But cannot one verted In astrol- 
ogy look at the birth figure and tell 
exactly what the life will be? 

A. — No; not "exactly." One having 
good judgment and a knowledge of 
the rate of motion and the relative 
qualities of the eeveral planets, to 



each other and, to the parts of the 
heaven they are in, may. If so gifted, 
judge what the future movements of 
the planets will be, how and when 
they may effect eadh other for good or 
ill, and, in a general way, can form 
a f^r estimate of what the life of an 
individual will be, that starts from 
that particular point, but. for posi- 
tive accuracy there must be a positive 
data to begin with and this positive 
data must be followed by positively ac- 
curate mathematical calculations, and 
an immaculate judgment. 

Q. — It, then, astrology an exact 
tcience? 

A. — Yes, so very exact that only the 
most exact scientists are able to dem- 
onstrate its exactness. Few people 
have proper data to start with, still 
fewer are mathematical experts, and 
fewer still are possessed with the 
proper judgment required. 

Q. — What it the ordinary practical 
method used in attrology? 

A. — ^Approximated figuring, with ap- 
proximated judgments, based on ap- 
proximated data. It is the best that 
can be had until people are better edu- 
cated. 

Q. — ^Are we not at the very pinnacle 
of education at the present jday? 

A. — ^No, far from it The wonder 
wheel proves this. Not one out of a 
thousand who first look at it can tell 
what it represents, nor what th.e char- 
acters upon it mean, yet it is merely a 
circle of 360 degrees, representing 365 
days, the four seasons of the year, the 
months, days of the months, etc., with 
the scientific symbols of these as 
have been recognized by the world, 
ever since knowledge begun; a pic- 
ture, in symbol, of both heaven and 
earth, and all that in them is. ar- 
ranged in the most convenient method 
for study, comparison, judgment, and 
mathematical approximation, and, yet, 
to the average mind, it looks more 
like a Chinese puzzle, than an array 
of Diving truths which cannot be de- 
nied nor overcome. So far as Divine 
knowledge is concerned, this fact 
proves that the world is yet living In 
the dark ages, and unacquainted with 
the very fundamental principles of 
Ufe. 
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Q. — Does not Webster declare 
against astrology? 

A. — Some say so, but they never 
say whether Webster studied it. or 
merely quoted from the prevailing pre- 
judices of his day. Any student of the 
subject today« is better authority than 
Webster, just as a boot-black of today 
would be better authority than Web- 
ster in matters of telephones, phono- 
graphs, bicycles, automobiles, or liquid 
air. When Webster wrote, the Protes- 
tant world had discarded astrology, 
justly or unjustly, and what he said 
of it was in harmony with the church 
ideas of his day. Since then the church 
ideas have materially changed, on va- 
rious subjects, and the revised edi- 
tions of dictionaries and encyclopae- 
dias treat the subject of astrology 
more fairly than it was treated a cen- 
tury or two ago, when religious antag- 
onisms were rife. Look these matters 
up devoid of prejudice and judge of 
the subject. "Astrology bore the 
same relation to astronomy that al- 
chemy did to chemistry." is true. 
Chemistry grew out of alchemy as as- 
tronomy grew out of astrology, but 
because a child differs in certain fea- 
tures from its parents, does not sig- 
nify that the parents were devoid of 
truth. "A good tree bringeth forth 
good fruit." 

Q< — Are not some astronomers, as 
well as some encyclopaedias, severe in 
their denunciations of astrology? 

A. — Yes, and to their discredit, more 
than to any injury to the science, for, 
as soon as people learn what astrology 
is, they will, of themselves, know that 
these astronomers and encyclopaedia 
writers had made no study of the mat- 
ter, and were but re-echoing prejudi- 
cial hearsays, or else were judging 
the science from its horoscopal fea- 
tures. 

Q. — Is not all astrology based on 
the horoscope of birtli? \ 

A. — Oh, no. The horoscope merely 
denotes the relative position of the 
angles of the earth at moment of 
birth to the angles of the sun, moon 
and planets, at that time. It merely 
denotes the disposition of the physical 
relationshipc of life — mere modifica- 
tions of the heart and mind attrac- 
tions, or influences. 

Q. — Are the heart mind and body* 
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then, governed by different forces. 

A. — Most assuredly. They may be 
termed the triune, or three-fold fac- 
tors, of the whole as a unit. Heart in 
which the spirit centres, brain in which 
the mind centres, and the body in 
which the other organs have their re- 
spective centres^ as an unified being 
constitute a soul, over which soul, the 
sun (Sol.) presides, and gives life 
and light by animation of the heart. 

Q< — What term is used to denote 
this heart factor? 

A. — The inner-man. or the indivi- 
dual. Silent thought is the inner-man 
communing with himself, or with the 
unseen world, which we view with 
our thinking inind. It is the store 
house of all knowledge, from which 
we can draw consolation beneficial to 
our individual natures. Silent commun- 
ing with these inner forces, which 
eminate from the sun. generally 
strengthen our will and increase 
our dignity, or power to command, or 
execute. 

Q, — Wliat term Is used to denote 
tile mind factor? 

A. — The outer or personal man, that 
which manifests itself to others by 
some form of bodily expression, and 
through which we comprehend, or 
mind, the worldly expressions about 
us. It is our medium through which 
we exchange our soul possessions 
with the soul expressions of others. 
This mind action is largely governed, 
in the world, by the moon, polarized 
to the sun force within us. 

Q. — ^Tlie body, tlien, governed by tlie 
horoscope, and tlie tliird part of tlie 
unity of man, must be in tliis trinity 
Image of tlie heavens, a sort of a Holy 
Ghost, with heart as father of the 
mind, and mind as son of the heart? 

A. — ^Well, it would not be inconsist- 
ent with the Bible to use such terms, 
on the plane of earth life, as the 
created image of universal life, but, 
so much confusion and contention has . 
been created through a misunderstand- 
ing of these terms, that it would be 
far wiser to discard them, in the pres- 
ent understanding of astrology, until 
the world becomes better informed of 
the Divine truths contained in this 
science. Then, each one may. easily, 
for himself, compare his findings with 
the Bible, and surprise himself with ' 
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the harmony exlBting between the 
Bible and astrology. 

Q. — Does not the Bible denounce as- 
trology? 

A. — The Bible speaks disparagingly 
of certain astrologers, who had abused, 
or misused the science, but. not of the 
science itself. The more one knows 
of both Bible and astrology the more 
he becomes convinced that the Bible 
is a book of astrology from beginning 
to end« and .the Biblical characters 
most favored by the "God in heaven 
that revealeth secrets/* were like Jo- 
seph, Daniel, Jesus and John« exceed- 
ingly well versed In astrology, and 
their lives and sayings fully attest 
the fact. It is difficult, however* to 
convince average minds of that fact, 
until they become alike conversant 
with both Bible and astrology. In 
the world at large, it is no doubt a 
fact, that the Bible is as little under- 
stood as astrology. A union of Bibli- 
cal and astrological knowledge would 
fill the churches and bring "peace on 
earth, good will to men." but the 
churches in past ages, made a misuse 
of astrology and thereby prostituted 
• knowledge and lost Divinity, or the 
power to Divine. 

Q. — What do you make of the 47th 
chapter of Isaiah, especially the 13th 
and 14th verses? Are these not con- 
demnatory of astrology? 

A. — ^Why, certainly not. The chap- 
ter implies, that the city of Babylon, 
had departed from the truth in all 
ways; in the practice of wisdom and 
of knowledge (v.lO) and of merchan- 
dizing (v.15.3 and of astrology. For 
this departure, the astrologers (not 
astrology) and every other class of 
people In the city were condemned, 
even the astronomers* who are the 
real "star-gazers." Astrologers do not 
gaze at the stars. Their work comes 
in after the stars have been gazed 
at, and recorded by astronomers. No 
person of today would oppose astron- 
omy because the astronomers, (star- 
gazes) of Babylon* were caught with 
all the rest of that city, working by 
Charlatan methods* instead of by true 
methods. The city a;t that time seems 
to have been given up to sorcery. 
Sorcery is a form of Divination, by the 
aid of evil spirits. Astrology has no 
more to do with spirits than astron- 



omy or telegraphy. There are plenty 
of people today, heralded as "astrolo- 
gers." and "monthly prognosticators," 
who could not tell the sign the Sun is 
in on any day of the year. Only those 
Ignorant of astrology would speak 
slightingly of astrology because of 
such ignorance of astrology. The only 
way to prevent fraud is to learn how 
to distinguish it from that which is 
true. Our wonder wheel is an educa- 
tor in the line of truth. Those who 
become posted on this line need never 
be deceived, even though they may 
never become adept in the science. 
The Bible, we believe* makes no men- 
tion of astronomers, except as "star- 
gazers," and of no astrologers, except 
in Isaiah* as Quoted, and in Daniel. 
In the latter case certainly not disre- 
spectful of the science, for Daniel 
himself was an astrologer, and by the 
king was made "master of astrolo- 
gers," because he excelled all the 
others in his interpretations, or. Divin- 
ing powers. 

Q.— Were not all Chaldeans astrolo- 
gers? 

A. — It is quite evident that they 
were associated with astrologic stud- 
ies, for they were accounted to be the 
wisest, most learned and scientific 
men of their day. As the science, 
from them spread among other na- 
tions, it became largely mixed with 
sorcery, and at the present day char- 
latanry is attached to it in the minds 
of those who have only superficial 
knowledge of it. Such ignorance of 
the true, or such prostitution of the 
true, is deplorable, but it in no way 
injures the science itself in the minds 
of those who know the false from the 
true; 

Q. — What are Sorcery, Charlatanry 
and fraud? 

A. — ^They are nothing but individual 
expressions of the diseased mind of 
the community. Ignorance In the 
mind of the community creates these 
forms of deception. In fact, the com- 
munity invites them« entertains and 
feasts them* or they could not exist 
Nothing can exist that is not needed 
by someone. Ignorance invites any- 
thing sensational to feed its hungered 
mind. Bigotted ignorance Is over-fed 
with some choice delusion and has 
closed eyes and ears to all things else. 
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We are yet in the "dark ages of the 
world," and fraud will exist in church, 
state, social* commercial and scholas- 
tic walks of life until astrology is 
properly understood and adhered to. 

Q. — Did the Copernican tyttem of 
astronomy give the death blow to as- 
trology as stated by a writer in Cham- 
bers' Encyclopaedia. 

A. — To a certain extent it did. be- 
cause it confused the mind of astrolo- 
gers oyer the proper centre* from 
which to make calculations^ but, later 
on, it began to dawn upon discerning 
minds that earth and sun being in a 
straight line from each other, the an- 
gles of a circle would be relatively 
the same in effect* whether measured 
from earth or sun as centre; hence as- 
trology, like Christ, was not killed; it 
was merely crucified, and a deep 
knowledge of astrology goes to prove 
that both Christ and astrology will re- 
turn to the world in power together, 
and the Christ will manifest to the 
worM, by endorsing astrology, as the 
"stone rejected by the builders." and 
which will become the "chief stone of 
the corner.'* "The abomination of 
desolation" has girdled the earth. The 
time is not far distant, when these 
truths will dawn upon first one mind 
and then upon another; or, in other 
words: "two will be reaping in the 
field; one will be taken and the other 
left." "He that hath ears to hear, let 
him hear," but. let these ancient as- 
trologic prophesies work themselves 
out, and let these ignorant denuncia- 
tions of astrology pass for what they 
are worth. We. of today, have minds 
as able as minds of the past. Can we 
not prove the truth or falsity of astrol- 
ogy for ourselves? We can if we get 
on the right track of astrology and not 
on the fortune-telling track until our 
foundation is sure. 

Q. — Are people born on the same 
day of the month of any year, alike 
In nature? 

A. — Yes, so far as the sun power is 
concerned, for the sun is always at the 
same place on the same day of each 
year, and as it does not move but one 
degree in a day. anyone born on that 
day partakes of the same sun nature, 
modified only by the Moon and the 
earth, which change more or less in 
24 hours. Any two born on the same 



day in the same year are very much 
alike in their individuality, or heart 
impulses. 

Q. — How then do twins, born at the 
same minute, differ in so many re- 
spects? 

A. — If born at the same minute, it 
is doubtful if there would be the 
slightest difference, but. a minute is 
only 60 seconds, and there is no rec- 
ord of any such birth. . 

Qm — Why, the Siamese twins, for in- 
stance? 

A.— -It is doubtful if their birth did 
not take an hour or more. It must 
have been Quite an operation. They 
differed principally in disposition. 

Q. — Well, how about Essau and Ja- 
cob; quite different they were in sev- 
eral ways? 

A. — Yes, but there is no record of 
how much time was consumed in the 
birth of the two. Some twins are 
bojrn within a few minutes of each 
other; others are born hours apart, 
and, in some cases, a whole day apart. 

Q. — What makes differences in 
twins? 

A. — The Creator, or Creative Power 
makes everything. 

Q. — Does astrology denote what that 
Creator or Creative Power is? 

A. — It does not. but it goes further 
to prove that there is an overruling 
power, and goes nearer towards show- 
ing whence that power comes, than 
any other subject known to man. be- 
cause it proves a differentiation in all 
things when the forces in the heavens 
are differentiated, and a. likeness In 
things produced when these forces 
are the same. As the earth turns its 
Northern face towards the sun in sum- 
mer, and its Southern face in winter, 
there are differences, but the differ- 
ences are always the same as they 
were before under like conditions. 
The same cause produces the same ef- 
fect, and every effect in life on earth, 
is recorded or registered in the heav- 
ens, by the position of the planets, or 
the face of the earth, at the time. 

Q. — ^Then, when there is difference 
in twins there is a like difference be- 
tween the planets, or the face of the 
earth at the time? 

A. — Precisely. Now, we may say 
the twins produced the difference in 
the heavens, or the heavens produced 
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the difference in the twins, but it does 
not alter the fact« nor the truth of the 
law, that there is an exact correspond- 
ence in the movements on earth with 
the movements of the heavens. 

Q. — How are these differences pro- 
duced? 

A* — By the differing movements of 
the planets, from time to time, thereby 
gradually changing their relative posi- 
tions to each other and to the face of 
the earth. Neptune moves so slowly 
that his effects relate to the doings of 
centuries. It takes him 165 years to 
move onCe around the wheeL conse- 
quently the changes on earth produced 
by his vibrations are hardly notice- 
able, except in periods of 14 years. 
Uranus moves very slowly, yet twice 
as fast as Neptune. It takes Uranus 
84 years to go around the wheel. 
Changes produced by Neptune and 
Uranus upon the world, generally oc- 
cur about seven and 14 years apart. 
These two planets are not usually em- 
ployed in the details of astrology, be- 
cause they rule over matters of such 
long continuing nature that their ef- 
fects cannot be accurately timed^ un- 
less operating in connection with 
some more quickly moving body. The 
influences of Neptune and Uranus 
steal gently and gradually upon the 
affairs of the world, like a thief in the 
night. They are the forces that create 
reforms, new awakenings, governmen- 
tal changes, etc., etc. The people whose 
minds are easily affected by these 
forces are those who live in advance 
of their age, and, by gradually utter- 
ing what others term "insane ideas," 
are really the "voice crying aloud in 
the wilderness, prepare ye. prepare 
ye," etc. They represent the spirit in 
humanity, of which Jesus spoke, as 
the "stranger." the "naked" and the 
"imprisoned.". (St. Matt.xxvl.35). Nep- 
tune and Uranus minds are the pio- 
neers of thought, and above the ordi- 
nary world plane in which Saturn is 
the chief representative. Saturn is 
the slowest of all the planets that 
manifest strongly upon the earth. 
His movement in years equals very 
closely the movement of the moon by 
days. It takes him 28 years to move 
completely around the wheel, so Sat- 
urn changes matters in the general 
world about every two and one^half 



years. Jupiter is d. great body, — ^next 
in Bize to the sun. — ^but his movement 
in years equals closely the movement 
of the earth in months, completing 
the circle each 12 years. Mare moves 
about half as fast as the earthy and 
takes almost two years to compile 
the circle. Venus and Mercury are 
the fastest moving planets, but 
neither of these move fast enough te 
cause any material difference in peo- 
ple born on the self-same day. The 
Moon moves about 13 degrees a day. 

Q.— "What, then, causes difference 
In twins? 

A. — The difference, if any. is caused 
by the changing conditioms of the face 
of the earth, in its diurnal revolution, 
to these different bodies^ which, of 
themselves have not materially 
changed. Both the face of the earth 
and the face of the heavens^ have dis- 
tinctly marked characteristics, and 
differences of atmosphere and aura. 
At times, there may be no material 
change in these characteristics for 
two hours, and. in those two hours 
twins might be bom. and be very 
strongly alike. At other times there 
might be a great change in the char- 
acteristics inside of 10 minutes, and a 
twin born on the 1st minute would 
materially differ from the one bom on 
the 10th minute. These are facts that 
can be demonstrated by any one who 
understands these laws of the heav- 
ens. Sometimes the difference in the 
movement of the moon, which is only 
one degree in two hours, may make a 
great difference. A case occurred in 
Salem, Mass. The moon's difference 
of one degree from Saturn in the case of 
twins, brought death in Infancy to the 
one born nearest whUe the other 
still lives« but has never been 
free from Saturnine troubles. These 
laws are Divine and absoluteu and 
no man dares to Investigate them 
scientifically and then declare against 
them. Twins will differ In some one 
way or another, exactly In accord- 
ance with the minute differences that 
occur In the heavens between the 
times of their birth, whether the In- 
terval be five minutes or 24 hours. 

Q. — ^And yet you say that all people 
born on the same day will be alike? 

A. — Certainly, in the overruling at- 
tributes. On any holiday is not the 
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general spirit of the day prevalent, 
and yet« the events of each hour on 
Ihat day will not be the same? In 
fact, . some may be in torture and 
others in ecstacy. yet the spirit of the 
day is the same« the world over« ac- 
cording to the latitude, even if it be 
no more than is manifested in the par- 
ticular warmth of the sun. So. the 
sun condition of any day« will be the 
basic character of an individual born, 
and, yet. there might be 144 modifica- 
tions to the outward expression of 
that some basic nature. One born at 
night would not be equipped with the 
same sun in the zenith, and yet, the 
sun, or earth quality would be the 
same, because of location in the same 
part of the heavens. The first breath 
of life is very essential, especially in 
the case of two people, who. after- 
wards are operated upon alike by the 
same general forces. In these after 
events, 12 hours difference in birth 
would make at least six months differ- 
ence in the operation of the same 
moon infiuences. by what is known as 
directional, or progressional laws, 
and would not only make the lunar 
feelings from day to day. at least 12 
hours apart, but would also cause the 
manifestations to occur in opposite 
physical relationship, as per the differ- 
ent departments and elements of life, 
as marked on the wonder wheel. Al- 
though these laws are as simple as 
A, B, C, when this fundamental idea is 
grasped, it may be readily perceived 
how difficult it is to contend with 
people who only argue from a superfi- 
cial point, and become confused when 
asked to scientifically judge the modi- 
fications, just as they would judge a 
loaf of bread, by the different ingre- 
dients and their separate quantities, 
without refuting the fact that basicly 
the bread is the same and made from 
the same brand of fiour. 

Q.— Do you think you have covered 
the points of essential objections to 
astrology? 

A. — It would seem so. but prejudice 
you know goes about with his ears 
closed. Ignorance only repeats what 
others say, while worldly ambition has 
no time to devote to anything but its 
own pet hobby. However, prejudice, 
ignorance and worldly ambition, are 
qualities produced by planets at the 



birth of those who enjoy them, and 
they are fated. to maintain such attri- 
butes of mind, until the planetary 
forces move around to their relief, and 
present new ideas to their particular 
attention. Such matters cannot be 
forced. We must ixass through the 
"abomination of desolation," before we 
are able to reach the millennium, or 
penetrate the mysteries of the Arcana. 
Every advancement of knowledge, has 
first to be entered into by pioneers, 
then come the bold foragers, looking 
for bones, and later on the army, with 

its members mentally oblivious to 
most everything but the answering to 
roll-call, cussing or discussing their 
commanders, and appearing promptly 
on time for rations, or to the head- 
quarters of the pay-master. Astrology 
is the science of all sciences. Igno- 
rance fears that it will tear down their 
idols and so it will and give them in- 
stead a worship of the true God, with 
all the noble virtues ascribed to the 
idols, and more. Astrology, when 
properly understood, and its misuse 
and abuse overcome, will open the 
gates of the New Jerusalem, as pre- 
dicted by John in Revelation, but, 
for the present it will be enjoyed only 
by the elect, for man's mind is not yet 
freed from Egyptian darkness, and 
the making of brick without straw. 

Q. — There is a little more that I wish 
to ask. Some people declare that the 
moment of conception is of greater 
importance to the life than the mo- 
ment of birth. How is that? 

A.— The time between these two 
points is generally considered to be 
nine months, or exactly three quar- 
ters of the wheel. If the conception 
then was March 21. the birth would 
be December 21. (approximately). In 
this time Neptune and Uranus would 
have moved but slightly. Saturn not 
more than nine degrees, Jupiter about 
20 degrees. Mars about 135 degrees, 
Sun, three-fourths of the circle. Venus 
gets around the sun about once and a 
quarter times. Mercury gets around 
the sun about three times and a little 
over. The Moon moves around the 
earth about 10 times. If a conception 
then takes place with Sun in Aries it 
would be in Capricorn (a square) at 
birth. Neptune, Uranus and Saiturn 
at birth would be in the same sign 
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as in at conception, unless perchance, 
they were at the end of one sign at 
conception. Jupiter may or may not 
have passed out of the sign in at con- 
ception. Mars, at birth is not far from 
a trine of his conceptional place. 
Venus Is not far from a square to its 
conceptional place. Mercury is within 
30 degrees of his own place, and. by 
the ordinary method of figuring, the 
Moon is not far from the angular posi- 
tion which it held to the other planets 
at the conception. This statement is 
based on the average motion of these 
bodies. There would* doubtless, be 
many modifications, perhaps, in spe- 
cial cases, by figuring on what are 
termed, the "fast and slow" move- 
ments of the bodies, but, such figuring 
would more particularly relate to 
earth motion, causing an apparent mo- 
tion to the planets. In spite of the 
many apparent intricacies in these 
apparent movements, it is held, that 
"order is heaven's first law." and the 
planets, and the heavens, as a whole, 
move by a regularity of motion. We 
claim that the Sun. by coming at 
birth, to a sign of the same virtue 
(cardinal, common or fixed) that it 
was in at conception, is the prime fac* 
tor, and does not change the indivi- 
dual inherited qualities at the birth, 
from the qualities of the major in- 
fiuences at the conception. The major 
infiuences are impressed by the supe- 
rior planets upon the sun« in square 
to its birth point This is on the line 
of what is known as destiny, because 
counting the sun's movement, after 
birth, as "a day for a year." the sun 
at 90 years of age (approximately) re- 
turns to the same part of the heavens 
that it occupied at the time of the 
conception, and the child from birth 
to death lives out the infiuences of the 
third quarter of the circle. The in- 
ferior planets. Venus and Mercury, to- 
gether with the Moon, play the great- 
est parts in the varying life expres- 
sions on earth. These, with the life 
energies of Mars, play the greatest 
part in the affairs of the parents from 
the conception to the birth, and it is 
these lower sentient forces that dif- 
ferentiate, if at alL between the in- 
fluences of conception and birth, and, 
those self-same differentiations will 
most assuredly denote what the senti- 



ent conditions of the parents havd 
been, between the time of conception 
and time of birth, and the child there- 
by inherits at birth — in addition to 
the superior infiuences of conception, 
practically unchanged — ^the qualities 
which the parents have further equip- 
ped the child with on its jonrney of 
life for weal and woe. 

Q« — 1« the space covered in the heav- 
ens between conception and birth, 
exactly three-quarters of the wheei? 

A. — This is a difficult matter to 
state in all cases, as your reason will 
testify. It is yet a matter worthy of 
great study by physicians, from an as- 
trologic. standpoint. The ancient phy- 
sicians were all astrologers. The art 
of healing was derived from astrology. 
The word "heal" is associated with 
the word "hele." The centre of the 
Sun, from which we receive Life-light, 
Is the true heliocentric points or point 
from which the life is healed. To heal 
is to "reconcile," and when earth is 
reconciled to the even and equitorial 
rays of the Sun (springtime and har- 
vest time) the earth is ordinarily in 
its most healthy, or normal condition. 
The summer and winter solstices are 
the polarities of the equatorial lines. 
When conception takes place at these 
polarities of longest and shortest days, 
the birth takes place at the equinoctial 
point. The earth in its passage about 
the Sun invariably takes the half-way 
point in declination, between its 
point of declination at conception, and 
its extreme opposite point of declina- 
tion. In other words, if the concep- 
tion was at the summer solstice (June 
21), the birth should be at the vernal 
equinox (March 21). Astrology 
claims that such a birth^ would be a 
natural birth, and from hamumious 
conditions of the parents. 

Q. — By that method could the hour 
of birth be Judged? 

A. — ^No, neither the hour of the day, 
nor the exact day, because the in- 
fiuence of the Moon or Influence 
of some planet crossing the rays 
of the Sun or Moon. mis^t 
quicken, or retard the birth oc tiie 
actual conception. The earth's move- 
ment by day governs the matter of 
hours, just as the earth's moYemieat 
by year governs the months. It has 
been found, however, that the Moon's 
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tSoveOiettt iB generally Quite harmon- 
ious wltli the earth'B about tlie Sun, 
and the horizon of the earth at birth 
Is Eonerally on tiie point that the 
Uoon was In at the conception, hence, 
when the day ol birth arrivee — even 
If the Sun 1b free to manUeBt on time, 
the eartli mast revolve antil the Moon 
point arrlveB at the horizon. Of 
couTBe, the obliquity ol the earth 
makes these variations dependent 
upon fine mathematical operations, 
relative to both earth movement dec- 
lination, length of days, hoilra. etc^ 
and also the increase or decrease of 
the Moon to say nothing of the quick- 
ening or retarding effects of the 
planeitB. 

Q. — Yet people often use arguments 
concerning this matter in refuting as- 
trology I 

A. — Yes, but It Is not necessary to 
hear bhem more than a minute and a 
half to learn that they have not the 
faintest Idea of the harmonious opera- 
tions of the heavenly bodies. Bvery 
conception of a thing, whether it be of 
form but an Idea, will harmonize pre- 
cisely vrith the planetary conditions 
of the birth of that thing. 

Q. — What la the parturient time ap- 
proximated by physicians? 

A. — Two hundred and eighty days 
aa the lull period. That allows the 
Moon about one of its quarters to ar- 
rive at its proper place, as she la 
about the only body that needs an; 
leeway to be in the exact place re- 
quired by the conceptional laws. Two 
hundred and eighty days constitutes 
10 lunar months, which exceed 9 solar 
months by a few days. 




Q Do the embryo and factus ap- 
pear to conform to astrologlc laws? 

A. — Perfectly. The life of the fae- 
tus Is a minimum life of the maximum 
life on earth. It betfns Its life at a 
certain point In the circle, and it 
rounds its lite out fully In that circle, 
before It can be born Into the higher 
lite on earth. A lesson might be 
learned in this fact for minimum or 
maximum, the laws of life are the 
same In all of its departments. If 
man does not fully round out the cir- 
cle of his earth life, then he is a 
miscarriage and does not attain to the 
higher birth. Suicides are abortions. 
Possibly the life of the earth with all 
Its inhabitants. Is noticing bult Its 
own rounding out of faetus existence 
prior to its faetai, (or fatal) "passing 
away," into a birth of some higher, or 
grander condition under the law of 
"Survival of the Fittest" Embodiment, 

Q. — How can planets so far distant 
from earth Influence the earth, and its 
Inhabitants? 

A. — We do not know how. We do 
not know positively that they do, but 
we do know by many years of practi- 
cal experience and study, that events 
on earth repeatedly correapond with 
the movements of the planets, and cer- 
tain aspects which they form from 
time to time, with the Sun. Moon and 
angles of the earth and with each 
other. Such honest experience and 
study is of a like nature as those by 
which most other facts are learned, 
hence, why should not the results ac- 
chieved be as worthy of recognition 
as those by other forms of experience 
and study. In all things else those 
who give their time and attention to 
study and experiments are ttetter au- 
thority than those who do not As- 
trologers are never rich, hence their 
labors cannot be ascribed to mercen- 
ary motives. 

Q. — Why are not astrologers, rich, 
if the "wise man can rule hia stars?" 

A. — Because they were not born 
with the proper kind of stars to rule, 
for the making of money. They ac- 
cumulate the sort of riches which 
Jesus spoke of; riches that neither 
moth nor ruat corrupt, nor thieves 
hreak in and steal." Their "treasures 
are In the heavens," and their heav- 
ens are everywhere, both without and 
within. 
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Qd — It is difficuit to Imagine how 
planets so far away can affect our 
lives? 

A. — Yet it is not difficult to imagine 
liow tlie Sun^ so far distant, affects 
tiny flowers, or the snow on a roof. 
If you believe in God. and have seated 
liim on a throne much farther away 
than the Sun, it does not seem as if 
distance affected your belief in His 
effects. Just think of His hearing 
prayers so far distant in the heaven 
of heavens. Per contra think of the 

wonders of telegraphy as applied by 
man. Think how quickly your toe 
communicates with the head when 
it is affected. Is not the universe a 
complete oneness of body? Is not the 
solar system a family of itself^ within 
that oneness? Do you imagine that 
there is greater relative distance be- 
tween the members of the solar family 
than between the members of any hu- 
man family? Go to the ant with thy 
sluggish mind and ask the ant how a 
billion dollar trust can affect the great 
earth, which the aQt possibly knows 
nothing about. Do the ants think we 
are bodies with intelligence such as 
they iK>ssess or some great bodies 
moving too close to their world of ant 
holes, as we sometimes think of me- 
teors crossing the earth's path. There 
is almost as much space for our minds 
to expand in as there is for the ants. 
Only about six feet difference. 

Q. — How about the precession of the 
Equinoxes? 

A. — They govern periods of thou- 
sands of years. They move less than 
one sixtieth of a degree in a year; 
not two degrees in an individual life 
time. They may have some effect 
upon the life as a whole, but are not 
taken into account in astrology, ex- 
cept in prophecies like those of Dan- 
iel or John of the Revelation. They 
have their correspondence, however, 
In all the smaller cycles, as in the law 
"a day for a year," etc. 

Q. — ^Why do not the constellations 
of astronomy and the signs of astrol- 
ogy agree? 

A. — They do. They each move away 
from each other at the same rate- of 
speed, viz: 50 seconds a year. As- 
tronomers hold to the constellations 
and astrologers to the signs. A good 
thting. Either can correct the other 



at any time, if necessary. Astrono- 
mers are keeping track of the move- 
ments of the "host of heaven." while 
astrologers are making judgment 
from the fundamental principles of 
that host, fropi which they can only 
modifyingly depart, like day and night, 
or sunshine and shadow. Bach must 
repeatedly return. 

Q,_What is heaven? 

A. — To answer such a question we 
must resort to the dictionary. Bvery 
word is derived from some ideal or 
Idea. Words often change In their 
meaning. With words of ancient use, 
we should observe the root. The root 
of heaven is the word "heave." and 
this word may be taken as synony- 
mous with "lifting" or "exaltation." 
Heaven then must mean some form 
of elevation, either in space or in the 
mind. In order to live, we heave, puff 
up or breathe. From this sense, 
"heaven is within." The earth heaves 
in the contraction or extension of its 
atmosphere. The rising and falling of 
the ti)&es may be compared to the 
animal mode of breathing. In another 
sense, any effort which is accompanied 
by a condition of relief from some pre- 
vious satiated condition, may give a 
good idea of the meaning of "heaven." 
We have completed the limitation of 
our breathing power when we give up 
living, and in that sense, it is said, we 
"go to heaven." When the spirit goes 
out of the body it has to go into space, 
or into the atmosphere, and th.e dic- 
tionaries tell us that the atmosphere 
is heaven. They also say "heaven is 
the dwelling place of God." and then 
we are taught that God is every- 
where," and we are also taught that 
waves of vibration permeate through, 
above, below and on every side of 
everything. Now. by this analysis, 
you can tell what and where heaven 
is as well as anyone can. The breath- 
ing process of everything is out and 
in, and when the force is in« then it 
becomes a relief to expel it and when 
it is out then it is a relief to inihale it, 
and so heaven is "relief." and heaven 
is everywhere. On .these various mean- 
ings of the word "heaven." miaay my- 
thological stories have been written, 
and they are filled with truths, adapt- 
ed to infant minds, and no matter how 
much these stories differ, they all coor 
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tain truths of heaven and heavenly 
conditions. These mjrths are truth and 
nothing but truth, but they are not all 
of truth. 

Q. — In astrology you speak of the 
"heavens," in the plura^l? 

A. — Yes, we scientifically distin- 
guish the various parts« influences, 
etc.. froon each other« aiid locate the 
"host of heaven" in their different 
mansions or houses of God« and by so 
doing we can tell from which portion 
of the heaven the earth is breathing, 
and what other wandering star« like 
the earth, is feeding upon that same 
portion of the heaven, or from what 
other portion any of them may be 
drawing their bread or breath of life. 
By this means we may estimate the 
corresponding conditions of these 
wandering members of the heavenly 
host, according to their respective na- 
tures, and as a family of that portion 
of heaven, given to the Lordship of 
the Sun of Godi we may easily judge 
how our own member — ^the earth — ^is 
affected in a general way. 

Q. — Do you call the Sun, Moon and 
Stars the host of heaven? 

A. — ^Well, the Bible calls them such, 
(Deut. iv.l9,) and the Bible is astro- 
logical authority good enough for any 
honest astrologer. The astronomy of 
the Bible is far in advance of modern 
astronomy in spite of the fact of our 
boasted better instruments. 

Q. — Did not the Biblical astronomers 
think the earth flat and square? 

A. — ^How could they think so and 
speak of one sitting "upon the circle 
of the earth." 

Q. — But does not John in Revelation, 
(7-1) speak of four angels standing 
on the four corners of the earth? 

A.— Yes, and it also says these an- 
gels were holding the four winds of 
the earth, which is conclusive proof, 
from an astrologic standpoint, that 
John spoke of the Cardinal Angels — 
North, South. East and West as cor- 
ners, and every angle is a corner. A 
circle is made up of angles. The an- 
cients were quite scientific in the use 
of their language, more so than we are 
today. At one time the language was 
the same all over the earths and that 
is when astronomy and astrology were 
best understood. The earth inhabitants 
were one happy family, and earth and 



the rest of the "host of heaven" 
moved harmoniously. Since then lan- 
guage has become confused. Troubles 
are due to misunderstandings, and the 
"host of heaven" keeps a perfect rec- 
ord of every infinitesimal thing under 
the chronological guardianship of Sat- 
urn (Chronas.) the "father of time." 

Q. — Is Saturn God? 

A. — The word G. O. D. must, like all 
other words, have a root meaning, or 
be of Cabalistic origin. At the present 
day it seems impossible to trace just 
where the word "God" came from, and 
therefore equally impossible to tell 
just what is meant by the term. 
Every person, perhaps, in using the 
term, has no doubt more or less of an 
idea, as to his own conception, and 
various schools give various meanings 
to the term. As used by the ancientb, 
we may readily perceive that they 
recognize God as a self -existing entity 
or being, superior to all other existen- 
cies, and Creator of all things infe- 
rior, but just how far into the region 
of entities their minds were able to 
penetrate, depended no doubt upon the 
power of their intuitions or percep- 
tions. No doubt in our age, as in 
theirs, we extend our ideals as far as 
we are able, and that which appeals 
to us as superior to all other things 
of which we can conceive^ even 
though the idea be vague, we are 
obliged to stop and call that "God" or 
some other term of equal importance 
to us. Some reason that "God" is only 
within ourselves, and centred in our 
conscience as without that power of 
conscience nothing could possibly 
exist to us. Others are able to mytho- 
logically build a throne in some far 
off portion- of heaven, mentally remote 
from their own existence, and to seat 
thereon a being in material form like 
unto the human. Still others see their 
heaven in the height of their ambition, 
and he, or that thing, which can lift 
him towards his desires, becomes es- 
sentially his "God." The ancients, as- 
trologically and mythologically, called 
all of the planets "gods," but each 
planet or god was considered from 
time to time in power, according to 
the predominative infiuence as felt 
upon earth. When the harvest was 
plentiful, then Saturn was "god." 
When means were free to enjoy, then 
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Jupiter was "god." When war vic- 
tories were won, then Mars was "god." 
When peace and joy reigned* then 
Venus was "god." When kings were 
crowned, then the Sun was "god." etc. 
These ideas or exaltations were mere- 
ly recognition of principles or inr 
fluences prevailing upon the earth 
from time to time, and were no more 
a worshipping of planets or stars in 
idolatry than our own form of rejoic- 
ing on Washington's birthday or St. 
Patrick's day. As the same influences 
did not beneflt all nations or peoples 
alike, just as the same planetary 
forces today, or the above holidays do 
not appeal in the same way to all. of 
course, there were differences of opin- 
ions then as now. and no doubt the 
differences were then about as intelli- 
gent, as scientiflc and as well founded 
as are many of the views of the pres- 
ent time, and by no means more idol- 
atrous. Nothing could be more idol- 
atrous than the attachments which 
some of the present age hold to their 
political party; their social fads and 
their religion, without being able to 
analyze the whys or the wherefores, 
except that it so pleases them to wor- 
ship these modem gods. 

Q. — Is there a reason for all this? 

A. — Certainly. By the planetary 
laws, these idolators. both ancient 
and modem, are close followers of 
their fate as recorded in the heaven 
by the movement of the Moon which 
controls the sentient natures of hu- 
manity. The Moon in the Revelation 
is depicted as the "harlot that sitteth 
on many waters." 

Q. — And how aboiit the lannb In 
Revelation? 

A. — ^That refers to entry of the Sun 
into the sign Aries; the pioneering 
lamb of all cycles that has been slain, 
and slaughtered and crucifled agrain 
and again since the world began, for 
all cycles begin with Aries, the lamb, 
and each spring the world has a year- 
ly reminder of the great awakening at 
the beginning of a new cycle. 

Q, — Are we approaching a new 
cycle? 

A. — ^We are. The things of the pres^ 
ent age are fast passing away. A 
new condition of earth is gradually 
shaping itself, and future generations 
will speak of our age. (since the be- 



ginning of the Christian era) as the 
abomination of desolation* spoken of 
by Daniel. 

Q^ — Haa Christianity, then« been a 
failure? 

A.— -Wby, not a bit of it Christian- 
ity has not yet been tried. We have 
had no Christianity. It has been hid- 
den from the world mind. It has all 
the while been hurried in the tomb of 
Joseph, waiting for the world mind, 
to get through with its methods of 
persecutions for the sake of Mammon, 
and become prepared to receive the 
truth which it has so falsified €xr de- 
nied. 

Q,_Will we now living behold this 
change? 

A. — ^We may catch a glimpse of it, 
or behold the "writings upon the wall" 
but there will be great trials and trib- 
ulations before the beginning of the 
new cycle. Only those who learn to 
achieve victory over death will hear 
the joyous bells of the new awaken- 
ing. 

Q. — Does astrology tell this? 

A. — Certainly. Astrology tells all 
things. How else could it have been 
known, by either ancients or modems? 
Did not Jesus of Nazareth say: "Seek 
and ye shall find." Of course* to flnd 
out such things as mentioned, we 
should not be expected to look down 
a gold mine nor any where around 
Wall street, nor in a repository for 
automobiles; nor yet in the colleges 
where minds are prepared like a 
chain gang to follow in the footsteps 
of their illustrious predecessors; nor 
yet in the astronomical observatories, 
where the men of means and wcmder- 
ous eyesight are so busily engaged 
chasing new stars. Quadrillians of 
miles from earth; or. endeavoring to 
learn whether the contract is closed 
for the completion of the canals on 
Mars; these great men of the world 
are too busy with gold, stocks. Inven- 
tions, footballs, and commercial navi- 
gation to bother their heads over the 
usefulness to earth, of any new star 
that God, or some other force, puts Into 
the heavens among so many already 
there. The ancient wise men oi the 
E}ast were a little more particular and 
more quizzical, and they thereby ob- 
tained immortal renown. 
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O^What la dlMMC? 

A.^We have skown that heaven is 
"relief." The word "ease" way be used 
In a like sense. So if ease Is heaven, 
then dls-ease must be a condition In 
vhlch. the mind la eeparating from 
the heavenly state. 

Q. — Ib not the mind compelled by 
planetary influBnces to take on such 
conditions of dis-eaae as the planeta 
portend? 

A. — Most assuredly. If the mind la 
permitted to run cm the sentient or 
lunar plane of lite. 

Q. — That, I understand. Is what you 
term "fate?" 

A. — Yes. And it Is most popular. 
When the mind Is running on the 
plane of destlnr, ignoring the late 
plane, except as a "help-meet," then 
disease Is almost totally overcome. 

Q. — By your use of the word "help- 
meet," you seem to hint at the Adam 
and Eve story? 

A. — Yes, that story Is purely astrol- 
ogic. Two great lights were made. 
The greater light the Sun (of God), 
The leaser light, the Moon, which fol- 
lows the path of the dragon In Its 
serpentine movement of darkness 
ahout the earth. The spirit of God 
is eternal light; the Sun (of Qod) is 
the visible manifestation, "the ancient 
of days." The earth or matter is per- 
petual darkness from which the Sun 
is the Saviour. The Moon is the Sun 
of darkness, and shines only by the 
light of the Sun [of Qod). The spirit 
of the Sun Cor etornai light) is the 
destiny of man. The spirit of the re- 
flected light of the Sun, which comes 
through the Moon to earth, is the fate 
' of man. The moonlight is first formed 
out of the sunlight, and to use the 




flKuratlve language of Genesis, we 
might call the light of the new Hoon, 
"a rib" taken from the Sun. 

Q.— What has this te do with Adam 
and Eve? 

A. — Much more than most people 
Imagine. As things are in the heavens, 
so they are on the earth. The destined 
nature of mankind is governed by the 
Sun. in cycles starting always from 
Aries. Hence Adam was the first man- 
ifestation of Sun life in flesth. and Eve 
was the first manifestation of Moon 
life on earth. By Sun life, we mean 
soul-life, {or aol-Ufe). By Mo<m lite 
we mean the exterior or sentient ex- 
pressions of the soul-life, regardless 
of any popular Ideas of sex. Both 
man and woman today in their per- 
sonality, or exterior, express the senti- 
ent features of life governed by the 
senses or fate qualities. Dls-ease be- 
longs to the fate or lunar side oE life. 
WTien our will is strong enough to 
rise superior to fate and hold fast to 
the sunship power of our individual 
life, then we become on earth, the 
Suns or lights of God, and the liver 
(or Jupiter type of earth glory) will 
harmonize with the lights, and there 
can be no disease. 

Q. — What disease is the most diffi- 
cult to cure? 

A. — Ignorance. It is about the only 
disease. The worat types are the va- 
rious phasee of bigotted Ignorance. 
It Is an inherited disease, due to pre- 
natal or parental Ignorance of truth, 
and verified by the lunar and plane- 
tary conditions on the horoBCOpal 
plane of life. There is no ignorance 
on the destined or Sun-ship plane of 
life. The sins or ignorance of the 
parents are visited upon the children 
In lunar diseases, unto the third or 
fourth generation; yet. no matter how 
lun&tlcally diseased, relief can be ob- 
tained by suggestive theraputlcs In 
line with the Sun-ship sphere of the 
child. Most children are ruined by 
endeavor on the part of parents to 
lead children In the Sun or lunar 
spheres of the parents. E^ch child 
has a sphere of bia own and la always 
uneasy or diseased when not permit- 
ted to exercise It. Disease or Igno- 
rance can never be permanently cured 
unless the patient is free or frees him- 
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self from the hypnotic liLfluence ol 
popular eentimetit&l or Bensational er- 
ror, thereby becoming receptive to 
truth, which It is as satufftl for man 
to receive as It la to receive the breatb 
of life. Truth to be of benefit to any- 
one must coma to the heart mind, 
and be expreaeed by thoueht without 
authority from anyone. This Is the 
freedom from dls-ease which Jesus of 
Nazareth taught Thine own "laltb 
hath made thee whole," or wholesome. 
Suggestions From others are beneficial, 
yet, like drugs, are only temporary, 
though they may be InstrumeatBl (If 
not too violent) In creating an indivi- 
dual knowledge of the law, 

Q.— What ii Bolopathy? 

A. — It Is a form of suggestion on the 
ilne of true knowledge of health. The 
word means a dlBcourse upon the soul 
of thing or harmony. Materlarmedica, 
the line followed by what la termed, 
"Old School of Regulars," relates to 
material things or substances. The 
mind conforms to foMn or the exterior 
Instead of the ezt^lor cdnformlng to 
the mind, and the mind of the patient 
Is BJ-bltrarlly expected to conform to 
the mind of the physician. Instead of 
to the Bonl, or God-Sun-shlp power, 
that exlstfi dormantly within the pa- 
tient. Solopathy la a suggestive mode 
of arousing or awakening to strength 
and life, this latent power within as 
in the case where Jesua said; "Arise, 
take up thy bed and walk," or the 
words "Lazarus, come forth." Only 
those who have faith In themselves 
or who are not sceptical or bigotted, 
can be thus benefited. Hard cases 
might sometlmea be overcome by the 
cry of Are. A hard ease was at one 
time cured by appealing to her re- 
ligious faith. "Do you believe In God" 
cried the Solopath? "Yesl" was the 
quick response of the patient. "Then 
prove it," cried the Solopath. "get up 
and walk." and she walked. 

Q. — Are not Sun-ship spheres dif- 
ferent In these matters? 

A, — They are differentiated In their 
predominant expressions of the Sun- 
ship as you may learn from the "tab- 
lets" on the wonder wheel. Taurus 
people are very "determined," Leo 
people "lordly," Aries, "Independent," 
etc All Sun-ships have equal power, 



when circumstances demand, and the 
will Is exerciaed. "Where there la a 
will, there la always a way." This Is 
the line on which church people have 
attempted to teach, but by Ignoring 
the ancient landmarks, known as as- 
trology, they are unable to play upon 
the proper string of the "harp with a 
thousand atrlngs" (Human nature), 
and BO each case Is treated alike, and 
only the few are benefited by the sug- 
gestions ol the choroh. Jesus of Naz- 
areth spoke of this in the parable, "A 
sowra" went forth to sow." Churches 
Ignoring astrology have iMit the power 
to distinguish the differentiations o( 
man's Sun-ship, hence, like the 80W«r, 
they take chances; scatter their sug- 
gestions In haphazard manner, and let 
such as will take root We are im- 




presBed to say that astrology, for a 
wise purpose, has been kept In the 
background by some church magnates. 
while others have run wild without 
it. The time Is not far distant when 
astrology will rule the world in both 
church and state: ""Hky Kingdom 
Come; Thy Will Be Done, la Barth 
as It Is Done in Heaven," 

Q. — Why should we depend on what 
the ancients declared when they were 
unprovided with Inatrumente such aa 
we today poteeM and could not have 
known of eome matter* aa known to- 
day? 

A. — ^Faots which the anclenta dis- 
covered and which have no^ been dis- 
proved belong to the credit of the 
anclenta and not to the credit of our 
time. Because Oallleo thougfat the 
Moons of Jupiter were planets HhooJd 
we discard his law of motion. Be- 
cause Copemlcua supported themotlon 
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of celestial bodies as uniformly cir- 
cular, and had not discovered the true 
path of the earth, should we discard 
his other flnding^s that have not been 
disproved? Because neither of them 
knew the laws of gravitation, should 
we declare <them ignorant in their as* 
trologic findings? On the same prin- 
ciple should we maintain that 
prior ancients were in error on the 
subject of astrology, because we have 
been led to think that they believed 
the earth flat with the Sun moving 
around it. and especially should we 
maintain this unjust assumption when 
by demonstrations of the present day, 
it can be proven that the astrologic 
law remains unchanged, whether the 
earth be a cube or a globe, or whether 
the Sun goes around the earth or 
earth around the Sun? We do not 
think the prehistoric ancients were 
as ignorant of these laws of Coperni- 
cus, Galileo, Kepler and Newton, as 
we suppose them to have been, but 
they were not as well provided then 
as now with means to demonstrate 
their knowledge, hence by using suoh 
means as were convenient, the after 
world, known as the dark ages, lapsed 
into a recognition of the means em- 
ployed, as exact evidences of what 
the wise men knew. Even in this age 
we find that the popular minds do not 
understand truths as scientists under- 
stand them, and yet books are too of- 
ten written by popular minds with 
truths distorted, while the real truths 
are grasped only by the minds of the 
few. Take the subject astrology today, 
and not one. of those who oppose it 
have yet learned what it is. Those 
who know what it is could not op- 
pose it. They who contend against 
it are contending with distorted and 
perverted astrology and we contend 
with the same, hence It is very diffi- 
cult to reach an honest mind 
with true astrology. Kepler found 
hard work to present the truths which 
he knew, so when he offered his book 
with views contrary to those enter- 
tained in his day. he said: "It may 
well wait a century for a reader, as 
God has waited 6000 years for an ob- 
server." 

Q« — 80 Kepler believed the earth 
but 6000 years old? 

A. — ^Yes. Great men are ignorant 



on some points, but Kepler's ignorance 
does not destroy the truths of "Kep- 
ler's three laws." A professor of a 
college once attempted to fasten a door 
with a button. He put it on the door 
and then cursed the button because 
it failed to do its work. Another, a 
learned judge, threw a dictionary into 
the waste basket because he could not 
find the word "gnome." He was look- 
ing in N. Only recently I heard a 
reputable Harvard graduate declare 
that a "couple of twins" bom at the 
same minute, and developing different 
dispositions and other qualities, dis- 
proved the truths of astrology. When 
evidence is wanted of twins being 
born in 60 seconds I marvelled over 
the advent of a "couple of twins." in 
like time. All learned men may be 
authority in their own respective lines 
of study, but no learned man is author- 
ity concerning astrology unless he has 
studied the astrologia sana advocated 
by Bacon, and no student in this line 
ever yet denied the truth of astrology. 
Rev. Dr. J. Butler, in the 18th century, 
studied astrology for the purpose as 
he admitted "to throw dirt at it" It 
cured him of his ignoran-ce and he 
wrote a "Vindication of. Astrology," 
succeeded by his "On Human Nature," 
which it is admitted constitutes one 
of the most important contributions 
ever made to moral science. Locke 
Was an earnest follower of Bacon and 
Descartes, both of whom were noted 
astrologers. Locke. Butler and Bacon 
gathered their knowledge of human 
nature through the science of astrol- 
ogy. 

Q. — Do people generally express 
themselves from their Sun-ship na- 
ture? 

A. — ^Very seldom. We are all more 
or less hypocritical. We must sum- 
mer and winter a person to get at the 
Sun-ship nature. Of itself, the Sun- 
ship nature is always good, but its 
mode of expression on the Moon plane 
is what creates all troubles, all sor- 
rows, all sickness and all deaths. For 
instance, Aries. Taurus* Leo or any 
of \hQ other Qualities found on the 
tablets of the wonder wheel are all 
good. The evils of life depend upon 
how those qualities are expressed, in 
association with others, for as we ex- 
press them, is precisely in accordance 
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with the Moon forces, as they reflect 
through us; provided* we do not con- 
tinually exercise our will power in 
mastery of the soul over the senses. 
"£}ternal vigilance is the price of lib- 
erty." True Christianity is non-resis- 
tance, coupled with complete self- 
control. 

Q. — When should people engage to 
marry? 

A. — ^When they feel most loving, 
most fastidious and most peaceful with 
the world. At such times the Sun or 
Moon, or both« are in aspect with 
Venus. Marriages brought about by 
aspects of Jupiter, are more for means, 
or on moral grounds; aspects of Mars 
make rash or energetic marriages. 
Aspects of Saturn sometimes produce 
melancholy marriages, or marriage for 
a home. Aspects of Mercury make 
passionate marriages. Aspects of 
Uranus often make elopements, or 
some unusual affair. Aspects of Ura- 
nus and Venus create fascinations. 

Q. — Are these planets so operative 
each time that they come into aspect 
with Sun and Moon? 

A. — Yes, invariably, but don't mis- 
understand this, for right here is a 
very important consideration. There 
are two kinds of marriages. One is 
the spiritual marriage that takes place 
between mind and mind, or thought 
and thought, and the other is purely 
sexual man-made church marriages, 
governed by civil law or social fads^ 
No signs in the heavens will positively 
declare when one will answer "Yes" 
or "No." to a priest or magistrate, 
but they do tell when one is most like- 
ly to conform to the civil law, provided 
other planetary influences do not off- 
set the spiritual desire. Civil mar- 
riages, disregardful of astrologic laws, 
are responsible for much of the crime 
and unhappiness in the world, and 
many a spiritual illegitimate offspring 
is born of mis-mated parents, due to 
the civil laws of marriage, which, 
through ignorance in church and state, 
are enforced regardless of the Divine 
law of astrology. Children of greater 
purity are often born out of civil wed- 
lock, because they are the offsprings 
of Venus and Mercury, in harmony 
with both Sun and Moon. 

Qd — How could these things be bet- 
ter regulated? 



A. — The church uid state should go 
back to flrst principles, from which 
through contentions and bigotry, and 
prejudice and anger, they have de- 
parted, and so make the church what 
it was designed to be; a blessing to 
the world. It is now a blessing to only 
a small portion of the world. The 
"abomination of desolation**' spoken 
of by Daniel has for long been stand- 
ing in the "holy place," until the 
truths of the heavens have been nearly 
shaken from the lexicon of universal 
knowledge. 

Q. — ^Wlil church people accept this 
truism? 

A. — They will if they are truly Chris- 
tian. I mean if they have the Christ- 
principle in their heart. The Christ- 
principle rules the heart of man, 
through the Sun. When the lunar sen- 
tent factors dominate in any church, 
the Christ-principle manifests outside 
the church, among the masses In vari- 
ous ways. It did in the days of Jesus 
of Nazareth, and it surely will at all 
times, no matter by what name it may 
be called. The heart, by a law of na- 
ture, gravitates towards the charac- 
teristics of the Sun. The sentient 
mind follows the serpentine path of 
the Moon. Both are good when acting 
in harmony, with the Sun characteris- 
tic of each heart predominant in each 
person. 

Q. — You have given the planetary 
law for marriage, what Is the plane- 
tary law on other matters, business, 
money, etc? 

A. — ^Precisely the same. The law of 
marriage, or union, is the grand law 
of the universe, in all things, differ- 
entiated only by the object, or the 
planetary sphere, or the physical re- 
lationship. Judgment, and not thumb- 
rules, makes an astrologer. Thumb- 
rules in anything make a Charlatan 

or a quack. True knowledge is the 
power to apply fundamental prinicples 
to any condition, under any or all cir- 
cumstances. True Christianity is not 
limited creedology; it is perfect self- 
control in the midst of surrounding 
freedom of action. The outward acts 
are no evidence of the heart desires, 
but self-control is an evidence of the 
Sun-ship power within. The outward 
acts denote the lunar tendency of the 
mind, or how it is influenced by its 




The ordinary blank form as used by astrologers for horoscope work. 
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surroundings. It may be truly hypno- 
tized by its surroundings, or it may 
be merely "acting a part" for a heart 
purpose, or for some other lunar pur- 
pose. The planets or rulers of the 
planetary hours, will surely denote 
what the purpose is on the "surface 
within." and deeper study of the 
planets at that time will denote the 
deeper purpose or unconscious ten- 
dency of the purpose. It is the law of 
union, in every case. To receive 

money is an union of mind and money; 
to secure business is an union of busi- 
ness and mind. Learn to so judge, by 
analysing, chemically, the various fac- 
tors (as shown by the wheel) that are 
in operation, at the time for which 
you are judging, and you have the 
whole law of astrology in a nutshell. 
If you cannot do this, then you must 
depend upon thumb-rules, for each and 
every purpose, and an encyclopaedia 
of them would not be sufficient for all. 

Q. — I suppose much in life depends 
upon what you cali the birth point. 

A. — Yes, because that denotes the 
constitution of the life, its equipment 
for the journey of life. Unless well 
equipped at the start, of course the 
life is subject to much trouble, just as 
the starting of anything else. The as- 
pects of planets to sun, moon or horo- 
scope work upon the original structure 
of character, mind and body, and if 
not in harmony at the start then the 
aspects play upon the different 
spheres of life, and at times when the 
several spheres cannot support each 
other. The case is like unto " a house 
divided against itself," or like an army 
scattered at different points. 

Q. — ^The aunship aphers you call the 
chief. 

A. — Yes, as the heart is chief in the 
body. The heart part in the mental 
realm is that "something" within us, 
deeper than reason and more satisfy- 
ing when we appeal to it than a moth- 
er's tender lullaby to a restless child. 
Through a proper appreciation and ex- 
ercise of it, man rises to the dignity of 
a god. 

Qd — Which is the most popular 
among the people? 

A. — The lunar, or sentient mind. A 
man of busines calls the lunar mind 
the practical. The politician knows it 
is the most popular. In society it is 



thought to be the most enjoyable, re- 
gardless of its after-stings. Love and 
money are generally worked for on th-e 
lunar plane, because the true Joys and 
riches of the sol-plane have not been 
experienced. The popular mind has 
been taught, that to seek the kingdom 
of the heavens means after deaths or 
after the animal greed has become 
satiated. They, forget, apparently, 
that the animal qualities of life can 
be enjoyed by mastery of the world, 
better than as a slave to the world. All 
are born masters, and then educated 
to become slaves. However, there is 
one great and grand law in nature, 
and that is that when man desiree to 
ascend to the higher plane he will 
generally manage to find a way to get 
there. So long as he clings to the 
. lower plane, with his aches and pains, 
and his sorrows and despairs, nature 
permits him to remain and to follow 
his will-o'-the-wisps as long as he 
chooses to do so. As the mind of the 
man is, so are his thoughts, and as his 
thoughts are so are the Joys or the 
sorrows of his life. 

Q. — I thought that the planets made 
the bias of the mindt and the mind 
created thought. 

A. — ^True, but It is the ai^refieiation 
of a thing, and not the thing itself that 
gives us joy and sorrow. By living in 
the heart, or sunship nature, we can 
be happy anywhere or anyhow. The 
thought is then biased from within. By 
living in the head (ignoring the heart) 
we play false to our own heart in or- 
der to conform to the whims of others. 
Q* — Should we not sympathize with 
each other? 

A.-M3ertainly so far as our physi- 
cal necessities are concerned, provided 
they make, our sympathies mutually 
agreeable, but, not when, to suit the 
mere whimsicalities of their sentient 
natures they desire us to sacrifice our 
own sol-nature. 

If we do not play the part of the 
hypocrite, to both ourselves and to 
others, the law of th-e planets will 
bring us surely into our proper field of 
sympathy, almost spontaneously. If 
people could learn to say "No" and 
"Yes" according to their heart natures, 
instead of in accordance with their 
head policies — based on educated cus- 
tom — ^how much nearer the entire 
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world would get to the pinnacle of 
happiness. 

Q.~Would that be Christian? 

A. — Yes, it would be "Yea, yea and 
nay, nay." All troubles arise from mis- 
understandings, and misunderstandings 
are due to people saying "no" for "yes" 
and '*yes" for "no" for policy sake, and 
people are so much expected to be 
hypocritical that when one does say 
exactly what one means. Instead of 
being credited for honesty, it is deemed 
to be an ofCence, and trouble begins. 
Bigotted minds and ignorant minds 
cannot understand God's laws in na- 
ture, that make things that are agree- 
able to some, repugnant to others. By 
a law in nature we all have our affini- 
ties and our antipathies. How absurd 
it is to blame others for being differ- 
ent than we ourselves are, or to expect 
83rmpathies from sources not consti- 
tuted to be in harmony with ourselves 
or our views. Hearing, feeling, tast- 
ing smelling or seeing are purely ani- 
mal. When living for the gratifying 
of these, then the soul (or Sol) is dark- 
ened, if not lost Back of these senses 
is the intuitive faculty, ready at all 
times to lead into pastures green, but, 
not into pastures known under civil 
law as "landed possessions." The or- 
dinary lunar considerations of life, 
called "practical," are purely delu- 
sions, unless backed by heart apprecia- 
tion. 

Q« — Name some of these delusions. 

A. — ^Money, stocks, social positions, 
property, and the various new features 
of prevailing fads. Let people act out 
their own heart natures, and these 
things will come of themselves. 
"Unto him that hath" good planets, to 
him shall be given good. He that hath 
unfortunate planetary conditions, from 
him shall be taken everything that he 
hath. "Take no heed of tomorrow." 
Tomorrow, by its planetary laws, will 
take care of itself. If you know what 
the planetary promises of tomorrow 
are, then, prepare for them. The prep- 
aration is not heeding the tomorrow,it 
is heeding the today, and, by a plane- 
tary law, coming events always cast 
their shdows before. It is the shad- 
ows that we must heed. The event, 
when it comes will taxe care of itself, 
whether it be money, stocks, social 
position or anything else. We live 

m 



onlir a minute at a time. Take care 
of the minute which is the real thing 
and the future will take care of itself. 

Q< — Can the rise and fall of stocks 
or other speculative matters be accu- 
rately Judged by astrology? 

A. — ^We doubt of their being accu- 
rately judged for want of proper data. 
The birth time of the particular stock 
should be positively known to warrant 
any judgment on the fluctuation of the 
particular stock. Such data is very 
difficult to obtain. 

Q. — On general grounds are there 
not planetary influences that operate 
on special stocks? 

A. — Yes, in about the same way that 
there are weather probabilities. 

Q. — Why then would It not be safe 
to speculate on such probabilities? 

A. — Because ail speculations are 
matters governed by momentary im- 
pulses, or the action of some particu- 
lar moment, and, on a geueral judg- 
ment there would be no assurance of 
the exact dividing line between the 
fluctuations of stocks. One man 
might speculate at a certain time in a 
particular stock and gain. Another 
man might speculate in same stock 
flve minutes later and lose. A case of. 
this kind depending upon the probable 
rise of stock, made one man $60,000 
richer and another man with but a few 
minutes difference in the act, was made 
$48,000 poorer. 

Q. — Could you account for this by 
other means than the stock fluctua- 
tions? 

A. — Certainly. It was in the plane- 
tary conditions of the individual. The 
one who gained was under personally 
good planetary conditions, while the 
other was under personally bad plane- 
tary conditions. 

Qd — How then should .these specula- 
tive matters be regulated? 

A. — The same as all other matters 
should be, by the planetary conditions 
of the person. 

Q. — On which plane of life? 

A. — Both, or airplanes, for highest 
good, but, good in either to the extent 
of the good. 

Q. — What would you consider good, 
planetary condition? 

A. — A trine or sextile, to a good 
birth point, as the first consideration, 
by direction, progression, transit or 
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revolution, or, a parallel of declinatipii 
to a birthpoint of good planets. "Aie 
same to a progressional point, or to 
the cusps of 1st, 2d, 5th, 8th qr 10th 
houses of the horoscope. These horo- 
scopal points are not to be depended 
upon in assuni€fd hours of birth. In. 
all cases, if bad aspects are on at the 
same time, they will modify the 
chances for good. It is better to wait 
six months for a good condition than 
to putter away at small chances. 
People fortunately born will get at 
least three excellent opportunities, in 
three months of each year. People 
unfortunately born will get very few 
opportunities to "buck against the 
tiger" without getting bit, and even 
then their rare opportunities are most 
apt to reverse. Speculators are bom, 
as well as poets, but the great majority 
are born as victims for the esi>ecial 
few. 

Q. — ^What, then is your advice In 
speculations? 

A. — To do in them, as in all things 
else; operate at times when personal 
planetary conditions are good, totally 
regardless of the rise* and fall of stocks. 
"What is one man's meat is another 
man's poison." For little daily matters, 
go by the planetary hours. Follow a 
thing up on a good hour, and it will 
surely bring you to the best good there 

is for you. The planetary hours are 
the little droppings that wear away a 
stone. If not willing to work by na- 
ture's laws, then do otherwise and pre- 
pare sooner or later to **take your med- 
icine." It will surely come, as every 
cause produces its effect. 

Q. — fa not money a necessity? 

A. — Only as a means, just the same 
as a shovel. So long as we have use for 
money it is good. If we have no use 
for it, then it is no better to us than 
so much sawdust. No man can get 
more enjoyment out of his money than 
his planets permit him to have, and 
he would have that just the same if 
there was no money in the world. Man 
created money only as a measure of 

values, and the value of money de- 
pends entirely upon the mental value 
placed upon it The making of gold 
and silver into money is about the 
poorest use that the metal could be 
put to. If the mind of man should de- 
clare against money, then it would be- 



come useless as the tea in Boston har- 
bor in 1776. It is an error and a de- 
lusion to think that money gives haj^ 
piness. A person with Moon afflicted 
by Venus and Mercury will never be 
happy on the worldly plane no matter 
how much money he has, nor what his 
social position may be. These Inferior 
planets and a debilitated Jupiter create 
more troubles in the world than Sat- 
urn and Mars. 

Q. — In what spheres should we study 
the various planets? 

Q. — For wordly matters, study the 
place of the moon, for love matters, 
the place of Venus, for intellectual or 

passional matters, the place of Mer- 
cury; for glorification or means, the 
place of Jupiter; for sober, industrious, 
or scientific matters, the place of Sat- 
urn; for enterprise, the place of Mars; 
for ideas or matters in advance of the 
age, the place of Uranus; for seditious 
matters, the place of Neptune; for 
greed, pure and simple, study the place 

of part of Fortune; for the true in- 
wardness, or rock of ages, upon which 

the true life rests« study the Sun. The 
places of these (except the latter) must 
be obtained from a nautical almanac, 
pr ephemeris. After that, judge them 
on the wheel, as per the laws for birth 
point, only varying the judgment as 
per sphere of the planet 

Q. — Can all people see things in the 
same light? 

A. — ^Presumably not if we judge by 
the greneral experiences of the world. 
An artist, with ecstatic mind, beheld a 
beautiful angel in a painting, but an 
Indian looking as the same thing could 
only see "paint on a rag." People 
with a mystical mind can see, in the 
planetary aspect the great car- 
dinal cross of the world. At the birth 
point they can behold the Sun of Birth, 

just starting on its upward climb to 
the centre of the great cross, to which 
all are destined, in a 90 years' journey, 
in material or immaterial existence. 
The Indian was climbing th'e nigged 
material path of the mind. The artist 
was climbing the path of ecstacy, the 
immaterial, or, idealistic, mind. Elach 
of them had their joys and their sor- 
rows, only cast on different planes of 
heart and head creations. 

Q. — Are Encyclopaedias standard au- 
thorities? 
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A. — Tes, so long, as the standard 
which accepts th-em remains un- 
changed. They merely represent pop- 
ular acceptance or credulity. As soon 
as the world ideas change, then words 
and facts contained in words change 
proportionately. Encyclopaedias' can 
never keep up with the changing 
thought-world. To understand Bible 
and ancient lore, we are not warranted 
in depending upon encyclopaedia! 
statements, when our heart thoughts 
deny them. The proof of all things lies 
in the heart of each individual man. 
Hence Paul spoke to the heart when 
he said: 'Trove all things, hold fast 
to that which is good." To understand 
ancient events, miracles and the mean- 
ing of ancient words, we need not 
judge them by present popular accept- 
ances if we are at all able to gather 
any different unfderstanding by the 
heart acceptances of the past. 

Q. — Are there not more planets than 
are used in the planetary hours? 

A. — Yes, but they are not used in the 
division of time. Chronus (Saturn) 
governs time. As 7 is to 22, so are 
all cyclic movements great or small, 
from Sun to Saturn. Sun and Moon 
are not planets, but for convenience 
we call them so, just as we say "sun 
rises," etc. 

Q. — What should be our first under- 
standing of astrology? 

A. — It should be in accordance with 
the powers of the signs. Next, the 
particular sphere of life which we are 
to express through the Sun. Then we 
should understand by the aspects 
when in each year are our best times 
to operate, and the same understand- 
ing informs us of the people who best 
accord with our life. Then we should 
learn whether or not any of the planets 
are in these aspects to annoy or bene- 
fit us. Having learned these we have 
learned the whole fundamental law 
of astrology. All the rest is 
but the one fundamental law, repeated 
in volumes of different words. 

Qd — How shall wc operate with the 
Moon, the planets and the Horoscope? 

A. — In the self same way as with the 
Sun. Judge them each in their own 
respective spheres of operation. Moon, 
the sentient plane upon which the 
Sun-ship expresses itself. The horo- 
scope, the dispositional plane of ex- 



pression by reason of physical rela- 
tionships. It is only necessary to 
judge these three departments, ordi- 
narily, because the planets are but 
helpers or hinderers to these three 
superior departments. For instance, 
if two planets affect Sun« then the 
two planets affect each other« but it 
is through the Sun that we get the 
effect, hence it is not necessary to 
judge the planets' affliction of each 
other, but rather mix the affliction of 
the planets upon the Sun. and we at 
once have the conclusion, and without 
confusion. Judge the Sun sphere first. 

Moon sphere next and horoscopal 
sphere last. 

Q. — How about transits? 

A. — I suppose you mean by 
''transits," the movement of the plan- 
ets as found in the current year. They 
are the "apparent" places, which helio- 
centric astrologers talk so much about. 
I pay little regard to them; yet, by no 
means despise them. They are ephem- 
eral, and relate to the life in an infe- 
rior way to the "directions" or, the 
"progressional," but are seldom of 
vital importance unless, perchance, 
the higher laws are in force. Momen- 
tary good may be realized from a 
transit, even though the life itself is 
running to destruction. I should pre- 
fer to be guided by the law that is 
operating upon my general course, 
rather than upon some law that is in 
reality but a "false alarm." 

Q. — How many different classes of 
people are there? 

A. — Only six in reality, but each 
have a positive and negative side and 
that makes 12. Each of these 12 have 
12 sub-classes, and each sub-class has 
12 dispositions. £)ach disposition has 
three Decanate qualities. Each Dec- 
anate is divided by "terms," and each 
term is composed of degrees. We 
might go still further into special lim- 
itations, but eyen terms and decanates 
are finer than the ordinary judgments. 
The characters of the 12 signs are gen- 
erally distinctive enough to be easily 
recognized. Each planet corresponds 
with both a positive and negative sign, 
and favors most the positive or nega- 
tive sign, according to whether or not 
he is himself positive or negative. 
Even numbered signs are negative and 
the uneven are positive. 
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Q« — ^Are these 12 clastesy what are 
known as the 12 tribes of Israel? 

A. — Yes. That is the msrthical way 
in which the ancients attempted to 
portray them to the world. Then 
again they have been portrayed as 
the 12 disciples* with the Sun as the 
central figure. Then the Revelation 
portrays them as the 12 gates to the 
New Jerusalem. We might again 
make a mythical story founded on the 
12 colonies, with a central government^ 
In every case, however, the worldly 
mind, is apt to worship the materisd 
representative instead of the principle 
. or essence of the representation. The 
material mind finds hard work to rise 
above a material IdoL and bask in the 
enjoyment of .the spiritual essence 
within their own material possession. 

Q.— What are the difficuit parts of 
astrology? 

A. — The directional and horary fea- 
tures. These are purely mathemati- 
cal, and in which people foolishly try 
to bring, by mathematics, their judg- 
ments down to the lunar plane of mi- 
nuteness, so as to enable them to 
discover when or where they will meet 
a red-headed girl crossing a rickety 
bridge; when or how they may break 
the stock market or when or where 
they will find a $20-dollar gold piece 
rolling up hill. Such astrology has its 
usefulness to minds, hypnotized to the 
lunar plane of life, but on that plane, 
there is always a constant longing, 
never fully gratified. In our practical 
lessons we give a method of making 
a horoscope by even houses. This even 
house method is a good method of 
reading. It has its infiuences, but they 
are not the same as the uneven houses. 
Some astrologers prefer them to the 
uneven houses. In India, they use 
the method of even houses, as do also 
heliocentric astrologers. Ansrthing 
more complicated than the simplicity 
of our wonder wheel method* which 
is the easiest method ever presented, 
we will teach by correspondent 
courses. 

'Q« — Have you any method of read- 
ing correctly without the person tell- 
ing his age, etc? 

A. — Yes, but all such matters are 
mere tricks, to make the operator ap- 
pear wonderful, in the eyes of super- 
stitious people or curiosity-seekers. 



We can instruct any one in 
any of the "marvellous opera- 
tions, that are used for such 
purposes. Sometimes, in regard 
to age^ a lady is foolish enough to fear 
giving it. Tell the lady to write down 
750 (or any number with 50 as the 
last two numbers) and then add her 
age to it. Then substract 250, and 
add to that 1000, and ask what is her 
answer to the sum. The last two fig- 
ures of the answer will be her age. 
Her age would be in the answer before 
adding the 1000, but the trick might 
be seen into. If you wish to learn the 
month of birth, day of month« or how 
many dollars one has in his pocket, 
have the person do a sum in like man- 
ner, putting down the day of month, 
month number, or number of dollars, 
in place of age. This sum will always 
give in the last two figures of the an- 
swer the age. or other data, which 
has been added. To get two datas at 
same time, (say month and age) tell 
them to start by doubling the number 
of the month, add five to it. multiply 
by 50, add age, and subtract 250. and 
the first figure of answer will be the 
month and the last figure the age. 

Q.— What is mind reading? 

A. — ^Everjrthing that we are con- 
scious of is mind reading. One per- 
son has just as much innate knowl- 
edge of truth as another, but the ma- 
jority are afraid to trust their own 
consciousness and so depend upon 
some one else as authority, or some 
form of custom adapted only to the 
natures of the few. This makes the 
masses comparatively ignorant, be- 
cause they fear to offend such cus- 
toms, or deny such authorities, even 
though their hearts are not in sym- 
pathy with them. Attempting to con- 
form to man made laws. and the ne- 
glect of natural laws is the creator of 
ignorance and disease. Gk>d haa notli- 
ing to do with it. because things con- 
trary to nature are illusiye and only 
temporarily real. 

Q.~How did the ancients tell things 
without paper, lead pencils, wntehse, 
etc., and often In desert places? 

A. — ^Why, they had methoda. which 
were as good to them as our methods 
are to us. We depend so much npon 
our "instruments" that we have lost 
a great deal of the power of onr 
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brain, which is a God-made instrument. 
Knowledge is power« and the knowl- 
edge which they had we have lost, 
and have merely substituted other 
forms of knowledge. City peo- 
ple must have a compass or a 
weather vane to tell which way the 
wind blows. Sailors or desert travel- 
ers can tell by Sun, Moon or Stars. An 
ordinary watch is a good compass. 
Point the hour hand to the Sun, and 
exactly half way between the hour and 
12 o'clock is south. The opposite side 
of the circle would be north, and half 
way between would be east and west. 
Use the Wonder Wheel as a compass 
Stand facing the Sun, with the Clock- 
Hour pointing to the Sun, and Capicorn 
(where it says **Noon *') will be South. 




Q- — If a horoscope relates only to 
the hours of one day, how are life 
events computed from It? 

A.- — By reason of a day's movement 
corresponding to a year; two hours to 
a month, or 30 years, and a degree to 
a day and a day to a year. Judgment 
depends upon which of these cycles 
one is judging for. Four minutes of 
time may be used in judging for a 
day, for a year, or for 28,080 years, if 
one wishes to go. like Daniel of old, 
into long time prophecies. The revo- 
lutions of the Moon C28 days), and 
Saturn's (28 years), etc. etc all have 
regularity of correspondence with 
each other. At each quarter of 28, (7) 
is the true Sabbath. "Sun-day." is the 
"Lord's day." so we see that the 
church is still devoted to astrologic 
Sun worship, but the people do not 
realize it. The impress of astrologic 
truth, is everywhere, but the fool 
hath said with his mouth "somebody 
exploded it." In the explosion it went 
up so high that the fool lost sight of it. 
By the law of gravitation it has re- 
turned to earth, and some of the fools 
are able to recognize that it has been 
in no way injured. 



Q^— Counting a degree for a day, 
then 90 degrees of 8un movement 
would be about a life's span? 

A. — Yes. Count 18 rings in circle of 
days, on wheel, from birthpoint, and 
the Sun there comes to its own square. 
Life seldom passes that point, unless 
excellent modifying planets assist the 
Sun, beyond it. Yearly movements of 
the Sun and transitory movements of 
the planets are employed in the corre- 
sponding inferior cycles. 

Q. — I had no Idea there was so much 
science in astrology, i thought it 
crack-brained nonsense. 

A. — The cracked brains that under- 
stand it would not willingly change 
places with the brain that is loaded 
with its possession of worldly pelf, 
yet both are good when working to- 
gether in harmony. 

Q. — Which is the quickest way to 
tell good and bad aspects? 

A. — By memorizing the birth num- 
bers of the signs, or houses. Even 
numbers are negative, uneven num- 
bers are positive. All negatives are 
in good aspect to the negatives. All 
positives are in good aspest to the 
positives. Only one exception. That 
is the opposite, which is the^ neces- 
sary pclarity in all operations. Man 
is the opposite of woman, business op- 
posite to home and so on about the 
circle. Horoscopal house influences 
are always secondary to zodiacal sign 
Influences, and transits are secondary 
to progressional influences and Moon 
influences are secondary to Sun in- 
fluences. Negative numbers and 
Moon and Venus are female attributes. 
All others are male attributes, except 
Mercury, which is mutable. Planets, 
bias the house or sign they are in, for 
good or for ill. and per contra, the 
house or sign they are in bias the 
planet A chemical analysis of the 
combines is the true law of judgment, 
in all astrologic considerations beyond 
the basic laws contained in the wheel. 

Q. — How do we "rule our 8tars?" 
A. — By observing the true law of 
Christianity, which is non-resistance, 
coupled with perfect self control. Each 
class has its own predominating 
power in its own particular field of 
action. In the field of those points and 
among people in bad aspect to them 
their power depends only upon tem- 
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porary advantages. They had better 
keep still or meekly accept what is 
given, as reaction invariably follows 
resistance. "Every dog has his day." 
"Keep still and know that I am God." 

Q. — What is the difference between 
house and sign, and how do they re- 
late to each other? 

A. — The signs are the circle of. the 
heavens and this circle is divided into 
months and days. The circle of the 
earth is also divided into 12 parts 
called houses, and numbered from 1 
to 12 to distingufsh them from signs. 
The earth circle is called a horo- 
scope, because all matters relating to 
any particular hour — birth or other- 
wise — ^has to be judged by the eai'th 
circle of houses. When the hour of 
birth is not known — and that is the 
general condition of people at pres- 
ent age — ^then no horoscope can be 
made for that births and astrologers 
are quite apt to assume an hour, or by 
some form of guesswork create a 
subterfuge for a horoscope. That is 
not right and is generally apt to be 
misleading sooner or later. Aries is a 
1st house, no matter where it may be, 
and the place of the Sun (no matter 
where it may be) is another 1st house, 
and the place of the Moon and of 
each planet in the heavens is the 1st 
house of each of them respectively. 
The other signs and houses bear the 
same relation to these respective 
planetary places as the other houses 
bear to the 1st house, in a horoscope. 
.When there are so many true 1st 
house elements in the heavens on each 
day, it is not so very necessary to 
strain at a gnat, over the true hour of 
the birtlL and "swallow a camel" 
through errors. 

Q. — But do not these Ist houses also 
belong to everybody else born on that 
same day? 

A. — Certainly, but we do not often 
run into people born on same day and 
same year. When we do, we find that 
their lives are pretty much alike in 
everything except the outward appear- 
ances. In all my life I never met but 
one person born on the same day as 
myself. He came for a reading. A 
something or other impressed me. I 
could not tell what when he entered 
my presence. I was surprised when he 
gave me his date« but without betray- 



ing the surprise, I leaned back in. my 
chair and began to think over events 
and dates in my own life, and related 
them to him as his own^ He was not 
an astrologer, but his mind was Bohe- 
mian. Finally he said: "I thought 
you were an astrologer, not a clairvoy- 
ant." I told him that clavoyancy was 
merely "clear-sightedness, and I had 
at once clearly seen firom his date, 
that it was unnecessary for me to do 

any astrologic work. At last I told 
him the secret and we shook hands 
as Diurnal twins. A casual observer 
might have found much difference be- 
tween us, as might be found between 
a prince and a green grocer, but we, 

two, who knew ourselves best, could 
see our resemblances in each other, 
and in, the events of our lives. 

Q. — What may we learn from as- 
pects relative to the effects of planets 
upon our lives? ' 

A. — ^We may learn whether the 
planets (of themselves) promise us 
good or evil.' For instance, if the 
Sun, was at the "independent" point 
of a square, (or near it) and any 
planet was at (or near) either the 
"domestic," "intuitive" or "ambitious" 
points of the squiEU'e, then that planet 
would promise resistance or difficulty 
to our heart nature, or higher mind, 
just as a stream of water, a court of 
law, or a mountain in our path would 
disturb the faculty of independence. 
By keeping still nothing need disturb 
one's independent thoughts, but with 
desire to move, these obstacles might 
offer resistance to our independence, 
and cause us to be dependent upon 
something outside, or beyond our ordi- 
nary energy to overcome them. If 
a planet was in "Lordly" or "proud" 
points of the trine (from "independ- 
ent") then it would promise us assist- 
ance through our own pride, or lordli- 
ness, or it might furnish us with as- 
sistance from some proud, or lordly 
person. 

Q. — Are these aspects always to be 
considered from the same exact places 
as they are drawn on wonder wheel? 

A. — They are drawn under the tab- 
lets only to teach the prinicple of 
trines and squares in astrology. The 
qualities in nature as printed in the 
tablets and their aspects as ffiven al- 
ways hold the same« but the influoice 
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of each tablet extends from the centre 
of one of the obliquity circles to the 
centre of the next following one. That 
distance in any circle, (great or small) 
is 30 degrees, and the exact point of 
any of. the degrees of a sign and 
the squares and trines of a circle 

would, of course, change to the same 
degree, in the other signs. Squares 
and trinea always start from the same 
point, but do not extend to the same 
I>oint. There is a drawing that shows 
the squares and trines of a circle 

starting from the same point. In the 
centre, you may catch a slight idea 
of how the Sunrise aftects the face of 
the earth by these aspects or angles. 
Our place at Sunrise is at the top of 
the earth. 

Q. — Are we not always on top of the 
earth. 

A. — ^Yes, wherever we are* that is 
to us the top, and to us it is the centre 
of the universe, whether Sun goes 
around the earth or earth around the 
Sun. From our own place we can 
make best calculations and that is what 

the ancients did and so led us to be- 
lieve that they thought earth the cen- 
tre of all space. The Sun. compara^ 
tively, does not move, but the earth 
turns towards the east, so at Sunrise 
we are top of the earth* west of the 
Sun; at noon we are "top" directly un- 
der the Sun; at evening we are "top" 
east of the Sun. and at midnight we 
are top, with the whole body of the 
earth between us and the Sunlight. 
Don't you think this makes differ- 
ences in our thoughts and feelings 
during the 24 hours? 

Q. — It must, but how does that affect 
a birth? 

A. — It affects a birth by inspiring 
the first breath of the child with the 
prevailing thought of its worldly en- 
vironments. The prevailing thought 
condition of the parents at that time is 
most faithfully stamped upon the 
child, so that the sign quality of the 
Moon at that birth denotes the local 
surroundings of the child's birthplace. 
This, of itself, is a most wonderful 
evidence of the truth of astrology. 

Q. — What is this iaw of aspects, 
called "trines« squares* opposition/' 
etc., founded on? 

A. — ^Every point in a circle is angu- 
larly related to every other point, as 



is also every human being to every 
other human being, or every spiritual 
or material thing to every other thing. 
This condition of unity, or oneness is 
God-spirit or power. ThJB whole is 
known as the Macricosmu and each 
part as the Microcosm, a single dot, or 
speck is the protoplast of the greatest 
circle. The dot of itself contains all 
the virtues of a great circle except 
quantity, as a speck of salt or sugar 
has all the quality of a barrel of salt 
or sugar. Every day in the circle of 
days, is of itself equal with any other 
day, and has an equal amount of the 
circle each side of it. We are there- 
fore all born free and equal, so far as 
the circle of itself is concerned. If 
even pressure is brought to bear upon 
all points of a circle, then a circle, no 
matter how large or fine it might be^ 

could not be broken. Certain points 
in a circle are called "points of least 
resistance" and others "of greatest re- 
sistance." We naturally move for- 
ward and towards things opposite to 
ourselves. If obstacles are in our path 
we move to the right or left, or else 
join forces with the opposite. We look 
ahead, which is opposite to where we 
are, and our eyes are so focused that 
we see things in a range of vision like 
unto the V shape of a sign, or the 
two sides of a trine. When our sight 
in space has gone to the extent of 
the trine, then the space beyond forms 
the reverse, or antethesis of our trine, 
and there fs where our opposition be- 
gins, and its view fades away in the 
distance until it becomes a mere dot, 
which equals our own position in space 
or in the great circle that is around 
us. We can see little about us so 
long as we stand with a fixed gase. 
This is the philosophy of what are 
termed Aspects in Astrology. All our 
relationshifis in life are like unto this 
illustration, so 180 degrees of a circle 
marks our opposite aspect, and 120 
marks the trines. or outer points of 
our focus. To all other points we 
must turn to a greater or lesser ex- 
tent In life, no matter where we may 
be, every point of the circle may be 
more or less focussed upon us. This 
by tbe ancients was termed the "AU 
Seeing Eye." The aspects or points 
of greatest resistance to the gase from 
our own standpoint, we are apt to call 
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evil, and from thence is derived the 
term the "evil eye." There is no evil, 
only from our relative position to the 
other points of the great circle of man- 
kind, the unseen forces. Gk)d is oppo- 
site to man, and but a mysterious speck 
to our gaze. When we move straight 
forward, wavering neither to the right 
nor the left, then we behold God "face 

to face," as the fftce of the earth to the 
face of the sky. Ood, then becomes 
to our view "good." The Sun repre- 
sents the Ood-centre of the solar sys- 
tem because it is the most fixed of the 
bodies in it The Moon^is the most 
changeable, hence under moon condi- 
tions, or aspects, with the planets, we 
are apt to be easily led from the 
straight and the narrow path. 

While the moon to us is quite a dis- 
tance firom the earth, yet. as viewed 
from the Sun, it would be in the self- 
same degree of the circle; hence from 
heliocentric standpoint the Moon is as 
useless in astrologic work as would be 
the moons of Jupiter from geocentric 
standpoint. Moon's aspects, then, 
must be judged from earth. As we 
cannot well judge from earth, with- 
out some object. to judge by, the Moon 
becomes the best marker for the earth 
that we have. There must be some 

slight variations between the moon and 
earth and the other bodies. Theso 
variations are provided for in astrol- 
ogy by a figure called "Part of For- 
tune." In horary work. It is often 
found to be quite a factor in earthly 
matters. 

Qd — Is the geocentric er hellcentric 
system (so-called) the better system of 
astrology? 

A. — ^As to which is the better of any- 
thing • depends upon the use or pur- 
pose of our practice. If I wish to catch 
fish I go to the seashore ,but if I wish 
to gather corn I am more likely to find 
it inland. These heliocentric and geo- 
centric claims are much misunder- 
stood, jiist as the quarrel between 
Galileo and the priests is misunder- 
stood, and just as the Bible is mis- 
understood. This great cry of "We 
are right and you are wrong" has del- 
uged the world with blood. Right or 
wrong, better or worse, are but rela- * 
tive terms and depend upon the stand- 
point from which we view the matter. 
If I stand «pon the hill I cannot see 



the detail of the valley as well as if in 
the valley. If I stand in the valley I 
cannot see the detail of the hill as 
well as if on the hill. In the days of 
kings there were contentions between 
those who worshipped in high places 
and those who worshipped on the 
heath, and the latter were called 
heathen. The former were called the 
hierarchy (from "higher arc"). The 
word "heath" is in someway allied to 
the Greek word for "wild ass," and 
this wild ass, or "asses" was not only 
a term for a beautiful and very swift 
animal, but also for a standard of 
measurement, and by some the picto- 
rial sign for Aries was an ass instead 
of a lamb. The heathen, prior td the 
Christian era, were called "wild asses" 
and the heathen became the Christian. 

The Jews accused the Christians of 
"worshipping the sun (not son) and 
the head of an ass." (This no doubt 
referred to the first point of Aries, 
represented by a lamb, or the head of 
that gentler but independent animal 
known as a "wild ass.") 

If your mind is keen you will seo 
the drift through all ages of thid 
one continual contention in the human 
family over good and evil, or better 
and wqrse, and furthermore that it 
has been nothing more than a dispute 
as to whether a man should follow 
the dictates of his heart or his head. 
Now the heathen before Christ became 
the Christian after Christ, and then 
the Christian became the higher-arc 
(or hierarchy), and this hierarchial 
church stood above the state. The 
state then represented the people or 
the lower arc. Now, note: The papal 
tiara was then the Sun, and the im- 
perial crown was the Moon; a strictly 
astrologic form of distinction, as the 
Sun in astrology, since the days of 
Abraham, has always stood for the 
superior and primary forces on earth. 

The Moon has generally stood for 
the inferior or secondary powers. You 
will see the evidence of astrologic 
reverence m the fiags of all nations. 
The Sun has always been recognized 
as the higher arc of the heavens, and 
the Moon as the arc of the heathen (or 
people who live on the lower or sen- 
tient plane of life). From time im- 
memorial, the fight of the world, irre- 
spective of church, nation, race or 
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color has been nothing but a continu- 
ous one over the same question, which 
was begun when man first learned to 
UDderstand that he had an internal 
nature which did not seem to coincide 
with his exterior views of the things 
without. Which was first, or which 
the better of the two, the hen or the 

chickens, man or woman* state or 
church, sun or moon^ heliocentric or 
geocentric, light and darkness, God or 
the devil. It is all one and the same 
question, from age to age, assuming 
new shapes and phases. The world 
will never attain to a condition of true 
Christianity until it learns the law of 
non-resistance, coupled with perfect 
self-control adapted to the particular 
needs of the ever present, with prepara. 
tion for the future on earth, by aid of 
the divine power of fore-knowledge 
through the infallible laws of astrol- 
ogy. To know the heart current of 
the world, or of one of its atoms (a 
human being) we must follow the 
course of the sun's influence upon the 
earth, which is the mover and anima- 
ter of the heart's blood. To know the 
mind of the world, or of one of its 
creatures, we must follow the course 
of the moon, which is the mover and 
animater of the waters of the earth. 
The spirit attributes are in both of 
these lights (or enlighteners) of the 
world, and in them we have "the spirit, 
the water and the blood." These three 
bear witness in the earth, in corre- 
spondence with the three (sun moon 
and zodiac) which bear record in 
heaven. 

The sun sphere, the moon sphere 
and the zodi&cal sphere are separate 
and distinct, in regard to special re- 
quirements, but the misery or happi- 
ness of our soul depends upon the har- 
mony of the three. Paul became con- 
verted through the power of the Sun 
upon his heart, and he then began to 
exalt the Sun (or heliocentric system) 
above the system of the Ephesians, 
who were, like the present age, so sen- 
tiently disposed that they combated 
him with the shouts, "Great is Diana 
(the Moon) goddess of the Ephe- 
sians." Whether we are willing to 
recognize it or not, we are moved in 
life by the laws of astrology; we cre- 
ate or elect our state affairs by the 
laws of astrology. We bow down in 



reverence to our church sods^ under 
the laws of astrology; we reverence 
th blessed days of the Sun (Sunday) 
by the laws of astrology. We sicken 
and die because we are ignorant of 
the laws of astrology and therefore fail 
to '^Remember the true Sabbath day 

and keep it holy." The church, hold- 
ing consciously or unconsciously to 
the higher arc of the Sun, maintains 
life for the heart spirit of the world 
(through the observance' ol Sun-day), 
but the spirit of our sentient nature 
does not receive its allotted season of 

rest, and sc^fails to carry sentient life 
beyond the square of the Sun. The 
Moon squares its own place at birth, 
every seventh day, and every human 
being should observe that seventh day, 

"that his days may be long/' etc. The 
quarrels over heliocentric and geocen- 
tric are illustrated 'by Adam and Eve, 
Cain and Abel, Noah in the higher arc 
of the sun, with the waters of the 
Moon, filled with deetroyed mentali- 
ties about him. Joseph and his 
brethren, Moses Cdrawn out of the 
water) and Pharoah, Daniel, working 
the "three witnesses as one" (John 
5-8) against the astrologers of Nebu- 
chadnezzar, who were working on the 
sentient plane, Jesus on the plane of 
non-resistance with Self-control, 
against the Roman and Jewish dis- 
putants, as to right and wrong. The 
early Christians on the Sun plane, with 
the Romans on the Moon plane, and 
so the astrologic foot prints through 
all the. ages may be traced, until the 
time of Galileo. He accused the priests 
of using the lunar zodiac instead of 
the solar. The world, not understand- 
ing the genius of Ptolemy, who had 
combined the two systems into one, 

really thought that Ptolemy supposed 
the Sun to go around the earth be- 
cause his figure (for convenience in 
calculating) placed the earth point in 
centre, with the circles of the other 
host of heaven about it. 

Since then the world at large has 
paid such little attention to the 
heavens that only wars and conten- 
tions have been going on over forms, 
ceremonies or commercial greed, and 
Diana, Luna or the Moon (as you 
choose to call it) has bec<»ne great, and 
is today worshipped under the name 
"civilization." Large temples are 
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erected in unconscious honor to the 
goddess, which we call 'Jails, poor- 
housee, hospitals and asylums." These 
are grand and beneficent institutions 
for the times, but when the world un- 
derstands the laws of both heliocentric 
and geocentric astrology, combined in 
one harmonious whole, as we illus- 
trate as best we can in our Wonder 
Wheel, then Diana, the harlot, "seated 
on many waters," will be cast down to 
her proper plane, or the lower arc. The 
Sun in the higher arc will be the helio- 
centric (or healing centre of confused 
ideas) and the Moon will still move 
about the geocentric, and the 24 hours 
of each day (the saints and angles, or 
angels, as you choose to term them) 
will together be full of praises and 

shouts of hosanna from the hearts of 
men. 

Q. — Where is the spirit world? 
A. — ^Wherever thought is. The thought 
world is the spirit world. -Man lives 
in the spirit world of thought above 
the spirit world of the body, which is 
a lower form or expression of thought. 
When we think of a thing then the 
spirit of the thing comes to us accord- 
ing to our own mode of thinking. By 
thinking we may create everything, in 
process of time. If one with child 
should persistently think of an angel, 
the child would no doubt be born with 
wings, or their suggestive appearance. 
If such thinking should become a fad, 
no doubt humanity would soon be pro- 
vided with wings and destroy monop- 
oly on flying machines. Man can in 
time create whatever the thought de- 
sires. 

Qd — Is astrology a fad? 

A. — I do not know just what import- 
ance to put upon the word "fad." If 
you mean "a thing to be trifled with," 
then I should say it is too serious a 
subject to f addle with. If you use 
"fad" in the sense of "forte" or talent, 
then I should say: By those who know 
what astrology is, it is certainly a gift 
of the mind to be able to be interested 
in it. 

Q. — Are people gifted with different 

minds? 

A. — No. There is but one mind in 
the entire universe. Each atom of na- 
ture is but a different mode of mani- 
festing that mind. We call our own 
manifestation "our mind," but it is 



only that particular sphere of the one 
mind which we are permitted to mani- 
fest 

Q. — How do we know our own partic- 
ular sphere? 

A. — By the process of thought 
Without thought we are unconscious. 
Without thought we are not our iden- 
tifled self. Thought is man, as by 
thinking we are conscious of mind. 
That is, unto us it is man — ifested in 
the flesh, and to the world about us it 
is man — ifested by our speech or ac- 
tion. Our speech is the WORD or 
thought — the action of mind — spoken 
or written, that they who believe in 
what is written or said may be saved. 

Qd — Should we believe the word of 
everybody? 

A. — Yes, we should believe that 
what is said proceeds from the mind, 
made manifest from some cause in na- 
ture. Back in our belief, which is only 
one phase of thought, we have another 
phase which is called Choice, or "ac- 
ceptance." It is not necessary that we 
should accept what we believe we 
hear. We cannot It is an impossibili- 
ty unless the action of our phase of 
mind is attuned to the action of that 
phase which has said what we have 
heard. If we confirm that which we 
doubt, then we condemn ourselves, 
unless, perchance, our soul is beyond 
all condemnation. It is not necessary 
to disbelieve anything. It is merely 
necessary for us to prove to ourselves 
what is best suited to our particular 
phase of mind, and permit others to 
enjoy the same privilege. 

Q. — Are there distinctive phases of 
mind shown in astrology? 

A.— Certainly. The Sun shows one 
phase of mind, the Moon another 
phase, the planets still other phases. 
These are in the spiritual relation- 
ship. Then the horoscope shows 
corresponding phases to all of the 
others in the material relationships. 

Q._Which is the greatest of these? 

A. — Each one of them is greatest in 

its own sphere, just as a flea is the 
greatest in the world of fleas and a 
man is the greatest in the world of 
man. These different phases in a hu- 
man mind create corresponding condi- 
tions of thought Our joys and our 
sorrows depend upon thought, whether 
sleeping or waking. Whatever thought 
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can appreciate in form, whether with 
eyes opened or cIoBe^* is the material 
manifestation of the spirit entity with- 
in the form of its essence. 

Q. — Does matter think? 
A. — Nothing thinks hut man» yet man 
is everywhere that mind is, for man is 
the action of the mind, and events are 
the records of man. We are only the 
hu — man portion of man, represented 
by Adam and Eve, but man was cre- 
ated, male and female (positive and 
negative thought), before Adam and 
Eve were formed. The seed of every- 
thing was in its eternal self, before the 
process of creation, and formation 
were begun. Human beings are but 
one form of man, and they are brothers 
to the ox, the rocks and the trees, 
which are likewise man in other 
forms. They move in their slower op- 
erations, as we move in our quicker 
operations only by the action of mind, 
which is thought, or the true man. 
We merely express mind, after our 
kind, and the mosquito does the same 
after his kind of thinking. That he 
can think quicker than the hu — man 
is evident when the human attempts to 
murder his form of thought because he 
disturbs the human form. 

Q. — What do you call earthy mat- 
ters, aside from perceptible sub- 
stance? 

A.— Well, we call the following mat- 
ters of an earthy nature: Reserved 
thoughts, slow speech, deliberation, 
close counsel or timidity of Intentions, 
covetousness, suspicions, unforgiving 
or unforgetting tendencies, melan- 
choly, self-esteem, regardless of the 
esteem of others; withal prudence, 
carefulness, austerity or surliness in 
manner or deportment. 

Q. — And what are watery matters? 

A.— Things which, like water, are 
not substantial, as cowardice, luxuri- 
ance, wantonness, mutability, dullness, 
femininity, timidity, or deceit. 

Q. — And what are air matters? 

A. — Something like water, but dry. 
Airy things are the intellectual or pas- 
sional things of life. Mutable, mirth- 
ful, liberal, free, reasoning, argu- 
mentative, literary and such mat- 
ters as belong to civic recreations. 

Q. — And what things relate to fire? 

A. — ^Rashness, hastiness, earnestness, 
combativeness, pride, ambition, in- 
genuity and fury. EUther or all of 



these various elementary correspond- 
ence, while good of themselves, when 

required, are relatively good or bad in 
the world, according to their environ- 
ments. If the enyirpnments are 
equalized by airy, watery, earthy or 

fiery combinatlone. then what might 
otherwise.be termed evil might be hon- 
ored as saintly, gentlexnanly, heroic 
or good. Appreciation or disapproval 
depends entirely upon Thought, or, 
the Manifestation of Mind. 

Q«— Are we not learning that man 
can so understand his faculties thst 
he can control thought? 

A.— Man is Thouffhi; bence to un- 
derstand his fftcoltiesi, Ifan or 
Thought should Imow what Thought, 
or Man. is. "The spreatest study of 
Man is Man." The greatest stndj of 
Thought is Thought "Know thyseU." 

Qd — From whence comes Thought 
or Man? 

A.— From the Mind. Thought or 
Man, is but the action of Mind. Mind 
is the Father of Thought. There Is 
but One Mind, and that is UniyersaL 
Each man. or Thought, is but a Man- 
ifestation of Mind, adapted to its 
particular attraction from time to 
time. Thought, or Man. is in a con- 
stant process of change; ney^r for 
any two consecutive moments alike^ 
but Mind is always the sarnie, yet 
varying its ezpre88lon« or acti(» 
through Thought, which is the true 
Man, made in the image of its Creator, 
which is Mind. 

Q^ls the Mind "Qodr* 

A. — ^No. Gk>d Is the Omnipotent 
power behind the Mind. Mind is an 
attribute of Gk>d. through, which Man, 
or Thought, exists. 

Q.— What Is that which ws call the 
Mind of Man? 

A. — ^It is the Gk>d attribute, or God 
made manifest in the flesh. Tiie ex- 
pression of God through flesh is in ac- 
cordance with the changthg Thought 
or the attractions from time to time 
of the Mind. Regular laws of attrac- 
tion are laid down in the operaticms 
of Nature, and true Man conforms to 
these regular laws, by thinking it hot 
wher. it is hot and thinking it oM 
when it is cold. etc« because the God 
attribute minds the heat or the cold. 
There is. in Thoughts as in all tilings 
else, a positive and a negative power 
of expression^ and these «re tenned 
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the ICale and Female Man, Irrespeo- 
tlve of sex. whldi bekmga to the Ani- 
mal expresslcm of life and not to the 
Man expression. These positive and 
negative powers, when In harmony 
with each other create a condition of 
peacefnlness and joy in that particu- 
lar realm of Che eternal mind, as is 
expressed in the individual so favored 
tc possess the harmony. Mind can 
express itself by Inward Thought or 
by Outer Thought These are the 
esoteric and exoteric phases of Man, or 
Thought. The Mind or Gk>d Manifest 
in the flesh cannot change the regular 
workings of Universal laws, for in- 
dividual purposes. It would stop the 
whole machinery of the univeirse for 
seme dwarflsh purpose, but. by an 
exercise of individual will power, the 
individual phase at the God-Mind 
(such as you and I are) can turn its 
mind inward, and review, or draw 
from Its great storehouse of Mind 
Knowledge, and thereby create peace, 
or benefit to its individual require- 
ments. Just as a belt may be thrown 
ofC a special machine in a manufac- 
tory, and the machine comes to a rest 
with its power conserved, without 
stopping the operations of the entire 
factory. This is the proper course 
for each individual when in certain 
kinds of trouble. "Be still and know 
that I am Ck>d." 

Q^ — Should one not put his spirit- 
ual forces Into full equipment for ser- 
vice? 



A.— No. His spiritoal forces are al- 
ways equipped for service. The first 
and most essentiial thing to do is to 
look within, seriously, and without 
prejudice or outside suggestions, and 
learn just what the spiritual forces 
are, and to which realm of life they 
each belong. The Animal realm has 
its spiritual forces, so do the beast 
and the material realm have theirs. 
These are all equipped for service in 
every individual, although in many, 
the powers of some of the realms, or 
"Seven Heavens," have been stultified 
by parental errors, by social fads, by 
civil laws, or some such outside in- 
fiuences. When we know which 
realm of spirit forces we desire to 
arouse, we have but to turn our 
Thought Inward, to the Father Mind, 
and call Into service that spiritual 
force desired. It will surely respond 
according to our Will. We may call 
up to our own immediate use the 
spirit of that which the world calls 
"devil" or that which the world 
calls "joy." The Father Mind glveth 
as it is seriously desired to be given, 
for with God there is no evlL All is 
Good. Man's appreciation makes 
Heaven or Hell, through his own As- 
sumed Knowledge of Good and Evil, 
which is the "forbidden fruit." Proper 
appreciation makes all things good. 
EMI (so called) does not injure God, 
or the Universe; it merely destroys 
the true peace and happiness in 
Thought, or Man.

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A GOOD STUDY. 



The Sun Is the light of strength. 
The early Christians were filled with 
this truth. The Bible* in every por- 
tion of it, attests this fact. The early 
Christians were called sun- worship- 
pers by the Jews. The Romans were 
worshippers of the Moon (Dianah) and 
in contest over the sentient and ethi- 
cal phases of life the Christian era be- 
gan with the Sun (precessionally) in 
Aries. Either the world does follow 
the Sun or the Sun follows the world 
— in earth as it is in heaven — or it is a 
remarkable coincident, that the chro- 
nology of the movement of the Equi- 
noxes and the chronology of the world, 
so precisely agree with the ancient 
astrologic laws. The light of strength 
of the Sun is illustrated by Sol-o-man 
— ^the Sol-man — ^the definition of 
which is "peace" or "peacable." It is 
personified by the 10th son of David. 
Again, this same strength is illustrat- 
ed by Sam-son, or strong-son. which 
means, "like the Sun," "distinguished" 
or "strong." This type of the Sun was 
personified by the son of Ma-noah. 
David means "beloved" and Manoah 
means "rest." The visible Sun is the 
ruler of the visible world. Without it 
nothing would be visible, not even the 
Moon. The unseen forces from with- 
in the Sun are manifested in our con- 
scious existence, and in these forces 
we live and move and have our being. 
The unseen within is the Christ, dwel- 
ling centrally at our heart. This type 
of the universal spirit element, or 
virtue, was personified among the 
early Christians by Jesus of Nazarpth, 
to show to the Jews (or Jupiter type 
of religionists, who are the Bible 
Jews), that Christianity is not based 
on a worship of the visible Sun as an 
idol, but on the central essence of the 
Sun as manifested in the heart of 
man. This same central essence; this 
Christ of the early Christians, is as 
much crucified today as ever. It has 
never as yet arrived at a satisfactory 
blending with the sentient, or lunar 
forces of the world, because of the 
ever vexing contentions, as to which 
is the first, head or heart, spirit or 
matter, mind or Soul, labor or capital, 
the egg or the chicken. Or from which 
centre shall we measure, or what 
point of a well balanced wheel shall 



we mark the beginning.^ Not one of 
these can exist without the other, for 
capital is that with which we operate 
whether it be tangible or intan- 
gible. Infinity has neither beginning 
nor ending, and the end of all finite 
circles is the beginning thereof. 
- The sign that the Sun is in at birth, 
shows what part of the Christ-essence 
we are expected to begin our manifes- 
tation in our share of Christ rulershlp 
in earth. W^here the Moon is shows 
our sentient beginning. These two 
must harmoniously blend or there is 
no peace on earth. If people under- 
stood this law better and each Sol- 
man, would rule over his sentient-man, 
and exercise it in his own sphere of 
life instead of permitting the sentient 
forces to usurp, or covet the plaoes or 
enjoyments of others (vain endeav- 
ors) then the world would be more 
barmonioi||B and sorrows would be 
less. The Pioneer seldom reaches the 
Throne, yet the Pioneer may build 
the throne. For instance, let us con- 
sider the first Sun-ship, as given in 
the sign Aries, the first of the sodiacal 
signs. Like the lamb, bom in spring, 
he belongs to the head, or the first . 
forms of animal life, manifested after 
the dreary dearth or sleep of the 
earth, through winter. In the human 
family (correspondence) the lamb rep- 
resents the head. Abraham^ or 
father, a personification of the lamb, 
and who was commanded to sacrifice 
Isaac (laughter) but afterwards com- 
manded to slay instead, the pngna* 
clous or positive qualities of the 
Ram. Lrike a Pioneer, Aries is al- 
ways found working at the head of 
the procession, and generally some 
sort of a victim of sacrifice. Aries 
people are noted for advanced ideas, 
and usually manifested in acts of 
recklessness, as against the proTsil- 
ing settled notions of the world, as 
in the case of Jesus of Nasareth, 
whose life Is commemorated at the 
Vernal Equinox, by those who have 
adhered to the ancient landmarks oi 
the Scriptures written in the heayens. 
Aries people are independent, live or 
die, sink or swim, survive or perish, 
this independence cannot be knocked 
out of them, any more than you could 
destroy the fragrance of a rose by 
crushing it. It is bom within them, 
by a higher law than the law of man. 
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Watch the actions of the lamb, and 
of the ram. Note their Independence. 
(Gentle if undisturbed and permitted 
to act put their own heart impulses, 
but send that heart impulse to the 
head by a disturbance of their rights, 
and they know nothing but their de- 
sire to be free. 

Bom of the fire — not the hottest of 
fire« or Sun warmth^ because the hot- 
test is in July genei*ally, but — the 
Sun*s warmth in April, when nature 
in man, arid in other forms begins to 
feel its liberation from the icy blasts 
of the winter! born under the planet 
Mars, and therefore easily influenced 
for good or evil by martial things, 
and generally in such departments of 
the general life as represented by the 
sign that Mars happens to be in at 
birth, and more or less by the signs 
that Mars happens to be in from time 
to time. We do not stop to consider 
for the present this condition of Mars, 
as that belongs to a special study, but 
we know that Mars is called "the god 
of war," and that his children (born 
under him) must partake somewhat 
of his energetic, warlike spirit, either 
physically or mentally. We have 
learned that Aries has dominion over 
the head, so this person must have 
his real forces centred at the heart; 
hence we know that he must be a 
thinker from the heart and express- 
ing thought through the head, for 
good or for evil. The birth point, or 
Sun position does not denote the 
moral virtues; it merely denotes the 
central point of the person's nature, 
most vitally affected by the moralities 
which come from other forces, later 
to be considered. Knowing these 
facts concerning a person bom in 
Aries any year, we know the strongest 
possible things that can exist in this 
person's makeup. No matter how 
strong anything else may be in any of 
his acts, or his expressions, they can- 
not rise above the expressional forces 
which belong to his Aries or head na- 
ture. In this case, we have selected 
one of the strongest of characters in 
the zodiac; the sign from which all 
pioneering movements come. You 
will remember that Jesus was called 
"the lamb," and you will also notice 
in the book of Revelation, that it is 
"the lamb," that shall overcome those 
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that make war upon him, and it la 
a generally recognized law in astrol- 
ogy that while Aries' people, like the 
lamb are often sacrificed, yet in the 
end they are the victors. That is due 
largely to their independence. They 
cannot be easily driven, and unless 
they can surely feel that they are 
right, or on the right track, they will 
stand still and fight it out on that 
line, rather than "jump into the dark," 
or "out of the frying pan into the fire." 
They often stand still when they might 
move very advantageously (from a 
worldly standpoint) but as they are 
not able to see it, their independence 
will not permit them to act upon the 
judgment of others. In the end. how- 
ever, they generally come out all 
right, and wiser at least if not richer, 
than through haphazard efforts, which 
would torment them at the head. 
Thus, by knowing the nature of the 
lamb and of the ram, and of the fire 
and of Mars, "the god of war," to- 
gether with the words "head," and 
the key-note, "independence," it does 
not take a great deal of originality to 
tell or describe the basic or inner na^ 
ture of a person born in Aries. 

It is just the same with all of the 
other signs. Find the day of birth 
that gives the sign, the lord of the 
sign, the animal correspondence, the 
part of the body ruled, etc. 



"ORDER IS HEAVEN'S FIRST LAW." 

There is a natural regularity in the 
movement of all the other spheres in 
relation to the earth sphere. This 
makes certain conditions of life, pre- 
cisely the same to all. The Bible 
says, "each after his own kind." Life 
in general is like a railway journey 
and the years or periods of years are 
scenes along the road, the railroad 
stations, etc. This fact is illustrated 
in the "Seven Ages of Man," by 
Shakespeare, as well as by the follow- 
ing lines: 

At ten a child, at twenty wild, 

At thirty tame, if ever. 
At forty wise, at fifty rich, 
At sixty good, or never. 
Regardless, now, of whether the life 
of every separate person conforms to 
the tenet of this rhyme, is it not a fact 
of "which we are conscious that the life 
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of humanity does nm quite similar to 
it? Why is this? Why is the general 
tenor of a life at 10 different from that 
at 20, 30 or 40? Growth, maturity, ex- 
perience, etc., you say, hut by what 
law in nature is this orderly proceed- 
ure of life. It certainly is not the work 
of chance. "The operations of God," 
you say. Granted, but how? Through 
what instrumentalities? Have unseen 
forces no representative in the visible 
world? Man writes wit}i his fingers 
and not with nis toes. He sees with 

his eyes and not with his ears, and so 
on, eVety portion of man's body has 
its proper function to perform. * Has 
God no parts assigned to special op- 
erations, or does every part of God 
perform the self-same thing in His 
mighty manipulation of a universe so 
filled with differentiated functions? 
Fruit decays, or runs to seed. Does 
the same condition of atmospheric in- 
fluence upon the same virtues of the 
same fruit send one piece of fruit to 
decay and another to seed? Our rea- 
son says no. On constituents of pre- 
cisely the same quantity and quality, 
the self-same atmospheric conditions 
will produce the -self -same effects. Is 
not man governed by a like law ac- 
cording to his constitution? Will not 
two human beings of like nature suffer 

alike from cold or heat, or if differently 
constituted, will not one better with- 
stand heat and the other cold? Does 
not all nature in the same latitude and 
longitude on eartn enter alike into the 
darkness or the sunlight, or into the 
changing conditions of the season? By 
what instrumentalities does God pro- 
duce these constant phenomena, and 
again make varied the effects upon the 
different constitutions? Is it from pa- 
rental inheritances that one member of 
a family is different than another^ in 
form, feature and the events of life? 

Is it from within the individual him- 
self that these differentiations pro- 
ceed? Is it from a miasma or some 
other influences proceeding out of the 
earth that produce the wonderful op- 
erations, regular and constant in their 
general operations and varied in the 
individual cases? Is it merely a chem- 
ical operation going on in gasses that 
surround us, or that are within us? 
If 9o, what produces these miasmas, 
tbopo other influences from the earth, 
or these gases? Does earth alone pro- 



duce them? Does earth alone produce 
the sunlight^ the bursting of the storm 
clouds, the growth of the lilies and the 
grotesque form of icicles? Out upon 
thee, vain man« to think that these 
wonders are performed through no in- 
strumentalities but those within the 
reach of meddling mortals. From the 
bosom of Old Mother Barth man may 
draw forth the stored-up energies of 
the sun and the planets, in coal and 
gold and silver and oil, but he cannot 
touch with his profane fingers the in- 
struments of God, from which these 
energies were implanted in earth, nor 

can he by his sacreligious denials over- 
come the fact that these same instru- 
mentalities implant in the human 

breast- and in the heart and. the mind, 
the energies of light, and substance 
through which he lives and moves and 
has his being. As go the fiowers, the 
birds, the beasts, the forest and the 
hills, each in its own appointed time, 
so goes the fiesh, the bones and the 
blood of man, and by the same laws 
of disintegration, from one form to an- 
other elemental combination, with no 
loss of elemental power, save as mani- 
fested in quantity of parts. By the 
law of cause and effect, which are the 

divine or divining laws of that univer- 
sal oneness, termed God, all things, 
by the evidences of the past and our 
own proofs of the present, move in reg- 
ularity of operation, with the regular- 
ity of the movement of the Sun, Moon, 
planets and of even the farthest of all 
the stars. No tiniest light in the 
grandeur of the starry heavens is shin- 
ing without some definite purpose in 
the great economy of time and space, 
and so, when we come down to a con- 
sideration of the pigmy existence of a 
mortal life, of only a hundred years in

The purpose^ then, of our wonder 
wheel is first of all to inspire a realiza- 
tion of the fact that there is a general 
law that is. alike operative upon both 
saint and sinner (Matthew v. 45) in 
the realm of the heavens lorded by the 
glorious Sun, and from that come down 



to the things which relate more partic- 
ularly to the Earth and the personal 
minutiae of astrology. 

Those who deny the operations of 
these higher laws, prove that they 
have not advanced above mundane ap- 
preciations, while those who grasp 
these laws are easily equipped for a 

grander appreciation of the minutiae 
just as one who can measure a gallon 
may by the law of division measure a 
gill. So, too, may one who can meas- 
ure a gill, by the law of addition 
(which is the law known by the name 
"Joseph" in the Bible) measure a gal- 
lon, but what shall we think of him 
who has learned to measure a gill, who 
cries out in his lack of extended knowl- 
edge that there can be no gallon, as it 
is too great a quantity for the human 
mind to grasp. The extension of man's 
mind is unlimited when it is under the 
mastery of the I am soul power.

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THE GREAT I AM. 



The Great "I Am" of the earth is an 
image of the Great I Am. of the solar 
system, and the Great I Am of the 
solar system, is no doubt an image of 
some greater system, and the Great 
I Am of this greater system. Is no 
doubt an image of some still greater 
system. This law of resemblance in 
all things works both ways from the 
standpoint of the human • race. As 
those above are Macracosms those be- 
low are Micracosms« or as those 
above are lords or gods, those below 
are subjects or inferiors. In form, 
those above are termed by various 
names as superior bodies; those be- 
neath are termed by various names 
as inferior bodies. The largest body 
that can be conceived of is termed 
the universe, hence, it is the body 
of the Almighty God.

The diyiding lines between the 12 
zodiacal signs are 12. They make« in 
a circle, six lines crossing iBach other 
at the centre, at which the sun (helio- 
centrically) is supposed to be. These 
six lines form three crosses, one at the 
centre, one right and* the other left. 

These crosses appear to be very much 
like the three spoken of in the Gk)spels, 
and particularly so with the sun at the 
centre, with a halo about it Of course 
this sun is the Sun of God. Place moon 
in the centre, with the zodical signs 
about it and we might call its light the 
Sun of Man, or likeness of the sun- 
Ught 

These 12 zodiacal signs seem to con- 
form to the order of arrangement in 
the matter of discipleship, as well as 
to the 12 tribes of Israel and the 12 
gates of the New Jerusalem. The low- 
er half of the circle would be an arc, 
and a beautiful story of an ark in a 
flood of ignorance might be created as 
an illustration of truth from this mys- 
tic symbol. The signs have ever been 
called positive and negative, or male 
and female, so in this arc we might 
easily find the two of a kind of all 
creatures on earth. The four cardinal 
corners of the circle have been long 
known as north, east, west and south, 
and the initials of these names spell 
"news'* and the word "gospel** means 
"news'* or God news. These corners 
in the ■ early days were called East 
Diurnal and East Nocturnal and the 
initials of these terms spell "Eden." 
The extent of any planetary movement 
is completed in six signs, and these 
signs corespond with degrees and de- 
grees with days, so the circle might 
easily furnish the base for a story of 
the creative movement Each sign as 
•per each month in the year creates 
different forms of life expression. The 
sun (or earth) in declination, stands 
still each year just before Christmas, 
and then begins to resurrect from 
south to north. A pretty foundation 
for a beautiful story in nature. The 
ancients were adepts in creating won- 
drous stories from the operations of 
nature, as illustrated in "The Arabian 
Nights,'* "Aesop's Fables," and the 
various mythologies. John Bunyan In 
"Pilgrim's Progress;" Dean Swift, in 



"QulUver'B Travels;" and Harriet 
Beecher Stowe in "Uncle Tom'd Cab- 
in," tried their hands at it in later 
days and engrafted truths into the 
mind of the people in a manner that 
could have beeen done in no better 
way. If a truth is contained in the 
story what matters it how the prin- 
ciples of truth may be personified. If 
God made the glorious sun in the heav- 
ens, which gives us Ught, salvation, 
life and warmth from day to day, is it 
not as creditable to God as any other 
act that could be done for earth. There 
can be no doubt, in our heart} over the 
beneficial infiuences of this sun. We 
have to depend upon no one for evi- 
dences in this matter. We know it 
for our ourselves. Such knowledge 
throws no shadow of doubt over the 
benefit of churches in preaching of 
this wonderful Sun of God. It de- 
stroys no glory due to Jesus of Naz- 
areth in proclaiming to the world the 
divinity of the Sun, nor of its oneness 
in operation with some Father Sun, 
and so on to the very Godhead of the 
universe. From the beginning of the 
Bible to the end thereof, the laws and 
the symbols of astrology fit the alle- 
gorical language of the Bible, as noth- 
ing else will, to say nothing of the 
fittings of our own life to both as- 
trology and the Bible, when both are 
understood and honestly compared. A 
study of the mysteries of the Bible, 
and all other ancient mystical works, 
show how the ancients utilized 
names (with meanings) numbers 
and peculiar forms of speech 
to tabulate and record their studies of 
the heavens.

The great circle, as shown by the 
wheel, or by the planetary aspectus, 
is made up of three great crosses. The 
Cardinal cross is the central, pivotal 
or equilibrated cross. The lunar mind 
looks up to it either in hope or deri- 
sion, but each and everyone must 
sooner or later, take his place upon 
its centre. Then in the anguish of the 
departing lunar mind we cry; "My 

Gk)d, my God. Why hast thou forsaken 
me." In the silence of our heart, we 
hear the response. "Thou hast no 
other God but Me, for Me and My and 
Thee and Thou are One. I am Thee 
and Thou and Me and My. I Am the 

central light in Thee and in the solar 
system and in the great universe itelf . 
There is none other besides Me, and I 
Am in Thee, and Thou art in Me." 

Only the englightened or illuminated 
mind — the Aaron of our present age 
can understand this. All others will 
still continue in the old quarrel, first 
entered upon by the mythical Cain. 
For every Abel slain there will arise 
a new Seth, with his hands turned 
against the Cain, whose scowls of 
jealousy are ever manifested in his 

forehead, be it ebony, black or alabas- 
ter white. 



The two other than the Cardinal 
cross, are known in astrology as the 
"Common" and the "Fixed" Crosses. 
The common cross is represented by 
Gemini, Virgo, Sagittary and Pisces, or 
"active, critical, proud, and absorbing 
qualities. These are the qualities most 
common to all members of the human 
family. They correspond, respective- 
ly, to the 3rd, 6th, 9th and 12th houses 
of a Horoscope Drawing, and are de- 
clared to be the Cadent, or Fallen 
Angles (or Angels). Their planetary 
rulers are at preseut, and for a long 
time have been, the dominant rulers 
of worldly operations, viz.: Jupiter 
and Mercury. They are classed as self- 
detriments, visionary religious and 
business relationships, with the mass- 
es. The Fixed Cross is represented by 
Taurus, Leo. Scorpia and Aquarius, or 
the determined, lordly, Magnetic and 
useful qualities, fixed and unchang- 
able in the constitution of the human 
race. The fixed cross corresponds to the 



2d, 5th. 8th and 11th houses of the 
Horoscope, and termed the cross, 
which succeeds to the Cardinal cross, 

the planetary rulers are virtually 
the same as- those of the Cardinal 
Cross, viz.: Venus, Sun, Mars and 
Saturn. Study these correspondences 
on the Wonder Wheel and mar- 
vel at the arrangements of 
these Divine Truths. They were 
established ages before the Bible 
was written and are in strict accord 
with biblical 'stories, and with every 
law known to man. The Cardinal 
Cross is ruled by Mars, Moon, Venus 
and Saturn, but the Moon is merely a 
representative of the earth. Earth and 
Sun are to each other as the opposite 
ends of a pole, changing their position 
relatively in the circle continually, so 
Sun and Moon are but polarity corre- 
spondences. The Sun is the represen- 
tative of the God, or Cosmic force in 
the heavens beyond the Solar system, 
and the Moon, the representative of 
the order and harmony of the animal 
(or animated) operations of the world, 
— a secondary operation of the Sun. 
The earth in the centre of the circle 
represents the head, or mind centre 
of animal creation. The Sun at the 
birth point represents the birth of the 
heart, or spirit force. c:iving life to 
the animal chest, and expressing it- 
self in the first breath, at the nostrils, 
or centre of the head, which at -birth 
occupies the centre of cross upon 
which the animated being is bom. The 
creature, now. by Earth ex];>eriences, 
must rise, degree by d^sree (year by 
year) until the heart force of the Sun 
reaches the centre of the cross, as il- 
lustrated by the Life of Jesus of 
Nazarus. The sign cancer represents 
the Home, and the home, represented 
by a crab within its shell, is the birUi- 
place of every animated being bom 
into the world. The Sun point is the 
Ascendant of the spirit, or Heart 
force, and gives the Destined Charac- 
ter of the being bom. The 
Moon represents the sli&ht va- 
riation from the earth centre 
breath of sentient lifa These two 
forces are the natural representatlTes 
of the Cardinal and the Fixed Crosses 
of Heavens' laws of harmony and or- 
der. If these at the birth sfe unafllict- 
ed by the planetary rulers of the other 
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points of the three crosses, then the be- 
ing born will meet with no serious diffi- 
culty in the journey of the spirit The 
spirit and its sentient companion must 
in harmony reach the centre of the 
cross before it can be peaceably har- 
monized with that Christ, or Cross 
principle, with which the Earth, as a 
whole,, has been annointed. equilibrat- 
ed and glorified. If the Sun and the 
Moon — are or both — are detrimented 
by malific infiuences from the plane- 
tary rulers of the other points of the 
crosses, then exactly in proportion to 
the power, or the quality, of these det- 
riments will trials, sickness or sorrow 
occur in that particular sphere of the 
life, as may be represented by the light 
afllicted at the birth. 

The Horoscope, in astrology, is the 
fate department of life, and may be 
more easily overcome than can be the 
laws of the animal or spiritual nature. 

Of course all are spiritual in a certain 
sense, but each has its own field of op- 
eration. When they are in harmony, 
or in meekness, the influences within 
us work together, easily or laboriously, 
according to the individual condition 
of birth. The Horoscope merely de- 
notes the relative life attractions or 
surroundings, on the lower plane of 
life. To minds of the lower order 
these, of course, are considered the 
most essemtial factors in life. These 
factors may be viewed correspondingly 
from either the heart, the head or the 
external or dispositional standpoint. 
Without fail they will be viewed ac- 
cording to the natural birth bias, until 
the mind is educated to a proper ap- 
preciation of divine laws, from the 
higher forces. Each department is 
divine, only differentiated by spheres 
of mind knowledge. 



GOD, OR GOD-I. 

While the earth is moving about the 
Sun, the Sun also is not relatively in 
the centre of this elipse. It is nearest 
the earth in January and farthest 
from the earth in June. Books on 
astronomy will give these matters. 
Our purpose is merely to show some 
of the reasons for ancient mysteries, 
one of which is the word "God." 



The greatest of all studies of the an- 
cients, prior to the Christian era. was 
a study of the heavens. It was also 
the chief study up to the time of Gali- 
leo, (only four centuries ago), since 
which time the heavens have been 
studied mainly theologically, or for 
commercial purposes. In these 400 
years, theology has been engaged 
more in the discussion of doctrines 
than in the teaching of universal 
laws. Different nations and peoples, 
of the past, gave different names to 
the signs, and the planets and to the 
heavens, so that in this age people 
are often found opposing each other, 
over different names which mean the 
self-same thing. The word "God" 
seems to be of Saxon origin, from 
"Godi." Northern people have always 
been the greatest students of the 
heavens. In fact, their opportunities 
are better. We believe that the fun- 
damental laws of the heavens were 
first gleaned, at or about the north 
pole, and thence filtered down to us; 
second-handed. Now while the earth 
is moving about the Sun, the Sun's 
relative position changes, and thfese 
two factors, expressed in combine on 
paper, actually form the three letters 
"G. O. D.," so that we might well say 
that this word is written every year 
in the heavens directly above our 
heads. In these movements, year by 
year, for all time, are contained all 
things of which we can be materially 
conscious, and so far as we know, the 
solar system with Sun in centre is 
life; light and eternity to us. What- 
ever lies beyond that, is to us but 
conjecture, derived from the earth's 
relative position and observed effects. 
For instance, while we know little or 
nothing of the north pole of the heav- 
ens, or of the earth's, yet we do know 
of its magnetic effects, and these ef- 
fects belong to the science of astrol- 
ogy and not to astronomy. 

Just as the word God is formed 
from the movement of Sun and earth, 
so, too. it is formed, by putting the 
two hemispheres together at the north 
pole, allowing one hemisphere to over- 
lap the other slightly. The Arctic 
zone would form the central O. and a 
dividing line at its right would form 
the other two letters. 
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ENVIRONING INFLUENCES. 

People (Lr« often led Into buslnees 
operfitionB by reason of lave superior 
to tbe laws of one'a individual or per- 
sonal attractions. Inferior Infiuence 
cannot overcome a superior, neverthe- 
leas, there are certain attractions un- 
der all clrcumBtaaces or conditions. 
For instance, were Jupiter influencea 
dominating, by being in tbe sign which 
be lords, and Sun were In Axiea. and 
Moon in Leo, we could not poeltlvely 
affirm tbat tbe subject would be a 
speculator In Wall street, and pos- 
sess mucb flnsnce. Such a subject 
might be on a lonely Island with no 
knowledge of Wall street, and where 
finance would be worthless. The en- 
vironing induencee would be superior 
to his personal and superior influences 
and what goodness he might receive 
from Jupiter, Sun and Moon would 
have to come from tbe resonrcee of tbe 
Island. If there wae but one oyster 
upon the beach and but one plank to 
get away from the Island on then he 
would no doubt be the lucky one to get 
them. The planets do not tell, in an 
Individual life what will be. They tell 
merely tbe grade of privileges which 
the individual Is warranted to express, 
according to the opportunities granted 
by the superior Influences of his envi- 
ronments, bis community, bla age, or 
tbe age in which he lives. Business 
qualifications In like manner, do not 
denote Just what business a man will 
follow, for there are many lawyers to- 
day who ought to be farmers and farm- 
era who ought to be lawyers. In the 
line followed, however, you will see 
the natural qualifications stick out 
plainly in the particular business 
which superior tnfiuences have forced 
the man Into. It Is In the exercise of 
judgment In these matters that consti- 
tutes an adept ,in Astrology, and not 
in the thumb rule Judgments gleaned 
from books, which an Astrologer can 
reel off glibly, through his power of 
memory. Bach planet has something. 
In bis individual case, to govern In 
every operation whether it be in busi- 
ness or social affairs, or any other, and 
tbe planets give the secondary condi- 
tions to the predominant operation, in 
every case, no matter what that case 
may be. It is merely necessary to 



arouse that planetary Infloence into, 
action, and this may be often very 
easily done, on a planetary hour, even 
though there be no transit, no direc- 
tional, no progreeslonal or other evi- 
dences to be found in the ordinary con- 
slderatlona of a life. The tick of a 
clock has as much to do with the re- 
cording of the dock's movement as 
have Uie bands. The moving of the 
hands do not Indicate that the tick is 
correct, nor does the ticking Indicate 
that the hands are moving. There ara 
basic laws relative to the clock 
through whicb we may all make Judg- 
ments and be benefitted thereby, but 
when deeper Judgments are necessary 
we must apply to the clockmaker, and 
even then we do not find all clockmak- 
ers satisfactory to our own mind. It, 
of course, is needless to add that the 
same considerations may be applied 
to Astrology and Astrologers.

The morning of our life begins 
where the Sun Is at the time of our 
birth, but it may not be the olril morn- 
ing to the world. The civil day be- 
gins at midnight. The Biblical or as- 
trologlc day begins at noon. "And 
the evening and the morning were the 
first day." The civil year begins Jaa- 
nary 1. Tha utroloilc rou bflslni 
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at Aries 1. (March 21). The Chris- 
tian era began at Aries 1, in the great 
aeonic cycle created by the precession 
of the Equinoxes. It takes 25.868 
years to complete this cycle. Not 
one-quarter of it has yet been made 
since the Mosaic age. By this cycle, 
the astrologic signs and the astronom- 
ic constellations, do not agree, each 
school adhering to it's old land 
marks, for different judgments of ef- 
fects and motion. The sign Aries 
now, almost covers the constellation 
Pisces, and ere long the first point of 
Aries will enter the constellation Ac- 
quarius, and the world will respond 
to the change. In spite of this change 
which has its correspondence in both 
daily and yearly movements, the 
Gregorian calendar, like a clock as re- 
lated to the Sun, provides for the dis- 
crepancies so that the Vernal Equi- 
nox always happens on the 21st of 
JMarch. The earth is nearest to the 
Sun on January 1. and farthest from 
thei Sun about the 3rd of July. The 
Sun does not rise, it is the earth that 
revolyes. And so we might go on and 
in hundreds of ways denote how 
mixed up these matters appear when 
presented to minds uneducated to 
thein* and it is very dangerous for 
some people to attempt to solve these 
problems, if continually harping over 
this thing or that, and mixing astro- 
nomic, civil, church and astrologic 
ideas, and heliocentric and geocentric 
standpoints. With our wonder wheel, 
we present the true astrologic laws, 
as simple as A. B. C. When these 
other tantalizing questions are elimi- 
nated from the mind, ours will be 
fully and plainly understood. These 
various claims are all right; are wise, 
sound, and have their purpose, but 
they depend entirely on the stand- 
point from, which they are viewed. 

In the (Jenesis story Adam repre- 
sents the first expression of Sunship, 
the "sealed book" in the "earthen ves- 
sel," and Eve is the first expression 
of the Lunar force in humanity. The 
serpent is the path of the Moon, either 
side of the ecliptic, and best repre- 
sented in Astronomy by the Dragon's 
Head' and tne "Dragon's Tail." In 
other words, humanity yielded to the 
sentient forces of life, making them 
of greater importance than the Solar, 



or Sunship forces, hence, interests 
became sensual, rather than intellec- 
ti al, and human wants became like the 
lower animals dependent upon the pro- 
ducts of a wiluerness. 

The "sons of God" or the intellectu- 
al Sunship, unitefd with the daugh- 
ters of men," ihe Lunar influences, 
and worldly valor and renown in- 
creesed to a degree termed "wicked- 
ness," from which life was preserved 
only through the prophetic wisdom ol 
Noah, who learned his Astrology from 
Seth. 

"Seth" means "compensation," or 
amends for the errors of Adam, and 
"Noah" means "rest," or a cessation 
of Lunar waywardness. This Lunar 
force was afterwards called "Sin" by 
the Chaldean Astronomers, who it 
seems undertook to build a tower ti 
Heaven, with nothing in mind but the 
Sunship side of Astrology — or, as Bib- 
lically stated, with "one tongue," or 
one understanding. 

This was the opposite extreme from 
the Adamic error, and did not las^ 
Controversies began over the Lunar 
and the Solar ideas of right and wrong 
termed "confusion of tongues," and 
dissensions ana separations into class- 
es and schools began, mythically rep- 
resented as a building of the Tower 
of Babel. 

Generations later Abram was born 
and became noted in the line of As- 
trologic history. He took sides with 
neither school, but advocated har- 
mony (see Gen. xiii, 9). The science 
of Asti-onomy was cultivated by the 
immediate descendants of Adam. 

Josephus informs us that the sons 
of Seth employed themselves in the 
study of Astronomy, and that they 
wrote their observations upon two pil- 
lars, one of brick and the other of 
stone, in order to preserve them 
against the destruction which Adam 
had foretold should come upon the 
Earth. Was not this Astrology? 

He also relates that Abraham argued 
the unity and power of God, from the 
orderly course of things, both at sea 
and land, in their times and seasons 
and from his observations upon the 
motions and influences of the Sun. 
>foon and Stars; and that he read l'^ 
tures in Astronomy and Itlathematics 
to the Egyptians, of which they un- 
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d(i6tx>od nothing till Abraham brought 
the0o sciences from Chaldea to Bgypt; 
from whence they passed to the 
Greeks. 

Berosus also observes that "Abra- 
ham was a great and just man, and 
famous for his celestial observations; 
the making of which was thought to 
be so necessary to the human welfare.*' 
Astronomy and Astrology were then 
one and the same thing. 

If Astrology is but an "ancient, fool- 
isli superstition," is it not strange that 
at a time when we are taught to be- 
lieve that God talked so familiarly 
T^ith man, that He did not persuade 
Noah, Abraham, Joseph, Daniel, Jesus 
and John to give up such foolishness. 
Why did He leave the world until 300 
years ago to discover this foolishness, 
when Galileo and the priests became 
involved in Astrologic rivalry over 
Heleocantrlc and Geocentric measure- 
ments from opposite ends of polarity. 
We should not forget that the "dark 
ages" were since the beginning of and 
not prior to the Christian era. 

The long and the short of this whole 
Biblical story is that man was cre- 
ated male and female and put inside of 
a vegetable and a mineral body. The 
true nature of man was "to think," 
or to exercise the imaginatory or cre- 
ative functions of the Universe, 
which is God. This thinking power 
4e centralized in the Sun, and individ- 
ual man is a personal thinking ma- 
chine, or a Sunship of the Universe. 
The animal or instinctive functions of 
Karth are centred in the Moon, a sec- 
ondary or objective power of thought, 
which is nothing of itself, but inert 
matter. Illumined by the Sun, and 
is first created as a new Moon in the 
form of a "rib." She waxes strong 
ai'd follows a seipentine path through 
the Zodiac, or animal forces of ele- 
mentary life In the ambient, crossing 
the Sun's path at the Dragon's head in 
her elevation, and at the Dragon's tail 
in her fall. "As in Heaven, 00 in 
Earth." These forces of nature in 
generic man, are Biblically personi- 
fied as Adam and Eve, as a kindergar- 
ten story for those whose minds are on 
the animal, or sentient plane. 

To those whose minds are illumined 
these forces in Earth are seen to work 
and evolve and progress from the 



Adamic condition of puerile infancy, 
to a unified condition of power known 
as Israel After man possessed this 
knowledge the seHf-same story 
of Nature*^ forces are worked 
over in Biblical stories with pro- 
gressed modifications, with Astronom.- 
Ical, Astrological and Historical 
truths blended and interblended ac- 
cording to the knowledge and genius 
of the writer. The writers are of 
courbe testifying to the word of God, 
written in the Heavens by the inspira- 
tions of the Stellar or Celestial forces 
afe operating upon them at the time. 
These forces are Astrologically termed 
"Lord and Master," or God, which sig- 
nifies "strength." 

The stories are most excellent of 
themselves; they, are condensed em- 
bodiments of truths such as have since 
been elaborated by Dante. Darwin, 
John Bunyan, and a host of other. s, 
but the popular understanding of them 
has been vague, contradictory and 
fiendishly inhuman, on the priestly 
plan of secrecy. Not only has woman 
for ages been robbed of her rights 
as "man," by the Adamic story, but 
the world has again and again been 
deluged in blood in the one contention 
as to which is better for man, the Solar 
or the Lunar metaphysics of life. 

Man and woman are "help meets" to 
each other, polarities, not helpmates, 
for the Solar force is primary and the 
Lunar .secondary. They meet on the 
mesial or middle line of life, as repre- 
sented by Aries and Libra, the "lamb 
and the scales." These are the open 
and the sealed book in one vessel, or 
man and woman in union at the centre 
of the cross, formed by the horizon 
and the meridians at the equinoxes. 

This Adamic btory is again but the 
story of human life from cradle to 
grave, or, as Shakespeare illustrate I 
it in his "Seven Ages of Man." The 
child is born with positive and nega- 
tive forces— male and female— with! 1 
itself. The positive force the Sun. 
The negative force the Moon. The 
first inhabiting a form of clay, or 
Adamantine dust, is the vital spark, or 
soul, of a new born babe. Too young 
to comprehend himself, the sentient or 
animal forces are its first impressions, 
its early life comparing with Adam 
in his "deep sleep," or sleep of the 
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Sunship estate, in which objective life 
extends first into sensual observations, 
and wilderness of perplexed thought 
The life of a child progresses In the 
order of Zodiacal signs, just as the 
world progresses in dispensations by 
precession of the. equinoxes. 

Where does the life of the child be- 
gin, or where did the dispensations 
begin, are as yet problematic Was the 
Garden of Eklen, or is the vital spark 
of humanity in the embryo state; or 
was the beginning of ESarth life after 
the flood? Astrologically we may ra- 
tionally trace the dispensations back- 
ward to the days of Moses, or the life . 
of a child to its birth, but beyond that 
I>oint data is quite uncertain. 

Some claim that the heart, as repre- 
sented by Leo, is where the breath of 
life first responds; then the chest 
"heaves," next the arms move, the 
neck manifests "determination," the 
head displays independence; the feet 
next absorb power, the legs become 
useful in the flow of life from heart to 
feet; the knees admit of ambitious 
power to move about; the thighs 
strengthen and admit of uprightness; 
the loins give intuitive strength to 
manhood, while the secrets and the 
bowels rule magnetic and discriminat- 
ing faculties of internal power of hid- 
den import. With this order of pro- 
cedure the dispensations would carry 
us back 2000 years for each, a period 
of at least 12,000 years to the creation. 
We are now at the close of Pisces, the 
crhristian dispensation, or just one- 
half of the Zodiac, from the 30th de- 
gree of Leo. 

By precession then, our mesial line, 
or flrst point of Aries, has be^n in con- 
junctional condition for some years, 
with the star called the South Fish, or 
Fomahat, of thei nature of Vemus and 
Mercury. This, to the worli, is said 
to be moderately beneflcial in the con- 
ferring of honors. Some say it threat- 
ens bites by venomous creatures, when 
joined to Mars, and Aries is equivalent 
to Mara Wilson says this is ridiculous 
as it lies too far south to be joined to 
any planet, or to do much evil or 
good in our hemisphere. Neverthe- 
less, most everybody is getting badly 
bitten by the trusts, and the south 
has been bitten by volcanoes, etc., and 
these certainly are venomous creations. 



All of these matters and thousands of 
others. Biblical, physic^, metaphysi- 
cal, solar, lunar, political, social, com- 
mercial and universal, may be studied 
and harmonized and diversified, accord- 
mg to the knowledge' and genius of the 
student, by use of the Wonder Wheel, 
as it can be done in no other one piece 
of printing ever placed upon the mar- 
ket It is the open book and the sealed 
lKx>k of Jeremiah. The book of the 
Sun, the book of the Moon, the book 
of the Stars, the book of the Earth, 
ihe book of both the Spiritual and the 
Material World, the Intellectual and 
the Sensual, for the Sun shineth as the 
rain descendeth upon both the just 
and the unjust. 

To emphasize these general facts has 
been my purpose in presenting the 
ideas contained in this article. I en- 
deavor to show that the Wonder 
Wheel belongs to that order of Astrol- 
ogy as is taught from the pulpit by 
the illuminated thoughts of the priest; 
of the order taught by advanced Theos- 
ophists; of the order as taught by 
mental as well as material scientists, 
and all advanced thinkers of the world 
whether they call it Astrology or tid- 
dlewinks. 

"What's in a name?" It is the 
truth that is wanted, with a rational 
basis of comparison; a little from you, 
a little from me and a little from all, 
v/ith our fragmentary jots and tittles 
we may build a tower that will reach 
to the heavenly heart of man. We 
need first the guiding power of the 
Sun— or spell it "Son," if you will— 
and then the help meet power of the 
sentient Moon. In the Lunar depart- 
ment of life, both saint and sinner 
inay enjoy the worldly pleasure of 
sense, whether it be called Mooney, 
Lunar, Diana, Eva or Sin. 

I flrst presented the Wheel thinking 
that its spiritual and pi .osophic sig- 
nificances and higher principles of life 
were better known. I was surprised 
to flnd minds which I had supposed to 
be illumined striving to build their 
tower only with others of the same 
tongue and the one understanding. 
• In so building they create a whop-sided 
tower, on either Moon or Sun basics. 
They lack the combined strength of 
the mesial line of equilibrium. The 
Moon minds could not understand the 
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Wheel without Horoscopal features and 
eoirespondences better explained, 
hence I was forced to present a short 
series of "lessons." 

The Wheel is now being quite gen- 
erally understood and it is designed 
to assist in the work of lifting the 
abused science and philosophy of As- 
trology back to that exalted place from 
which it has been ostracised by ignor- 
ance, which does not even dare to as- 
sign a tangible reason for its ostracism 
excepting it be ihe doctrines of Gali- 
leo, which in no way destroyed the 
truths of Astrology. They only de- 
stroyed the popularity of the science. 

EiVen Galileo's doctrines were deemed 
to be at variance with truth and rev- 
elation. Astrology proves itself today 
as much as if Galileo had never been, 
just as though Copernicus had never 
lived. The nebular hypothesis of Her- 
schel and the consequent investiga- 
tions of Laplace, when first brought to 
light, were regarded as an impious at- 
tempt upon the Mosaic account of cre- 
ation. 

Neither Orthodox Christian nor As- 
tronomer would examine nor hardly 



glance at them. Hoiw could they un- 
derstand what he maintained. 

There is a curious feature in the 
Wonder Wheels which I ask bright 
minds to study. The 12 lines or cusps 
of signs when brought to the centre 
form just three crosses, and the Sun, 
or the ESarth, aa you choose* occupies 
the centre. One of these crosses is 
called the "Cardinal Croes/' at the 
centre of which is the first point of 
Aries (the lamb) Draw your own con* 
elusions. 

The outer circle represents the Heav- 
ens, the inner circle the Earth. Well, 
to "begin with," in making the fig- 
ure we must first "create this Heaven 
and Earth," and these two circles do 
that. Now we must complete the 12 
divisions of life in six dies, or diyision- 
al lines.

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General Description 

OF 

THE WHEEL. 



Every line, figure, symbol and number of the 
Wonder Wheel has a meaning and a special use as 
hereafter explained. The different features of the 
Wheel are designated as follows: 

Cirele of Days. This circle is composed of 
small rings, linked together. Each ring represents 
five days. Six rings represent one month. The 
beginning of the months are marked Jun., Jul.^ 
Aug., etc. The numbers 5, 10, 15, 20 and 25 show 
the dates of the month. Find the month, and the 
day of the month, on which you were born. 

Zodiacal Signs. These are the spaces, from 
the pictures to the outer edge of the wheel. They 
consist of 30 degrees each, and are separated by the 
heavy lines running outward from the pictures. 
There are 12 In all, and are numbered from i to 12. 
They commence at the left, as i, which is called 
Aries ('Y'), and then count down, and way around 
to the 12th sign, which is called Pisces (X). Your 
Sign is the one under your date of birth. 

The Degree Line of each sign is the black 
ribbon line. Thirty degrees In each sign are 
marked off, as 5, 10, 15, 20 and 25. 

The Names of the Signs are Aries (V), Tau- 
rus ( ij ), Gemini (n), etc. The name will be found 
over the figure 5, in the degree line of each sign. 

The Symbol of the Sign is the character 
Dfinted in white, in the round black space directly 
over the name by which it is called. 



m 
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The Cusp Of the Sign Is fhe heavy black line 
running from tiie name to the picture. It is the di- 
viding line, and represents the ending of the 30th 
degree of the preceeding sign, and beginning of 
sign whose name and symboi is there given. When 
the Sun, J\loon, or any planet is at this cusp then 
they are leaving the one sign and entering tlie oth- 
er, moving forward as per number of the signs in 
regular order. 

The approximate day of the month when the 
sun aosses each cusp, each year, is stated directly 
beneath each pictorial sign, as ''22 July," under 
the lion. 

The NmnbeF of each Sign is given in the 
shaded cans l-unning outward from the 15th degree, 
as I, 2, 3, 4, etc. These are called Birth Sign' 
NumberSt as per sign over which the date of 
birth is. 

The Lord of the Sign Is given in the whits 
triangular spacs formed between the cusp of the sign 
and the word "sunrise." The "lord" is the planet 
that has qualities similar to the qualities of the 
sign, no matter where the planet may be. 

The Symbols of the Planets are as follows: 
O Sun; 3 Moon; 9 Uranus; b Saturn; 71 Ju- 
piter; i Mars; 9 Venus; H Mercury. The lords 
of the. signs are given in symbol, instead of by 
name, to economize space. Learn these soas to tell 
them by name, on sight, as they appear in various 
parts of the wheel. 

The Pictorial Signs are the pictures, which 
are known as follows, in order: Ram, Bull, Twins, 
Crab, Lion, Virgin, Balances, Scorpion, CentauTt 
Goat, Waterman, Fishes. 
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The Elemental Quality of each si|:n is given 

directly above the picture of the sign, as "water," 
"earth," "fire," '*alr." 

Obliquity Circle. This is made up of 12 cir- 
cles, marked off with houses, signs and compass 
points. Each of these represent the Earth's posi- 
tion, (with Sun in centre) in the month that the cir- 
cle is in line with. Only necessary for study by 
those who wish to become impressed with the 
movements of Earth about the Sun Centre, and the 
changing operations of Houses and Signs each 24 
hours. For this purpose we have several other 
methods. 

Terms of the Planets. Given in the scal- 
loped white ribbon border ,on the blade background, 
above and below the Clock Hours. 

Deeanates of the Planets. Given on the 
scalloped white spaces on the outer edge of the 
wheel; 3 deeanates to each sign, with ruling planets 
therein. Starting with Aries the ruling planets run 
in the exact order of the rulers of Planetary Hours. 

The Places of the Planets in any person's 
life should be calculated by an astrologer, or as- 
tronomer. One dollar ought to pay for the work. 
A good penman can insert them in the Wheel in 
their proper places, in the Circle of Days. The 
month that they happen to.be in. Is where the Sun 
comes in conjunction with them once each year. 
From that point follow the course of the nearest 
square and trine (interblended about the photo) and 
you can tell what kind of people are In harmony or 
in discord with you; also your natural good and 
bad times each year. The squares are bad, the 
trines are good. The two signs or houses each side 
of the planet's places are also considered good, if 
no other planet squares them.

Fixed Stars, These are given, in a somewhat 

confused manner, around the outer portion of the 

Wheel. The influences of these stars are like unto 

the planets, marked in the little white disk with 

the name. These stars are of no great importance 

in this life, but are "drops in the |)ucket." Use of 

the straight-edge from the centre will show you 
which are nearest to your Sun, or planets. 

The Lord of each Week Day is given over 
the name of the day in the outer edge of the 
Wheel, in the Second Decanate of each sign. The 
Clock Time of seven places compared with Green- 
wich Noon, is given in the small clock dials in the 
corners of the Card. 

Note. Learn to associate the Picture, Symbol, 

Name,. Number and Lord of each sign, as these 
all relate to the sign, and have similar meanings, 
only differently expressed. 

Learn the method of Character Reading, Read- 
ing of the Lordships, How to find the Signs Ruling 
at present age, and present Year of Life. Also get 
familiar with the Tables of Planetary Hours so you 
can tell in a second What planet is ruling at any 
hour or minute of any day, and then, after that, get 
such further information as you may wish from 
the Wonder Wheel Co. There is nothing in life or 
nature that cannot be revealed by use of this Won- 
derWheel, but some, of course, can learn more from 
it than others. It takes time to grasp and appreci- 
ate the greatest of the Wonders and Mysteries con- 
tained, but by frequent use of the Wheel they will 
dawn upon the mind. 
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The Photo in the centre suggests four things: 
I, a place for every owner of a Wheel to insert his 
own picture. 2, the position of the Sun, heliocen- 
trically; or the Earth, geocentrically. 3, the 12 div- 
isions of the Earth (or Horoscope) by the black and 
white alternations in the frame about the photo. 
4, the position that each human being occupies as 
the Atomic Centre of everything that surrounds 
him. The nostrils are the centre of the circle. 
Into them God breaths the "breath of life," upon 
which every life depends. The nostrils are the 
gateways of God's Holy Temple, through which 
the elements of life enter and depart. 

Sign Bopii In. With the Wonder Wheel 
you may at once tell the sign that any one is 
born in; also the degree of the sign, the elemental 
quality of the spirit nature, the lordship (or planet 
born under), etc., without an ephemeris, by taking 
a straight-edge and extending it from the nostrils 
of the photo in centre, outward across the desired 
date of birth, as found in the Circle of Days. The 
straight-edge will also pass over one or more of the 
1 arge tablets which contain prominent words, sur- 
rounding the photo, as, "independent," "determin- 
ed," etc. These denote the character, in brief, of 
the person born at such time of the year as the 
straight-edge is used for. If it passes over two of 
the tablets then the birth is near a cusp, and the 
person's character is a slight mixture of both. Per- 
sons born in signs with even numbers are "nega- 
tive" in their spirit force, while those born in signs 
with uneven numbers are "positive." 
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Read Character by the Birth Sign Number 
(sec the "Number of the Sign") as follows: If 
born in sign i (Independent) you love to excel, 
are a brain , worl<er and ^ thinker, would be a good 
leader: live to live. Sign 2 (Determined) are of 
a conquering turn of mind with a business tenden- 
cy: live to save. Sign 3 (Active) are nervous and 
subject to extreme Ideas, strongly intellectual: live 
to know. Sign 4 (Domestic) love home or local 
matters and reading or writing: live to bless. Sign 

5 (Lordly) not easily crushed, act from feeling, 
spontaneously: live to enjoy. Sign 6 (Critical) see 
into things quickly, are aspiring with self control: 
live to serve. Sign 7 (Intuitive) Positive, and fond 
of excitement, quite foresighted: live to love. Sign 
8 (Magnetic) great power for good or evik live to 
heal. Sign 9 (Proud) Executive, fearless and 
quick: live to worship. Sign 10 (Ambitious) Schem- 
ing for good or evil: live to glorify. Sign 11 (Use- 
ful) Faithful and devoted: live to please. Sign 12 
(Absorbing) fond of aaumulating knowledge or 

goods: live to mourn. 

Readings on these lines, as given, are almost 
without limit. 

Business QuaUflcations as told by the 

Wonder Wheel. The sphere of greatest usefulness 

in the long run of life is denoted by the Birth Sign 
Number. 

1. Head work in which the native qualities of 

ingenuity or mechanical skill may be brought into 
play, more especially in some manner of leadership 
or reform. 

2. Almost any business sphere or worldly en- 
terprise In which the intuitions and self-will may 
have play. 
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8. Art, science, or educatloiial affairs, hi 

which the nervous, restless tendencies may not he 
ttmoyed. Teaching or reporting is good. 

4. Some occupation not far removed from 
home or nature. Reform work is good on the in- 
tellectual plane. 

5. Some occupation which permits a display 
of power, intellectual or physical. 

6. Dealings with food, or mixtures. As social 
reformers their power is good in connection with 
food for thought. 

7. Fine arts or mercantile occupations. Schools, 
stage or platform are good choices. Beware of 
gambling. 

8. As doctors, chemists, nurses, or in govern- 
mental employ they do welL iilake good managers 
but not so good at the head. 

9. These are the speculators generally, a lit- 
tle too impulsive and wavering for conservative 
lines. 

10. Large undertakings with great expecta- 
tions are the business pleasures of this class. They 
will not stop long in menial positions. 

11. Most anything of a public nature, or in 
something where they can deal with many. 

12. This class is too apt to be in the drudgery 
lines of life. By continually plodding along they 
are often successful, but more so with someone 
back of them to push them. Very faithful gener- 
ally. 

People who partake a little of two numbers by 
being born about the 20th of a month are of a 
double nature and may be good in either of the 
numbers, yet apt to be shifting from one to the 
other. 
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The Cloek Hours of each day are marked in 
prominent white figures, on black background just 
inside the Circle of Days. "Noon" is marked at 
the top; "6" on the east, which is morning; "6" 
on the west, which is evening, and a white star, 
meaning midnight, at the bottom of this hour circle. 
Carry a straight-edge out from any hour that a 
person was born, and the number, of the sign that 
the straight-edge passes over, will give .the House 
of a Natural Horoscope that the sun was in at 
time of birth. For instance: suppose a person was 
born at 9 a.m. July 4 (any year). We find that 
July 4 shows the Birth Sign "Cancer," and the 
degree the sun is in, about "15," then we look for 
9 a.m. and the straight-edge from 9 would give 
us the sign "Aquarius," the number of which is 
II. Then we would say, "Your sun was in Can- 
cer governed by the 'lord 3,' and in the nth 
House of the Natural Horoscope governed by the 
*Iord ff.'" Here then you have, for judgment, a 
mixture of the qualities of Cancer (25), Moon (D), 
Aquarius (CSS^), Uranus (9) and Sun {Q), As these 

mixtures are, so the person born is, or will be, in 
the Higher Expressions of the life. 



Cancer is domestic, Moon is common, 
Aquaries is useful, Uranius is queer, Sun is noble, 
nth house is friendly, hence the nobility of the 
subject would be inclined to domestic common- 
alities, useful, odd but friendly. In this 
way in Astrology, we blend the different influences 
as we find them, and thereby arrive at our conclu- 
sions, making the story in our own wording. 
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Tears of Life. These are the numbers be- 
tween the pictures. There are seven between each 
picture. Each year of one's life is affected, prima- 
rily, by the soul forces of the particular sign that 
the year of life is found in. All mortals, in their 
initiation into the Knowledge of Higher Life^ pass 
through similar experiences. The y^ars of life are 
counted from the east (T), then up and around; 
contrary to the order of the signs. A life of 84 
years, experiences each of the signs just seven 
times. 

Whlleeveryonehas similar influences at thesame 
years of life, the modifications in the several lives 
cause them to be differentiated in their detail. The 
modifying sign may be learned by adding the age 
(not year of life) to the Birth Sign Number, and 
divide by twelve. The remainder will give the 
number of the sign that modifies. If there is no re- 
mainder, then the life is ending a round of experi- 
ences, from Birth sign, and soon to enter a higher 
degree of earth-life initiations. 

In addition to the Years of Life and the age 
findings, add your age to the approximate digree 
that the straight-edge indicates, when running 
from the nostrils of the photo, across your date of 
birth, and divide by thirty, and the remainder will 
show how many degrees into the next sign (or 
your own sign) your life has progressed. If well 
on in years, or if born in the latter degrees of a 
sign, then your progressed place may be In the sec- 
ond sign beyond your birth sign. These progressed 
conditions show the nature of your progressed life, 
but they seldom ovtrcome the Natural Bias of the 
Birth Sign. 
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Bzampla for Reading Charaeter. Sup- 
pose the birth to be July 9, 1842, at 2 p.m. We 
find July 9 in Circle of Days. It must be between 
July s and 10. From the nostrils of the photo run 
a straight-edge across this date. It runs outward 
across the degree line at about the 21st degree of 
the sign Cancer (25). It runs aaoss the tablet 
marked "Domestic." It is the 4th tablet, equiva- 
lent to the 4th house of a horoscope, and the sign SB 
Is numbered 4. The word "Chest" Is also In line 
with the tablet. We have, then, learned that the 
one born at this time is of a domestic nature; born 
In the sign Cancer, the lord of which is the Moon. 
The solar force of the is life in the chest, and the 
Birth Number is 4. Look in each of the circles in 
the corners of the card and you see in the Fourth 
Division the words," Inheritance and home," "Hid- 
den Treasures," "Father," and "General End- 
ings," and these belong to the "Domestic" (tablet) 
or Local Sphere of life, and will be prominent feat- 
ures in the life of the one born. In another portion 
of this sheet you will find still further matters con- 
nected with "Sign 4." These combined will give 
you a fair idea of the Basic or Destined scope of 
this life, and from these points you can make a 
Basic Judgment of the character. Character is not 
governed by Time, hence the Year Is not here 
needed for the Basic, but for the horoscopal or dis- 
position of this Basic you must go to the planets 
and the Moon for the given year. Each owner of a 
Wheel should have the planets inserted in the Cir- 
cle of Days. What we have given Is enough to 
learn and judge at first. The Birth Sign Is your 
ist or Life Sign, the next is your ad, the next Is 
your )d, and so on around. This U oa the hi^er 
plaat. 
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The lower plane is goveraed by the Hour of 
Birth and is horoscopal. There is a natural meth^ 
od and an artificial metiiod of judging the hor- 
oscope. Each of them contribute features to the 
life, and all are alike judged by the same rules and 
laws. We give the Natural method. This birth 
(for example) was at 2 p.m. So carry the straight- 
edge out from the centre across the figure 2 p.m. of 
the clock hours, and that would strike the cusp of 
the 9th sign, or 9th house, with Jupiter the lord. 
The tablet says "Proud," the elementary quality is 
"Fire," and the 9th house matters in the circles at 
the corners are "Long Journeys, Omens, Visions, 
Religion," etc., thereby modifying the domestic 
character by this natural dispositional tendency. 
No matter what the modifications in a life may be 
they can never overcome the Basic without destroy- 
ing the SOUL. 

Find now by Years of Life and Age, as other- 
wise stated, and the Signs (their influences) for 
current year, will give the temporary modifications, 
inferior to the others, but generally more apparent 
for the time being. 

These various matters are very difficult to state 
in brief, but study them over and over and talk 
them with others, and as soon as you catch the 
spirit of the matter it will become plainer and plain- 
er to your mind, how fearfully and wonderfully 
man is made, and how grandly sublime (though 
apparently complicated) are the subtle vibratory 
laws which govern our lives from day to day. Tlie 
forces from North, South, East and West form a 
cross with our bodies as the centre, and on that 
cross we are too apt to be crucified by our oWn mis- 
conceptiond of it, or by our fellow mmi. 
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Houses. Houses are the Natural, or Artificial, 
Divisions of ^a Horoscope, corresponding to the 
Natural Divisions and order of the signs. Signs 
belong to the Heavens; Houses belong to the EartR. 
See the small figures in the little white disks, be- 
tween the tablets. With the straight-edge you will 
see that they correspond with the cusps, of signs 
bearing the same number. For convenience and 
better understanding we give these Houses in the 
Circles in the four corners, which we call the "Hor- 
oscope Circles." Your House Number Is the same 
as your Birth Sign Number. 

Influences of the Houses. These you will 
find stated in the spaces In the Horoscope Circles 
at the four corners of the card. Wherever the Sun 
is, gives the Soul attractions. In Cancer (corre- 
sponding with 4th House) shows Father, Hidden 
Treasures, Inheritance and Home, also the end and 
outcome of things in general. In the nth House 
the attractions would be: Advisers,Father, Friends, 
Hopes, Wishes, and some way exercised over death 
of father. These examples give simplified methods 
of arriving, with the WoltiderWheel, (without math- 
ematics) at the foundation laws and eventualities of 
any or every one's life. 

Physical Disabilities. The different parts of 

the body are marked between the Obliquity Circles. 

Any evil planet In these parts, or in square to 

them (if not also protected by the presence of a good 

planet or its trine), denotes the weak portions of 
your physical system. 
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Planetary Hoofs. These are given in a un- 
ique arrangement, very handy for daily reference. 
For their use alone everybody should have a Wheel. 
Under and above the words "sunrise" "eve" and 
in the middle column of the table (arranged in Mch 
ofth$ Sigusy between the pictorial sign and the de- 
gree line), will be found (following each other from 
early morning until midnight), the hours and min- 
utes when each planet begins to rule, in the several 
months, (approximated) . The planets, each day of 
the week, have a different ruling; therefore, to 
know which planet is ruling at any given time, first 
find the table for that month, then find where the 
hour and minute comes in one of the three columns 
named, and, on a line with that hour you will find, 
under the dajf oftlu wak^ the planet that is working 
at that time, for good or evil, in or about you, 
SURE 1 1 1 This is one of the most useful featyres 
of the Wheel. Can be depended upon from day 
to day. Our "POCKET MASCOT" give these and, 
all the fine explanations connected with them. The 
iilascot and Wheel are works which no one should 
be without if SUCCESS IN LIFE is desired. If 
used in places differing from these lengths of days, 
then ascertain the length of day for the given time 
in your longitude, and select such one of the tables 
as corresponds nearest to your length of day, and 
the planetary hours will be near enough for general 
purposes. The hours of Jupiter 01) may giturallj^ 
be depended upon for most anything; the hours of 
Venus( 9 ) are not unpleasant, Saturn (h ), Mars( t ) 
Sun(0)> Moon(D) and Mercury (S) hours are 
uncertain, yet are good for such things as are es- 
pecially ruled by them. 

Natural Hours. These are exactly 6o min- 
utes in length. They are the same the world over. 



•\ 
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and will be found in the sign Aries (T). Ordinari* 
ly they are safe to depend upon, and to use at any 
date in any longitude. 

Artifleial Hours are of unequal length, and 
consequently changing from month to month. In 
important matters it would be well to select an hour 
when both the Natural and the Artificial Hours 
are not ruled by evil forces. Ask questions at 
any time (seriously and not out of mere curiosity) 
and the hour it is asked in will denote whether the 
matter will be attended by good or evil results. 
Diseases may be diagnosed, or revealed, by these 
factors, and also the kinds of people to be met with 
—whether good or bad to you, and their personal 
appearance. 

The efficacy of Planetary Hours has been rec- 
ognized for ages by adepts in mystic lore, and much 
that is known as dairvoyancy has been operated 
through knowledge of the laws of Planetary Hours. 
For instance, when a person comes seriously for aid 
or advice to another person the business is apt to 
be of a nature corresponding to that ruled by the 
hour; as, for instance, in the hour of Venus (9) it 
is apt to be love, pleasure, dress, or something fas- 
tidious; in the hour of iilars it) quarrels, accidents, 
or something inflammatory or pushing; in hour of 
Jupiter (11) something of a financial, popular, or 
glorifying nature, connected with pride; in hour of 
Saturn (h) something gloomy, slow or conserva- 
tive; in hour of Mercury (S ) something ihtellectual 
or nervous; in hour of Sun (Q) business, credit, 
or ambition; in hour of Moon (}» something of a 
common nature, or changes. By knowing these 
rulings, and hinting to another the nature of the 
thing upon his mind, might lead him to think you 
were possessed of supernatural powers, when they 
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are only the operation of that ancient maxim of 
''iCnowledge is power." 

Only good mathematicians have been disposed 
CO take advantage of the Artificial Hours, (as de- 
scribed in explanation of tiie Wonder Wheel) be- 
cause the Artificial Hours are so difficult to com- 
pute for the different periods of the year. In the 
iVLascot and in the Wonder Wheel will be found the 
easiest, briefest and most unique form of tab- 
ulation ever presented. These tables are nmUum m 
parvo, as follows: 

Find the hour or time of day in either the first, 
middle, or last column, and under the day of the 
week, on the same line, you will find the planet 
that rules from the time given on that line to the 
time given on the next line. For instance, what 
planet rules at 2.30 p.m. on Monday, April 27 (no 
matter what year) ? April 27 would be between 
April 19 and iVLay 20, and nearer the former than 
the latter date, so we take table marked April 19. 
2. 30 p.m. should be In the middle column, but this 
exact time is not there. We find 2.12 and next 
3.20, which shows that the planetary hour at this 
time of the year, and at this time of the day, is i 
hour and 8 minutes long (clock time), and extends 
from 2.12 to 3.20. On the same line, then, with 
2.12 (which begins the hour) we would look in the 
column marked Afon.and we would find h (Saturn) 
and that signifies that Saturn rules from 2.12 to 
3.20. Eighteen minutes of his hour would be gone 
at 2.30, but he would yet have 50 minutes to rule, 
because the hour is long, up to 3.20, when Jupiter 
Ol) would take the ruling of the next hour, from 
3.20 to 4.27, as per the next line. 

In like manner read the planiftary hours for 
any time of the year, as per day of week and time 
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of day required. The Natural Hours are of equal 
length, and in ordinary matters may be used for 
any time of the year, but It is sometimes found that 
the Artificial and the Natural Hours are at such 
va riance that they neutralize or modify each other 
to some extent. For critical matters it is better to 
select the minutes in the hour when the planet de- 
sired rules in both cases. This seems to be all 
the explanation required for finding the Planetary 
Ruler.

The kind of people you are most likely to have 
dealings with; or the kind of conversation most apt 
to be indulged in by you or about you; or, your 
likes, dislikes, joys, troubles or sorrows, are most 
apt to be from day to day of the nature of the 
planets as they are ruling the hours.

See what his or her 
Birth Sign Number is, and at the times when the 
Sun is in harmony with it, then you may commun- 
icate. Also when the lord of their Birth Number is 
ruling the hour. These communications are best 
on worldly matters. For matters connected with a 
future life, or the friend's present condition, you 
should operate when the Sun is in harmony with 
his or her Death Sign Number (as per date of 
death) or the lord of that sign when ruling an 
hour. 

To Commuiiieate. At times given go into 
a guiet place and think deeply and calmly of the 
friend. Ask a question If you please, mentally, and 
the answer will be what at this time your own mind 
conceives it to be. There is afenity in the spirit 
vibrations. 

To See the Friend, or His or Her Sor- 
roondingg. Close the eyes and calmly think of 
the friend. What you then see will be in harmony 
with the spirit life of the friend. The more con- 
stantly these are worked,^but only on the proper 
times as given,— the better will be the results, be- 
cause you advance in Adeptship.

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The greatest difficulty in the way of 
honest people understanding astrology is 
due to the popular misunderstandings of 
it.

Great capability for ab- 
sorbing means, knowledge or informa- 
tion, and with silent tongue. Bom under 
Jupiter. If planets are not squared at 
birth, these people quickly amass for- 
tunes in money or knowledge, and are 
ever fearful that it may slip from them 
and leave them dependent upon others, 
the most fearful of all events in life to 
them. 

When people are bom on the dividing 
line of these signs, i. e., within a day or 
two of the dates given, they are termed 
to be of a double nature. They partake 
of a mixture of the two signs, or else at 
some times express the characteristics of 
one sign and at other times the charac- 
teristics of the other sign. Of course 
this makes them hard people to read, 
and more especially so if the planets 
were squared at birth. 

The Sun at birth gives the Solship; 
the Moon gives the Sentient Nature; the 
Horoscope gives the Dispositional Na- 
ture; Mercury gives the Passions; Venus 
gives the Loves; Jupiter gives the Pride; 
Saturn gives the Stability; Mars gives 
the Energy; Uranus gives the Eccentrici- 
ties. 

Each of these may be in different 
signs, and thereby make a mixture of 
conditions, from times to time, thus pre- 
venting the real character manifesting 
itself openly, but knowing where the 
Sun is, we know the foundation charae- 
ter upon which all of the other condi- 
tions rest. When we 'Vinter and sum- 
mer" a person, we find the Solship to be 
the. quality upon which to depend. We 
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cannot get away from our Solship with- 
out 'losing our soul" any more readily 
than the leopard can change his spots. 

The Divine law radiating from the 
Sun, is the Solship of our being. It mas- 
ters us, and our Lord of Lords is the 
planet that our Solship is bom under. 
Hence, remember the Lord's Prayer, that 
the Father's will, not ours 'Hbe done in 
earth as it is done in heaven."
